The articles in this series have 
reached a point where we now have a 
fair size group of rare wanted banks 
which are difficult to classify numer- 
ically. Here we enter into a phase 
where personal opinion and prefer- 
ence would govern, to a large degree, 
the numerical listing. In other words, 
there are a number of banks that are 
quite rare and desirable which are 
all on a fairly equal level. In this 
group there is a fine dividing line in 
ranking one ahead of the other. 

The Bread Winners Bank is ranked 
in eighth position due to its nice ac- 
tion and rarity plus the two addition- 
al features involving the clever in- 
ference to the labor problem of that 
period. Also there are very few speci- 
mens that are in original condition 
without repairs. 

There are no patent markings, num-

bers, or dates on the Bread Winners 
Bank, and to the best of the writer’s 
knowledge, the design of the bank was 
never patented. Using the figures on 
the bank as a guidepost there are def- 
inite characteristics indicating the 
work of Charles Bailey and it is 
known that the bank was manufac- 
tured by the J. & E. Stevens Company 
of Cromwell, Connecticut, in the 
1880’s. 

The bank pictured was obtained by 
the writer in an antique shop on 
Charles Street in Boston, Massachu- 
setts, a few years ago. It was found 
by the dealer in a house in New 
Hampshire where it had been packed 
away for years in a trunk in an at- 
tic. The fact that the bank had been 
carefully packed away for sometime, 
no doubt, accounts for the excellent 
condition of the paint and also that

it is original throughout with no re- 
pairs of any kind. 

On each side of the base of the 
bank there are inscriptions. On the 
left are the words “Send The Rascals 
Up” and on the right “Bread Winners 
Bank.” <A figure of a banker with 
his head sticking out of a sack is 
shown. The sack bears the ‘wording 
“Boodle, Steal, Bribery.” The rascal 
in the center is holding a club in his 
hands and on this is written the word 
“Monopoly.” On the loaf of bread 
which is to the right of the anvil is 
inscribed “Honest Labor Bread.” The 
figure on the end represents an hon- 
est laborer who is being threatened 
by the rascal. The significance of this 
is the familiar controversy between 
labor and capitalism, the banker; 
shown up to his neck in boodle (or 
money) using the rascal by bribery

to wave the club of monopoly at labor 
who in turn is trying to earn an hon- 
est living. 

To operate the bank the hammer is 
raised to the position shown in the 
picture, then a coin is inserted in the 
end of the club held by the rascai. 
There is a small lever in the back of 
the laborer which is pressed. This 
causes the hammer to come down with 
a sound blow on the club held by the 
rascal. He flies up in the air and the 
coin is deposited in the loaf of bread. 
The story portrayed by this action of 
course is that labor wins cover mon- 
opoly and the wealthy banker. 

The operation of the bank and the 
way it is made are two reasons there 
are so few in original condition. In 
the first place construction of the 
labor figure is such that the operation 
of the spring mechanism usually 
causes the casting of the figure to 
break. Also the figure of the rascal 
is loosely attached to the bank and is 
usually missing. Due to its rather 
delicate construction very few of the 
banks remained intact after any slight 
degree of rough treatment which 
could be expected as these banks were 
still essentially children’s toys. 

The bank is painted in bright col- 
ors, the base being red on one side 
and blue on the other and the figures 
themselves are painted realistically. 

To sum it all up, the Bread Win- 
ners Bank, is an extremely desirable 
specimen to have in a collection not 
only because it is rare and its action 
interesting, but also it stands out 
from all the rest with its theme of a 
seemingly never ending controversy.

OLD SONGS 


MARTINELLI’S 
RECORDINGS 


By JOHN B. RICHARDS 


Since the original list of Marti- 
nelli’s recordings, compiled by J. A. 
Gibson and myself, appeared in the 
August, 1950, issue of the English 
periodical, The Record Collector, E. 
C. Forman of RCA Victor has sup- 
plied important information concern- 
ing the date of each recording which 
has enabled me to arrange the Victor 
recordings in chronological order in 
this new discography. Mr. Forman 
also provided details of the unpub- 
lished titles which Martinelli made, 
and these have been tabulated in the 
final section of the list. Among them 
are some selections which were not 
otherwise recorded by Martinelli, the 
most interesting being the Faust Trio 
with Alda and Mardones and the Aida 
duet with Ponselle, La tra foreste, the 
first part of which was pressed on 
IRCC some 126 years ago. (NOTE: 
As pointed out in the discography, 
La tra foreste, together with the first 
part, Pur te reveggo are now avail- 
able on RCA-Victor LP or 45-RPM 
vinylite discs, or on an HMV 78-RPM 
shellac pressing which may be pur- 
chased from Addison Foster, 1226 
Montgomery Avenue, Narberth, 
Penna.—S. F. 


It will be noted that acoustic ver- 
sions of Nina and Torna a Surriento, 
the Aida Finale with Ponselle and two 
arias from La Juive were made in 
1924 and withheld from publication; 
and that soon afterwards the same 
selections were again recorded, this 
time electrically, and issued to the 
public in the usual way. One further 
point: it would appear that in March 
1927 the 10 inch electrical recording 
of Vesti la giubba (Pagliacci) dis- 
placed the acoustic version of the 
same aria on V 736 and continued to 
do so until the disc was withdrawn in 
1929. If any collector has a copy of 
Vietor 736 on which the Pagliacci 
aria is definitely electric, would he be 
kind enough to write Stephen Fas- 
sett, Box 362, West Falmouth, Mass.?

This department has now appeared 
in HOBBIES for ten years. ‘The first 
instalment was published in January, 
1942, under a short-lived title, ‘“‘The 
Coney Island Crowd.” I hope that it 
is beginning a second decade of in- 
creased usefulness. 

Up to this time, a pioneer artist 
has been defined, for my purposes, 
as one who was recording before 
double-faced discs became popular in 
1909. (iuxceptions were made, how- 
ever, in favor of Elizabeth Spencer 
and Charies Harrison.) But I am 
aware that many of the most out- 
standing recording stars came along 
after 19U9, and it seems only fair that 
their life stories also should be told. 
With this in mind, I have considered 
changing my title to “Favorite Popu- 
lar Kecording Artists” or something 
similar, but have decided that since 
the heading I am now using is so 
well established, it may as well stand. 
Some veteran phonograph men have 
contended that no artist really is a 
“pioneer” who was not recording be- 
fore 1900, but I intend from now on 
to stretch the term to include anyone 
who was making records before elec- 
tric recording was introduced in 1925. 
This will let me write about such 
deservedly popular stars as Billy 
Jones, Ernest Hare, Irving Kaufman, 
Elsie Baker, Vernon Dalhart, Frank 
Crumit and many others whom a 
rigid interpretation of “pioneer” 
would compel me to pass by. 

Needless to say, there remain many 
earlier artists, such as Albert Benzler, 
Charles D’Almaine and Frank P. 
Banta, to whom [ shall pay tribute 
as enough information becomes avail- 
able. I shall merely reserve the right 
to chronicle also the achievements of 
those whose careers began later. 

Meanwhile, this seems an appropri- 
ate time to review the contents of the 
first ten years of Favorite Piloneer 
Recording Artists. My knowledge of 
the early recording days has increased 
since I began writing for HOBBIES, 
and I now know that in past issues 
I have unintentionally made mis- 
takes. Besides my own errors, the 
printers on occasion have been guilty 
of confusing and sometimes mislead- 
ing typographical errors. 

With this in mind, I have recently 
gone through all my preceding arti- 
cles, marking any misstatements or 
other errors. This I have found a 
valuable ‘lesson in humility. The 
process on the whole, however, has 
been enjoyable, for I have read not 
only my own writings, but those of 
my senior, partner, Stephen Fassett, 
and have found much valuable’*in- 
formation in Steve’s Historical, Rec- 
ords that had escaped my memory. 
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FAVORITE PIONEER RECORDING ARTISTS 


THE FIRST TEN YEARS

So, indeed, had some of the details of 
my own articles. 
_ And now, as a prelude to going 
into the next ten years with clean 
hands and a clear conscience, I pro- 
pose to devote my efforts this month 
to correcting and expiating past 
“sins.” This, I hope, will be a valu- 
able service to the readers who have 
kept complete files of my articles. 
EDWARD M. FAVOR (March, 1942).— 
A printer’s error changed the date of an 
Idison catalog from April, 1914, to 1941. 
The year Billy Murray saw Favor re- 
cording in San Francisco should be 1897, 
instead of 1896. The first song, “The 
Luss From the County Mayo,’’ which 
Murray and Mati Keefe sang into a 
phonograph during that period, was not 
copyrighted until the former year. The 
name of the Edison distributors in San 
Francisco should be Bacigalupi Brothers 
not Bocigalupi. The cylinder of ‘Will 
You Please Pass the Salt?’ and “Now 
We Can Both Laugh Together” was a 
Federal, not a U. S, Everlasting. 
Favor died January 10, 1936. In some 
of his early vaudeville and_ recording 
work he used the name of LeFevre. He 


and his wife, known professionally as 
Edith Sinclair, made a_ four-minute 
Isdison Amberol cylinder in 1909, with 
the assistance of Steve Porter, and 


under the name of the Empire Vaudeville 
Company. It was a comic sketch, “Casting 
Bread upon the Waters,’’ which may have 
been adapted from one of their variety 


acts. In his later years, Favor won dis- 
tinction as a legitimate actor. Eugene 


Burr, who formerly reviewed theatrical 
productions for the Billboard, showed no 
mercy to slipshod performers, but here is 
what he said of Favor’s impersonation of 
“James Caesar,” a grocer, in the produc- 
tion of St. John Ervine’s play, “John 
Ferguson,’’ at the Belmont theater in 
New York, in July, 1933: : 

“Edward Favor, in the meaty part of 
Caesar, turned in a performance which 
was, literally, without a flaw. Every ef- 
fect to be achieved he got without a 
single false note or any concession to 
the obvious. It was a grand job.’’ And 
Favor was then 78! 

BILLY MURRAY (April, 1942).—Again 
Bacigalupi is misspelled, and Al G, Field’s 
name appears as Fields. Thanks to the 
painstaking help of my dear friend, Ed 
Forman, the RCA Victor record sales 
manager, I have definitely established 
that No, 2048, ‘‘Absinthe Frappe,’’ was

pot Billy Murray’s first Victor 
despite its low number. Ed says. that 
the record was made August 8, 1905, 


about two years after Murray began his 
Victor career, “and according to the file 
ecard, it was ‘a special] for V. D. & E.,’ 
whatever that was. Apparently it was 
never released for general sale. The 
master is no longer available. The serial 
number is B2707."". My interpretation 
of the entry quoted by Mr. Forman is 
that the record was inade_ for 
Dealers and Exhibiters to play for 
special demonstration purposes but not 
to be sold. It looks as if some of the 
numbers in the 2000 series had been 
skipped when they would normally have 
been reached in 1903, or had been re- 
served for special discs. Another ex- 
ample of this type of record, with num- 


bers 2025 and 2036, will be found under 
Len .Spencer’s ‘hame.

However, there 
is now little doubt that his career as a 
recording artist ended early in 1914 when 
the Hayden Quartet disbanded. The last 


Hayden records, ‘‘The Woman Thou 
Gay est Me” and “Cross the Great Di- 
vide,” were issued in April, 1914. This 


makes it probable that the final Amer- 
ican Quartet records in which Bieling 
sang were two issued a month later, 
“Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm” (17534) 
and ‘Do You Take ‘This Woman for 
Your Lawful Wife?” (17554). There were 
no more American Quartet records until 
November, when “It’s a long Long Way 
to Tipperary” appeared, presumably with

ALBERT CAMPBELL (September, 
1942).—Berliner discs were seven inches 
in diameter, not five and one-half. <Al- 
though Campbell said he sang only un- 
der his own name and the assumed one 
of Frank Howard, 1 believe he made 
a Berliner record (No. 158) of “Sweet 
Marie,’’ sung on December 12, 1894, and 
pressed on semi-flexible vulcanite. Name 
of the tenor soloist is given as A. C. 
Weaver. October—The Peerless Quartet 
was formed in 1907, instead of 1905, 
when Henry Burr: was 25. The first 
Campbell-Burr duet, ‘‘While the Old 
Mill Wheel is Turning,’’ was issued by 
Columbia in October, 1906. There seem 
to have been no cthers until after Frank 
Stanley’s death in December, = 1910. 
3urr’s record company probably — re- 
stricted itself to the seven-inch Par-OQ-

prands. Campbell made solos for Zono- 
phone under his own name in 1910 and 
1911. 

BYRON G. HARLAN (February, 19438).— 
Harian was born August 29, 1861. An old 
Edison catalog gives his birthplace as 
Lynn, Kansas, but Mrs. Harlan says it 
was Paris, Kansas. Oddly, the [Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica doesn’t list a Kansas 
town by either name. He was the son 
of George Winchester Harlan, and his 
erandfather was George Washington 

Harian, The tenor was christened George 
Byron Harlan (possibly in honor of Lord 
Byron, the English poet), but reversed 
his given names for theatrical use. His 
partnership with Arthur Collins began 
in 1902. Marech—His daughter is Mrs. 
Frank Olson, not Lucas. 

HENRY BURR (April, 1943).—Burr’s 
birth date should be January 15, 1882, 
instead of 1885. His first records were 
made for Columbia in 1902. May—Elise 
Stevenson’s “married name” is Mrs. 
Rus!ing Wood. June — Burr’s' middle 
name probably was Haley. I have an 
electrically recorded Cameo dance record 
in which he sings the vocal refrain un- 
der the name of Harry Haley. One of 
his electrical recordings not mentioned 
in the article is a 1929 ‘Okeh of ‘‘Some- 
where a Voice is Calling’? and ‘Good 
Night, Little Girl, Good Night.’’ On 
page 129, the name of Sammy Herman 
is misspelled as Hermany. 

STEVE PORTER (July, 1943).—Began 
making records in 1895, not 1897. Oc- 
tober—The statement that the Harmon- 
izer “free-lanced exclusively’? should 
read “extensively.’’ Porter died January 
13, 1936. Death notices gave his age as 
73, so he probably was born in 1862. 
During his stage career he appeared 
with Lillian Russell. 

HARRY MACDONOUGH (November, 
1942).—His full name was John Scantle- 
bury Macdonald. The two Christian 
nanies honored a friend of his mother’s. 
Aecording to John Bieling, Macdonough 
was born in Windsor, Ontario. Both 
Macdonald and Macdonough should be 
spelied with small d’s. ‘‘Crestfallen’’ got 
into print as ‘‘chest-fallen’” and_ ‘“ef- 
fected” as ‘“‘faffected.”” December—When 
this article was written, I thought that 
the “Miss Spencer’? who sang with Mac- 
donough around 1900 was_ Elizabeth 
Spencer. I have since learned that it 
was Grace Spencer. 

WILLIAM F. HOOLEY (March, 1944). 
' —The name of the Lyric Trio soprano 
should be Estella — not Estelle — Louise 
Mann. Again, Elizabeth Spencer is con- 
fused with Grace Spencer. John Bieling 
told me that Hooley was born in the 
Whitechapel section of London, where 
his father, an Irish political agitator, 
was in hiding. The Hooleys came _ to 
America, and Bill is said to have worked 
as a carpenter in Lowell, Mass., before 
he began making records. When the 
Hayden Quartet went to England in 
1902, his Irish sentiments were _ so 
strong he refused to join in singing ‘‘God 
Save the King.’’ The singer has a son. 
William F. Hooley, Jr., who is an official 
of the Selby Shoe Company in Ports- 
mouth, Ohio. 

BOB ROBERTS (April, 1944).—Besides 
being a phonograph and vaudeville sing- 
er, Roberts also took part in automobile 
and six-day bicycle races. 

PERFORMERS WHO “DOUBLED UP” 
(May, 1944).—Some additions and cor- 
rections: Vernon Dalhart called himself 
Tom Watson on Grey Gull records. An- 
nette Hanshaw recorded also as Patsy 
Young and Dot Dare. Another name for 
silly Jones was William Johnson. He 
also sang for Black Swan, a Negro 
Company, as “Howard Lewis.” (A _ typo- 
graphical error in the Jones paragraph 
Was corrected later.) Add to list of 
Irving Kaufman pseudonyms: Noel Tay- 
lor, Frank Harris, Frank Christy, Con- 
fidential Charlie and = Buzzin’ Bob.

CUT LINES FOR GROUP PICTURE

tember, 1944).—Ihe name of No. 9 should 
be W. C. Deusing, not Densing. 

GEORGE J. GASKIN (October, 1944).— 
Gaskin was born in Belfast, Northern 
Ireland. The group photo mentioned in 
this article was taken in 1895, instead 
of 1902, and was made when a group of 
exclusive Columbia artists visited the 
factory at LBridgeport for a demonstra- 
tion of the new large-size ‘'Columbia 
Grand”’ evlinder, five inches in diameter. 

RUSSELL HUNTING, SR. (December, 
1944). —- Edison two-minute cylinders 
were discontinued when Blue Amberols 
were introduced in October, 1912—not 
1914. January, 1945 — The HOBBIES 
linotvyper appears to have been puzzled 
by English money values. Twice, when

—Stanley Johnston, of Lansing, Michi- 
gan, has called my attention to Lauder’s 
statement in his book, “Roamin’ in the 
Gloamin’.” that when he first began to 
mak2 records he received only five 
pounds for singing six songs—less than 
five dollars a record!! Lauder said that, 
as a former miner, this looked like big 
money because he couldn’t earn that 
much in a fortnight digging coal. The 
Gramophone Company, Lauder related, 


obtained his exclusive disc services at a 
ridiculously 


low figure, but ‘made it 
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right’’ when the time came for a new 
contract. 

BERT WILLIAMS (September, 1950). 
—‘‘Assay,’’ column two, should be “es- 
say.” Page 24—Williams and Walker 
came East in 1896, not 1898. November— 
“The New World World” should be 
“New York World.”’ 

CAL STEWART (February, 1951).—On 
page 24, ‘‘explotions’’ should be ‘“explo- 
sions."” March—The title of the song 
written by Stewart was “I Wants a 
Graphophone”’ — not ‘Want.’ Albert 
“Benzlar.’’ I said that Reuben Hendricks 
Benzler’s last name is misspelled as 
was the only Punkin Center resident I 
could think of who was “‘killed off,’’ but 
Mr. C. L. Helden, of Millinocket, Maine, 
has reminded me that a dynamite ex- 
plosion killed Hank Weaver in ‘Fourth 
of July at Punkin Center” and left Abe 
Sprosby unaccounted for. Page 23, the 
sentence beginning “If the exclusive 
Edison contract,’ should read: ‘If the 
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exclusive Edison contract actually ran 
for five years, it must have been signed 
considerably before this announcement 
appeared, for Stewart was represented 
in the Victor list for September, 1915, 
with two of his most popular records.” 

Here are a couple of reminiscences to 
supplement the Stewart series: Fred 
Rabenstein says that Stewart was lame 
and walked with a cane because of in- 
juries suffered during his railroading ex- 
periences. Clarence Ferguson, of Mer- 
rill, Wisconsin, recalls that Cal liked to 


frequent James 1. Lyons’ phonograph 
store in Chicago, and would frequently 
“put on stunts’’, such as hiring small 


Negro boys to dive head-first into bar- 
rels of flour. Edward Riley, of Eureka, 
lilinois, quotes his friend, Otis Bradford, 
of Indianapolis, as telling how Stewart's 
troupe used to play the Indiana capital, 
on a two-a-day vaudeville circuit. CQuot- 
ing Mr. Riley: ‘He told of how they al- 
ways announced their coming to town 
With a small parade in the main part of 
Indianapolis. Stewart wore an old 
straw hat, a long white linen duster and 
carried a buggy whip and marched at 
the head of the procession. He had a 
big white horse pull a carriage or surrey 
with Aunt Nancy and other troupe mem- 
bers in it, and it was almost a State 
holiday for the MHoosiers. This was 
probably around the years of the First 
World War.”’ 

In the light of widespread interest in 
Cal Stewart and his career, I have de- 
cided that I did him an injustice when 
I compiled my list of the Supreme Fif- 
teen pioneer recording artists. If I were 
making such a list today, I should move 
Stewart up from the last place to which 
1 assigned him in June, 1945, to either 
third or fourth—that is, just above or 
below Arthur Collins and Byron G. Har- 
lan. I would not be surprised to find 
that Stewart’s records will prove to have 
the most permanent appeal of any of the 
old-timers. Philip L. Miller, of the Mu- 
sic Division of the New York Public 
Library, has made the following com- 
ment: “Incidentally, I have been enjoy- 
ing watching people’s reaction to Uncle 
Josh. I gave a program here for the 
New York chapter of the Special Librar- 
ies Association, telling them something 
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about our archive and what we hope tp 
do. . . Both times Uncle Josh was a big 
success, and I’m wondering if he couldn’; 
be revived.” 

I also feel it fair to say that in any 
“Supreme List’? I might compile nowa. 
days I would include “Banjo King’’ Veg; 
Ossman, even though I had to remove 
someone else — probably Bill Hooley. 

CAL STEWART (April, 1951).—Donali 
Chalmers’ last name is printed as Cham. 
bers. Page 22—“Equity” should be capi. 
talized. Page 23—The quotation from the 
Columbia supplement is garbled. | 
should read: ‘‘‘Laugh and the worl 
laughs with you’ is the key to Cal Stew. 
art’s grip on the hearts of fun lovers, 
the world over. ... You can always bank 
on Uncle Josh to smother your care; 
and worries in a good old-fashionej 
chortle.” 

DEATH NOTICE (April, 1951). — Page 
24. The correct title of one of the Mar. 
guerite Farrell records is “Come On ani 


Baby Me.”’ Eddie Morton died in Wild- 
wood, New Jersey, not Philadelphia. 
FRANK COOMBS AND WILLIAM H. 


THOMPSON (May, 1951).—‘‘Sergeant” 
is misspelled more than once as 
“sargeant.”” ‘Ragged Robbin,’’ should be 


“Ragged Robin.’’ The correct title of 
one of Thompson’s records is ‘‘All That 
I Ask of You is Love.” 

NAT M. WILLS (June, 1951). — The 
New York Times headline gave the 
comedian’s correct name, not as Willis. 
The last name of Koster and Bial’s mu- 
seum is misspelled as “Bail.” Page 23—- 
‘“Jokes’’ gets a ludicrous misspelling as 
“pokes.” ‘‘Emanent’”’ is a baffling mis- 
print for ‘‘meant.’’ The full name of the 
Victor supplement writer was James 
Edward Richardson. Henry M, Shaw, of 
North Carver, Massachusetts, has two 
seven-inch records by Wills not men- 
tioned in my article. No. 7246 couples 
“B. P. O. E.”’ and “Parody on ‘Stars and 
Stripes Forever’.’’ On No. 7253 Wills tells 
‘War Stories’’ while Harry Evans sings 
“It’s a Long, Long Way to Tipperary" 
on the reverse. 

MANUEL ROMAIN (July, 1951). - 
Page 21, ‘Edison Phonograph” should 
be ‘‘Edison Phonograph Company.’’ Page 
24, the song name is ‘“‘Happy Li’l Sal,” 
not “Happy, Happy Li’l Sal.’’ A print- 
er’s error turns Dave Braham’s name 
into Graham. Quentin Riggs, of Okla- 
homa City, has two seven-inch Emerson 
records by Romain that I didn’t know 
“No One But Your Dear Oli 
Dad’”’ is on No. 725, and ‘‘My Own Iona" 
on 735. By a slip of my own, W. H. A. 
Cronkhite is called Frank Cronkhite. 

ELIZABETH SPENCER (September, 
1951).—The negative of the Edison group 
photograph was found by Fred Raben- 
stein in his home instead of the Edison 
laboratory, as I mistakenly said. 

CHARLBS HARRISON AND BEULAH 


GAYLORD YOUNG (October, 1951). - 
Frederick Wheeler died in 1951, not 
1950, as said in the cut lines. Because 


of space limitations, 
not published as I wrote it. After using 
about the first fourth, i 
was omitted except for the concluding 
paragraphs, thus giving a_ confusing 
impression. 
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MORE ABOUT COOK AND THOMAS RECORDS, 
and Some Acknowledgments 


My article in February HOBBIES, 
mentioning Edison talking records by 
the noted baritone, John Charles 
Thomas, and a “Discovery of the 
North Pole” Victor by Dr. Frederick 
Cook, brought a quick response. 

William R. Moran, of La Canada, 
California, tells me that Cook’s 
record, “How I Reached the Pole,” is 
listed in the Victor catalog for Jan- 
uary, 1910. However, in November, 
1910, Cook’s record is missing and 
Robert E. Peary’s “The Discovery of 
the South Pole” takes its place. Un- 
fortunately, my own collection of 
Victor catalogs has a gap between 
January, 1909, and November, 1910, 
so that I cannot recall ever having 

» seer the Cook record listed. 

Mr. Moran ‘writes: “I find that the 
Victor numerical list for June, 1908, 
carries the 31000 series up to 31702, 

' so | would guess, in the normal march 
of events, that Cook’s record was is- 
sued late in 1908. It was therefore 
in the catalog a little over one year, 

' at the least, or nearly two years, at 
the most. I have had a copy for years 
and have had one duplicate, long since 
traded. My present copy is a “G” 
stamper . . . which means a good 
many thousand copies were pressed. .. 
Oh yes — the Pasadena Public Li- 

' brary has (or had) a copy in their 

' files, so that makes three that I have 

seen. Still a rarity, however.” 
Homer C. Witten, of Altadena, 


California, writes that he also has a 
copy of the Cook record. Comment- 
ing on Mr. Moran’s letter, I’d like to 
point out that Cook claimed he dis- 
covered the North Pole on April 21, 
1908, but the claim was not made un- 
til several months afterward. I have 
a Victor supplement for July, 1909, 
and the serial number, 31755, of the 
Cook record had not been reached up 
to that time. In fact, the high num- 
ber was 31728, so this makes it likely 
that the Cook record was not issued 
until around January, 1910, got into 
the January, and probably May, gen- 
eral record catalogs and was out in 
November, after a stay of not more 
than a year. 

Elmer T. Jones, of Manhattan, 
Kansas, writes that he has an Edison 
“explanatory talk” which is obviously 
not by Harry E. Humphrey, but is in 
“a musical baritone” voice, which he 
thinks is that of John Charles Thom- 
as. The “talk,” with serial No. 4131, 
describes Anna Case’s record of “Bon- 
nie Sweet Bessie.”

A HOUSE IN JOUY--A Shrine in France 


The charming designs called toiles 
de Jouy have become so familiar in 
the last few years that we are in- 
clined to take them for granted with- 
out wondering about their origin, yet 
the r background is so _ interesting 
tha: it should be known if they are 
to ve understood and really appreci- 
ate’. The old toiles were made in the 
litte village of Jouy en Josas, which 
lies an hour’s run on the train from 
Paris in one of the loveliest corners of 
France. Although few tourists find 
their way there, this quiet village has 
a charm which makes it well worth 
an excursion, whether one goes to 
see the countryside with its wealth of 
green field and forest, narrow rivers 
and romantic ruined castles or to find 
the traces of the manufacturer, Chris- 
tophe-Philippe Oberkampf. 

\ short distance from the center 
of Jouy there stands in an overgrown 
gaiden a tiny house which was the 
beginning of the factory, a beginning 
so small that it held only the furnace 
and the printing table on which Ober- 
kampf worked by day and slept by 
night. How the business grew may 
be seen by walking a little distance 
to where the two main streets of the 
town meet by a large, impressive

One reaches Jouy by a lazy local 
train which stops at every station, 
but drops us in its own good time in 
a town almost untouched by the 
modern world. A _ lovely thirteenth 
century church watches over the 
place. In the many wash houses on 
the bank of the Biévre River one sees 
at all hours the women bent above 
their endless laundry, while they ex- 
change village gossip with tongues as 
busy as their hands. Dogs and cats 
bask undisturbed in the center of the 
rue Oberkampf at noon. Though in 
shops and homes human affairs 
probably go busily on, there is little 
sign of it in the sunlit, silent streets. 
A stranger in Jouy today is an event 
in whose wake window curtains move 
cautiously and wrinkled men dozing 
on doorsteps lift their heads to stare. 
There was a time of 50 years, from 
1760 on, when the great of the land 
often came here and the sleepy vil- 
lage hummed with one of the most 
famous industries of France. 

Early in the eighteenth century a 
vogue for “painted cloths,” or ‘In- 
diennes,” as they are still called, was 
begun by the importation of the 
fabrics of India. Men and women 
had clothes made from them, cov- 
ered walls, upholstered furniture, 
made hangings for beds. Then—mak- 
ers of silk and wools, alarmed by 
such competition, succeeded in having 
the use of printed linens and cottons 
prohibited. The result was a still 
greater demand for the. forbidden 


goods, and they were so widely made 
and used that in 1759 the Govern- 
ment realized the absurdity of the 
situation and revoked the edict. A 
certain M. Tavannes, hearing of this 
in advance, promptly founded a fac- 
tory to take advantage of it, and the 
management was offered to the mas- 
ter craftsman, Oberkampf. 
Christophe-Philippe Oberkampf 
came of a family of Bavarian Pro- 
testants by which the art of dyeing 
cloth had been practiced for genera- 
tions. A better man for the job could 
hardly have been found, for he knew 
processes thoroughly, had high ar- 
tistic standards and an_ unusually 
sharp business sense as well. The 
Biévre River was supposed to have 
special qualities for dyeing, which 
had led to the establishment of the 
Gobelin Tapestry Works on it in 


Paris. Oberkampf selected Jouy on the 
Biévre as the site for the new factory, 
influenced quite as much by the pres- 
ence of the court five kilometers 
away at Versailles and by the’ near- 
ness of the markets of Paris as by 

any quality of the waters. 
in the town safe is a folio of 
samples of the old printed cloths 
which the Mayor is proud to show 
the visitor, although, judging by his 
surprise at the request, it is very 
seldom that anyone comes to see them. 
The samples are for the most part 
small scraps such as might be picked 
up from the floor of a workroom, but

What’s in a name? Often more of 
a story than meets the eye! A sur- 
vey of records at the State Historical 
Society of Wisconsin shows that 
many Wisconsin towns have had their 
names changed not once, but two or 
three times. No doubt, other state 
records would be similar. 

One hundred and twelve years ago 
you couldn’t have traveled to Wauwa- 
tosa, Wis.—you would have gone to 
Hart’s Mills instead. The town had 
been named for a saw and grist mill 
owner named Charles Hart. In 1841 
a resident proposed the name“Wau- 
wau-to-sa”—a name found in a book 
dealing with Indian treaties that 
meant Great Walker. Through an er- 
ror, the “u” of the second syllable 
was omitted, and the word was 
legalized as it is spelled today. 

The town of Black Creek Falls was 
organized in 1882, but businessmen

soon found that the post office con- 
fused the name with Black River 
Falls. So residents went to the 
most learned man in town — F. A. 
Strupp, postmaster and teacher. He 
decided that since the town ‘was situ- 
ated in Marathon County, the proper 
name for the village was Athens — 
and Athens it has been ever since! 

Many years ago there was a county 
in Wisconsin called Bad Ax, named 
from a stream running through the 
area that was a tributary of the Mis- 
sissippi. But the inhabitants felt that 
the name was too warlike and created 
an unfavorable impression. So it be- 
came Vernon County—the name we 
know today. 

Name changes often reflect the na- 
tionality of the settlers. In 1852 the 
town of Mishicot was named for an 
Indian chief known in Manitowoc 
County. But in 1853 a large number 
of people from the German province 
of Saxony migrated to Mishicot and 
had the name changed to Saxonburgh. 
In 1854 the original name of Mishicot 
was restored, following the arrival 
in town of Oldenburgers and Rhenish 
Prussians. 

A similar tale is told about Schles- 
wig. It was first settled by a group 
of Germans who came from the Dan- 
ish province of Schleswig. In Novem- 
ber, 1855 the name Schleswig became 
Abel, in honor of the first settler. 
Less than a year later, one of the 
men ‘who had migrated from the 
province of Schleswig, Mr. H. F. 
Belitz, was elected as the town’s first 
representative to the county board, 
and he had the name promptly 
changed back to Schleswig. 

Names are sometimes changed for 
political reasons. Until 1861 there 
was a town in Wisconsin called 
Buchanan. But that year the voters 
in Buchanan were dissatisfied with 
President Buchanan’s attitude toward 
questions involving the North and the 
South. They voted to change the 
name of the town to Liberty—the 
name they have today. The town of 
Birch became Cleveland in 1885, 
shortly after Grover Cleveland was 
inaugurated president. 

Kenosha has had three names since 
1835. On June 6, 1835, Historical So- 
ciety records show that an exploring 
party reached Pike Creek, a name 
given to the river by Indian traders 
and early adventurers on Lake Mich- 
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igan. So they called the town Pike. B The

RESTORATION, 


There are several classes of clock 
collectors and most collectors will fall 
into one of these categories. Perhaps 
many would-be collectors have never 
given much thought to this phase of 
the business and consequently would 
not be able to classify themselves. 
This is very important as further dis- 
course will disclose. 

I would group the various types of 
collectors as follow: 

Class 1—This collector will buy only 
perfect pieces, whether they be com- 
pletely original or completely re- 
stored. If he is a serious collector, 
he is probably a man of means and 
not too greatly concerned about the 
prices. Casual buyers, who want only 
a few pieces to fit in with decorative 
schemes or just for the sake of hav- 
ing a few old clocks, usually fall with- 
in this class. 

Class 2—This collector will buy al- 
most any interesting piece if it ap- 
pears to have possibilities for restora- 
tion and repair. He, however, will 
not perform any of the work of re- 
storation and repair. He will look to 
cabinet makers, metal workers, clock- 
makers and jewelers to do the work 
for him. He will, of course, pay for 
this work and, w hen this cost is added 
to the original price he paid, the 
total investment may be sizable. 

Class 3—This collector will buy in- 
teresting pieces at prices which he 
considers to be reasonable in relation 
to condition and will carry out the 
work of restoration and repair with 
his own hands and ingenuity. 

Before getting too far into the field 
of clock collecting, one should place 
himself in one of the three classes de- 
cribed above and be guided according- 
ly in his future activities, 

I make no effort to influence any- 
one as to the kind of collector he 
wishes to be, although I do have de- 
cided opinions in the matter. One 
must consider carefully the means 
available to him, the free time at his 
disposal (most of us must consider 
the necessity to earn a living as of 
first importance), his mechanical apti- 
tude and ability, his patience in carry- 
ing out work that is often painstak- 
ing and discouraging and his own 
likes and dislikes in arriving at a 
decision. There is nothing, however, 
to prevent him from starting out as 
one type of collector and later chang- 
ing over to another type as his own 
desires or circumstances may indicate 
to him. 

I have little to say about the Class 
1 collector; the man who will buy only 
perfect pieces. He will obtain satis- 
faction in the ownership of his collec- 
tion. He probably never will know 
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REPAIR AND MAINTENANCE 


OF OLD CLOCKS

may experience more than his share 
of the anxieties in connection with it 
and not have the full measures of joy 
to balance it. I know many fine arti- 
sans who are capable of doing good 
work in their respective crafts but | 
shudder every time I think of placing 
a good, old work of art in strange 
and unsympathetic hands. 

The first group of collectors are the 
salt of the earth and we love them

the thrill of discovery since good old 
clocks are seldom found in perfect 
original condition. He will never ex- 
perience the exalted feeling that 
comes with the finding of an old clock 
in the usual neglected or mistreated 
state and then see it as it regains its 
original beauty and perhaps import- 
ance under the ministration of loving 
hands. 

The Class 2 collector, who buys and 
depends on others to do the work of 
restoration and repair, can only par- 
tially realize the satisfaction that 
rightfully belongs to restoration. He 


al]. They are the hope and the salva- 
tion of antique dealers. We all pray 
that they will increase mightily. 

The second group follows a course 
that is hard to justify on an economic 
basis. I have seen numerous _in- 
stances where the owner of an old 
clock has paid out for restoration and 
repair a sum that is considerably in 
excess of the actual value of the re- 
stored clock. My thinking, based on 
hard experience, is that this type of 
collector could probably do better if 
he were to buy perfect pieces, whether 
original or restored, from a reliable 
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antique dealer at prices that are 
known and reasonable. 

t is the third group of collectors, 
those who will buy restorable clocks 
and who either will or would like to 
carry out the work of restoration and 
repair with their own hands, that we 
are concerned with now. Many of 
them are in need of help: some are 
not. The followings pages are de- 
voted to those who do need help. 

When we buy an old clock as is, 
in the rough, we must realize that 
there is an element of chance _ in- 


volved. Call it a gamble, if you like. 
The condition of the case, the dial, 
the tablet and the glass can usually 
within 


be determined reasonable 





limits. We, however, seldom have an 
opportunity to make a close examina- 
tion of the movement, the mechanical 
heart of the clock. This element of 
chance must be recognized since there 
is a certainty that disappointments 
will occasionally be our lot. 

In considering the problems of re- 
storation, maintenance and repair, I 
propose to take up the various groups 
of clocks in the same order [I have 
followed in preceding chapters. There 
is | think a good reason for this proce- 
dure. We thus consider first the fact- 
ory made Connecticut shelf or mantel 
clocks of the period 1860 to 1900. 
Since these clocks have not yet 
reached full antique status, they can 
generally be purchased in the rough 
at reasonably modest prices. They 
are therefore ideal subjects for the 
beginner or amateur to work on. If 
a mistake is made, it will not be too 
costly. 

The usual late Connecticut shelf 
clock will consist of a wood case, most- 
ly of walnut, a glass door with a 
transfer design on the glass in gold 
or silver, an eight-day striking brass 
movement, a plain dial and a pendu- 
lum which is usually more or less 
ornate. Let us consider those parts 
In order, 

The first step is to disassemble the 
clock. Unhook and remove the pendu- 
lum, if this has not been done previ- 
ously. Pull out the pin which holds 
the hands in place and remove the 
hands. Remove the dial. Remove the 
screws holding the movement and lift 
it out of the case, being careful not 
to bend the pendulum rod or the 
crutch. Remove the door from the 
case. Be very careful to retain all 
material such as screws, washers and 
pins. A good mechanic is always 


careful to observe and remember each

step in disassembling so that reas- 
sembling will be simple and easy. 


The Clock Case—These cases are 
almost always carved, some quite 
elaborately. Often there are turned 
side columns and occasionally there 
are carved or turned finials. It is to 
be hoped that the case was examined 
before purchase and that it is not 
badly broken up and there are no 
missing parts. It is true that wood 
parts can be made and replaced in 
the case if one has the tools, the skill 
and the patience. With this type of 
clock, however, one must consider 
whether or not the restored clock will 
be worth the time and effort. This 
is often doubtful and perhaps it would 
have been better not to buy it in the 
first place. 

Loose joints or pieces in the case 
can be glued up without too much 
difficulty. I get good and lasting 
results with commerical liquid cement 
that can be purchased anywhere, such 
as Ambroid or Duco. No doubt, there 
are many others that can be used 
with equal success. Clean the edges 
of the two pieces to be joined, spread 
the liquid cement evenly on each edge 
and press firmly together. The joint 
must be held firmly together until the 
cement has thoroughly hardened. 
Clamps are probably not available in 
the average hobby shop; they are not 
in my shop. With a little ingenuity, 
the joint can be bound tight with 
strong cord or held together with 
weights, depending on the circum- 
stances. Generally speaking, glueing 
should be done while the case is in 
the rough and before any refinishing 
operations are begun. Caution: Wipe 
all excess glue from joints before it 
has a chance to harden. When it has 
hardened, it is difficult to remove. 


Examine the finish of the case care- 
fully, keeping in mind that original 
finish is always desirable when it is 
possible to retain it. If the clock has 
been well cared for, the original 
finish may be perfect and a light ap- 
plication of a cleaning wax is all that 
is needed. I use Johnson’s Cream 
Wax for this purpose. No doubt, 
there are dozens of other good ones. 
Simply rub the surface with the clean- 
ing wax enough to remove the light 
coating of scum and dirt, then polish 
with a soft cloth. 

If examination discloses that there 
is a heavy inerustation of scum and 
dirt over the original finish, this does 
not pose a great problem. Alcohol 
will loosen this scum so that it can 
be wiped off with a cloth. Be a bit 
sparing in the use of alcohol and do 
not allow it to stand on the surface 
long enough to injure the original 
finish underneath the scum. It is bet- 
ter to use too little than too much. 
Start by using a little on one area 
at a time. Experience will teach its 
proper use in no time at all. When 
the case has been cleaned down to 
the original finish, examine it for 
scratches or marred spots. Touch up 
the scratches or marred spots with a 
good scratch cover which can be pur- 
chased anywhere. Use it according to 
directions. Finish the job by apply- 
ing a light coating of cleaning wax 
and polish with a soft cloth. This 
method will produce satisfactory re- 








sults with very little effort and ex- 
pense. 

All too often you will find that the 
case has one or many coats of varnish, 
or even paint, over the original finish. 
Usually it is a crude job, and to make 
matters worse, the coatings were put 
on over layers of dirt and the end 
result is a sorry mess. So far as I 
know, this kind of a condition can 
only be remedied by a complete re- 
finishing job. 

he refinishing of a small or medi- 
um sized clock case is not a very 
tough prospect, although I must admit 
it is a somewhat messy one. A good 
paint and varnish remover is required 
and there are many of them on the 
market. It might be well to consult 
a reliable paint dealer. For safety’s 
sake, select one that is non-inflam- 
mable. For best results, choose one 
that will not burn or bleach the wood 
and that does not require washing of 
the surface after use. It should not 
raise the grain. When you use a re- 
mover, be sure that the place in which 
you use it is well ventilated. Some of 
them give off toxic fumes. The label 
should tell you this. 

Read the directions on the label. In 
general, they are much the same. Use 
a brush and apply the remover freely 
on the surface to be cleaned. Ex- 
perience will soon teach you that the 
secret of success is to apply freely 
and allow it time to do its work. You 
may have to apply the remover two 
or three times, depending on the 
thickness to be removed. If the first 
application soaks into the finish, make 
another application at once. Continue 
to apply until the surface remains 
wet. In most cases, often ten or 
fifteen minutes later the finish can 
be simply wiped off with a rag. In 
some instances, the process must be 
repeated a second or even a third 
time. When the wood is absolutely 
clean and dry, the job is finished. 
This is the one simple method for re- 
moving finish that I recommend. 
Other people use different methods, 
such as dry scraping; sanding; ete. 
My system gets best results for me. 
I have a box full of fancy scrapers. 
I never use the scrapers now and I 
very seldom use sandpaper. 

Perhaps some of the reasoning back 
of my system is in order. My theory 
is that old wood should continue to 
look old even though it has been re- 
finished. There is a tone or mel- 
lowness in old wood often spoken of 
as “patina”. This appears to be a 
chemical action which has affected the 
surface of the wood under the finish 
over a long period of time. The re- 
tention of this patina is highly de- 
sirable. The method of cleaning that 
I recommend will retain it. Heavy 
scraping and sanding will most cer- 
tainly remove it. If the patina is re- 
moved, ‘you have new wood and the 
charm of age is gone 

Your clock case is now clean and 
dry. The next step is to put on a 
new finish. Here again, many dif- 
ferent people use as many different 
methods. I am going to discuss my 
own method first and we will consider 
some of the other methods later. 

First, let us examine the wood 
which is now ciean and dry. Usually

we will find the surface to be smooth 
and of fine texture. If we do find a 
slight roughness, or fuzziness, a very 
light rubbing with fine sandpaper may 
bein order. Never sand hard enough 
to destroy the patina and expose the 
bright wood. Sometimes tool marks 
in the wood will appear after clean- 
ing and the natural tendency is to 
scrape or sand them out smooth. 
Don’t do it! The case maker was 
satisfied with it originally and _ it 
should not be changed now. We are 
now ready to proceed with the ap- 
plic:tion of a new finish. 

For most of my refinishing jobs, I 
use a product known as Minwax. I 
fnd that with this product I can get 
the kind of finish I want with a very 
min mum of time and effort. 

Minwax is made in most wood 
colors from natural up through the 
dar:er shades of pine, walnut and 
mahogany. It requires almost no skill 
at all to get good results with it. 
Directions will be found on each can 
and they are easy to follow. Apply 
it vith a brush, being sure to cover 
the surface completely with a heavy 
coai. Allow it to stand ten to fifteen 
minutes and then wipe off all excess 
with a soft cloth. By this method, 
you will obtain a perfectly smooth 
effect and will have no need to worry 
about brush marks which are the bane 
of the amateur finisher’s existence. 
Allow the first coat to dry for a full 
twenty-four hours; then apply a 
second coat, rubbing it out as before.

MAINTENANCE OF OLD CLOCKS 


Allow the second coat twenty-four 
hours to dry. 

When your second coat is thorough- 
ly dry, you will find that you have a 
rich, smooth finish that is ideal for 
waxing. All that remains is to apply 
a thin coating of Minwax Finishing 
Wax and polish by rubbing with a soft 
cloth. Apply the wax sparingly but 
do not spare the elbow grease in 
polishing. 

If this simple procedure is followed, 
the result will be a fine, satiny finish 
that very closely resembles the very 
finest of hand-rubbed finishes. 

Since the door frame has been re- 
moved, the frame must also be re- 
finished in the same manner. Here 
some care must be observed. If there 
is painting or decoration on the door 
glass, the remover must not be per- 
mitted to touch it because it will 
quickly destroy the paint where it 
touches and perhaps destroy the whole 
effect. The painting or decoration is 
always on the inside surface of the 
glass and is of course done in reverse. 
I find it safest to lay the door down 
flat, with the painting or decoration 
underneath, on a porous cloth. For 
safety, the remover may be applied a 
little more sparingly so that it can 
be better controlled. When the door 
frame is clean and dry, proceed to 
refinish it in the same manner as the 
case. 

In cleaning and refinishing a door 
frame, one is bound to smear the 
glass on the upper or unpainted sur-

barrels, springs, etc.

face. This is of no consequence. Use 
a razor blade to shave off the smear 
and then clean the glass with any 
good glass cleaner. 

There are many ways of refinishing 
just as there are many ways of re- 
moving finish. Many insist on using 
a varnish finish. This usually re- 
quires the laying on and working out 
of one or more filler coats followed by 
the application of two or more coats 
of varnish, each one rubbed out ac- 
cording to the desires of the finisher 
in an attempt to achieve a fine piano 
finish. It is very difficult for an 
amateur to get good results and I 
doubt very much that any old clock 
cases had that kind of a finish ori- 
ginally. Since restoration, in my 
opinion, means restoring something to 
its original condition and appearance 
as nearly as possible, the piano finish 
is out of order in the case of old 
clocks. 

Some others I have known seem to 
think that the proper thing is to try 
for a primitive finish by the use of 
thinned lacquer, shellac and other 
synthetics. I have never seen an old 
clock case that could be called primi- 
tive in either design or finish. It 
would follow therefore that this type 
of finish is also out of order. 


This is the first installment of a 
two-part series on the restoration of 
antique clocks. Next month’s article 
will place special emphasis on the 
repair of old clock movements.

Bells Proclaim Man’s Supreme Moments 


Through the ages, the sound of 
bells ringing has always carried a 
magical, communicative quality not 
heard in the sound produced by other 
metallic objects. From. time immemor- 
ial, this ringing sound has stirred the 
heart and mind of man with the 
knowledge that something momentous 
is happening. Let bells echo out 
across a city and immediately people 
wonder why. Has a president died or a 
prince been born? Is there a victory 
to celebrate or an invasion to fear? 

Or one may simply glance at the 
red-letter days on a calendar, to know 
why the belis peal. It is Armistice 
Day, New Year’s Eve, or July 4th. 
Or it is Sunday morning and millions 
are answering the call of the church 
bell. 


Marking Great Events 


Usage and tradition have greatly 
influenced the messages rung out by 
various bells from generation to gen- 
eration. Some are used almost ex- 
clusively to announce events of his- 
toric import. Great Tom, the 236- 
year old bell in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
London, is tolled only to signify the 
death of a bishop of London, a dean 
of St. Paul’s, the Lord Mayor of the 
city, or a number of the royal fam- 
ily.1 The death of King George VI 
occasioned its most recent tolling, 
once every minute from 11:30 A. M. 
to 12:30 P. M., as news of his death 
was being relayed around the world. 

During the height of its career, our 
Liberty Bell was rung only on oc- 
casions of supreme importance; and 
now that its ringing days are over, it 
is still tapped at historic moments. 
Philadelphia’s mayor ceremoniously 
tapped it a dozen times on D-day, as 
victorious invasion of Europe was 
announced in World War II. Each 
tap represented the word “liberty” 
and was broadcast to points all over 
the globe. 

Nor can we forget the world’s new- 
est bell dedicated to freedom’s cause 

. the 12-foot Freedom Bell now 


1 This bell is sometimes called the hour 
bell of St. Paul’s because it is struck 
every hour by machinery connected 
with the cathedral clock. However, 
the clapper remains idle except when 
the bell is tolled on the occasions noted 
above. Thus its two functions as a 
clock bell and a tolling bell are not 
to be confused. 


ringing daily in West Berlin. In the 
light of tradition, what better symbol 
could we have wanted to announce the 
Free World’s supreme, concerted at- 
tempt to pierce the Iron Curtain? 
The exclusive function of the famed 
Lutine Bell at Lloyd’s of London is 
to inform Lloyd’s insurance brokers, 
by its ringing, of a new ship disaster 
somewhere at sea; the bell peals joy- 
fully when a ship formerly reported 
lost turns up. In this connection, not 
long ago, the bell rang jubilantly in 
tribute to Capt. “Flying Enterprise” 
Carlsen ... the man who captured 
the imagination of sailors as well as 
people everywhere with his epic 
14-day ride on his’ storm-tossed 
freighter off the coast of England. 


The Lutine and Big Ben 


Occasionally exceptions are made 
in the customary uses of a great bell. 
Americans, for example, were deeply 
touched wher the Lutine tolled for 
the death of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
while the underwriters stood by their 
desks for two minutes of reverent 
silence. This was their tribute to the 
President who had given England aid 
during her “darkest hour.” 

Big Ben is the 138-ton bell which 
ordinarily chimes the quarter-hours 
from its tower in the Houses of Parlia- 
ment. But on the day of the late 


British sovereign’s funeral, it played 
a more ceremonious role. As the mile- 
long cortege moved in slow and 
ancient pageantry through the city 
of London, high overhead Big Ben 
was tolling 56 chimes, a minute apart, 
each marking a year of the late 
sovereign’s life. 


College Bells 


Many colleges boast of bells asso- 
ciated with various exciting climaxes 
in each school year. The Victory 
Bell at Annapolis is rung only when 


the Navy beats the Army in football, 
the number of times it is rung de- 
pending on the score of the game. 
When Commodore Perry returned 
from his famous expedition to Japan 
in 1854, he brought home this ancient 
Japanese bell which is now a land- 
mark on the Annapolis campus. It is 
worn quite smooth from the many 
poundings it has received after 
Navy’s victories over Army. 

In the tower of historic Blanchard 
Hall at Wheaton College, hangs a bell 
used not only to signal the team’s 
victories but to signal Dan Cupid’s 
victories also. Three groups of seven 
clear tones herald the engagement of 
campus couples. 


Church Bells 


Since man has always considered 
worship as perhaps the ultimate in 
his life-experience, church bells have 
become intricately associated with 
the joy and the hope inherent in wor- 
ship. In addition to their use in the 
order of church service, however, 
many church bells are given to other 
functions. . 

Sometimes this is of a temporary 
nature, as in the case of the Congre- 
gational Church bell at Roberts, IlIli- 
nois. From March, 1942, until the day 
of Japan’s surrender, this bell was 
tolled 100 times each day at 6 P. M. 
to remind citizens that they should 
pray for peace. On the seventh day 
of each month the bell was rung 101 
times, the extra toll marking the 
passage of another month since Pearl 
Harbor Day. 

In rural Texas, a half-century old 
church rings its bell via radio for 
each person who loses his life in a 
local traffic accident. On the other 
side of the ledger, everyone in Glen- 
dale, Ohio, knows when a_ baby is 
born in that community. Here the 
Christ Episcopal Church bell has for 
more than fifteen years announced 
the town’s births by chiming out 
nursery rhymes “Little Jack 
Horner” for a boy, “Mary Had a Lit- 
tle Lamb” for a girl. 


Sadness or Happiness 


Searcely a bell exists that has not 
at sometime been rung to convey 4 
warning of impending disaster. In her 
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famous poem, Jean Ingelow tells of 
the time in 1571 when high tide on 
the coast of Lincolnshire was drown- 
ing the flatlands surrounding Boston, 
England. Urgent and loud, the bells 
in oston’s beautiful cathedral rang 
out. Something of this urgency can 
be felt in the opening lines: 

The old mayor climbed the belfry tower, 
The ringers ran by two, by three; 

Pull, if ye never pulled before; 

“Good ringers, pull your best,’’ quote he. 
“Play uppe, play uppe, O Boston bells! 
Play all your changes, all your swells, 
Play uppe ‘The Brides of Enderby.’ 

Likewise, there are few bells which 
have not at one time or another joined 
in the announcement of some great 
victory. Was there any bell in ex- 
istence in 1918 that did not swell the 
wild, round-the-world pealing on that 
firs: Armistice Day ... the day that 
was to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy ? 

John Greenleaf Whittier, an ardent 
Abclitionist, felt a similar exultation 
when he heard all the bells ring tri- 
umphantly after Congress passed the 
amendment abolishing slavery. “How 
the belfries rock and reel,” he ex- 
claimed.

With Longfellow we marvel that 
belis can, without benefit of words, 
express so many different emotions. 
Smill wonder that man’s supreme 
moments ... whether in birth, life or 
death ... are traditionally linked to 
these expressive voices.

Inscription Criticized 

Sponsors of the Crusade for Free- 
dom have recently been accused of 
deliberately distorting the words of 
Abraham Lincoln on their huge Free- 
dom Bell. 

The quotation at issue is from Lin- 
coln’s Gettysburg Address, the last 
sentence of which reads “that this 
nation, under God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom. . .” As inscribed on 
the Freedom Bell and attributed to 
Lincoln, the quotation reads “that 
this world, under God, shall have a 
new birth of freedom... .” 

The substitution of the word 
“world” where Lincoln said “nation” 
is a deliberate misquotation according 
to accusations made by a mayor of 
suburban Chicago. Asks the mayor, 
‘Is it necessary to make Lincoln a 
‘ne worlder’ to bolster with a false- 
hood a crusade that should not need 
anything but the truth as its advo- 
cate ?

Mrs. A. 8. C. Forbes 


During World War II, because of 
the difficulties involved in securing 
metals, Mrs. Forbes was obliged 
practically to close her Los Angeles 
factory; and in 1945, at the age of 
88, she decided to sell her business 
and retire. Prior to that time, she 
had for more than a quarter of a 
century engaged in the business of 
making bells. Her small, almost 
miniature, replicas of California’s 
mission bells are treasured in many 
bell collections. Countless other bells, 
too, were designed by Mrs. Forbes, 
some weighing as much as 150 pounds. 

Nowhere, however, is there a great- 
er tribute to this enterprising lady 
than along California’s beautiful and 
historic El Camino Real. Along this 
highway motorists from all parts of 
the world are guided to the state’s 21 
Franciscan missions by a succession 
of iron bells atop graceful, curving 
standards. The work of locating and 
erecting these markers constitutes a 
long and romantic chapter from the 
early life of Mrs. Forbes. 

Coming to California as a young 
Quaker bride around the turn of the 
century, she was dismayed to find 
the missions and their bells in ruins. 
She was dismayed, also, to find the 
road connecting these missions long 
disused and almost legendary in its 
course. With the assistance of her 
husband, Mrs. Forbes pioneered in 
piecing together the route originally 
followed by the old Spanish padres, 
sometimes even creeping through the 
underbrush on her hands and knees 
to look for clues! 

Thus the inspiration for appropri- 
ately marking the route of El Camino 
Real, once it was re-discovered. As 
soon as the first of Mrs. Forbes’ now 
historic bell posts was erected in 1906, 
scores of people besieged her for small 
replicas of these markers. Before

Clarence R. Messick 


The sudden and untimely accidental 
death of Mr. Messick, 59, of Topeka, 
Kansas, removes from the ranks of the 
American Bell Association one of its 
most gifted artists. Mr. Messick had 
earned an enviable and nation-wide 
reputation with his fine Swiss bell 
playing. At the time of his fatal 
accident, he had just completed a 
series of programs in the mid-west 
and was on his way to Pennsylvania. 
He was particularly fond of playing 
before school and college groups and 
had been enthusiastically received by 
thousands of young people who thrilled 
to the rhythmic precision and in- 
spiration of his concerts. 

A born musician, Mr Messick made 
his first public appearance as a Swiss 
bell ringer at the 1904 Lewis and 
Clark Exposition in Portland, Oregon. 
He had been giving concerts ever 
since. 

Through his HOBBIES column, 
many were able to share Mr. Mes- 
sick’s varied experiences as he trav- 
eled about with his bells. It is safe 
to say that no one had a larger per- 
sonal acquaintance with bell collectors 
and bell collections all over the United 
States. Nor was onyone held in high- 
er esteem as a true bellologist. Being a 
devoted student of American history, 
Mr. Messick took particular pride in 
tracing the early history of any and 
all bells which were brought to his 
attention. And he was always most 
generous in sharing his findings with 
other bell lovers. 

His own personal collection of over 
500 bells remains today as a signif- 
icant contribution to Americana. The 
bells are largely functional and each 
has its individual story from the past 
... a story which Mr. Messick was 
careful to preserve in each case as 
he acquired the bell. 

Mr. Messick is survived by his 
wife and two sons, both university 
students who often shared their 
father’s interests.

One of the things that impressed 
newspaper men and women about the 
recent visit of Queen Juliana of Hol- 
land to the United States was the 
fact that she brought along her world 
renowned collection of jewels. The 
Queen inherited these pieces from 
her mother, and they are one of the 
great assets of the House of Orange. 


Etruscan Jewelry 


Etruria was an ancient country 
northwest of Rome. It was conquered 
by the Romans 283 years before 
Christ. The Etruscan ruling classes, 
when at their zenith, were pleasure 
loving people, fond of luxury and 
gaiety and personal adornment. 

In 1832 archaeologists found a set 
of 12 pieces of exquisitely ‘wrought 
jewelry in one of the Etruscan tombs.

form of jewelry. Modern day ma- 
chine manufactured buttons are a sad 
comparison to the artistic examples 
worn by our forebears. Antique but- 
tons are sought after today and can 
be seen in many forms other than 
their intended use. They are mounted 
as earrings and pins, doubled for cuff 
links, hung from chains and charm 
bracelets, mounted into rings, and 
used as decorative accessories on 
hats, handbags, and other items of 
personal attire. Designs in buttons 
vary more than any other type of 
jewelry and materials used are many, 
including wood, gold, silver, ivory, 
brass, copper, in fact practically any 
material that is workable has been 
made into buttons. They are fili- 
greed, carved, set with gems, dain- 
askeened, enameled, covered and at- 
tractively ornamented in many ways. 
It seems to us that few of the fine 
antique buttons serve their original 
purpose. 


If a poll were taken to determine 
the percentage of people wearing or 
owning rings it is probable the per- 
centage ‘would run extremely high, as 
rings have always been the most pop- 
ular type of jewelry worn by both 
ladies and gentlemen. Happily, they 
are worn with more discretion than 
in early times. Fashion has influenced 
the wearing of rings from time im- 
memorial with the style of one moment 
calling for a single ring, and at other 
times demanding rings galore with 
hands covered completely, or if 
gloves were worn rings were thrust 
over them. 


A constant recurrence to antique 
styles is prevalent in many articles 
of the twentieth century, from mas- 
sive furniture down to the most 
minute earring. Ornateness is giving 
away to a more free flowing style, 
and the world in general looks more 
tailored than at any time in history. 
This is a good indication that a basic 
style is necessary for immortality. 
Styles will vacillate in the future as 
in the past, only to return to the 
good and basic at welcome intervals. 
Fashion the greatest slave of 
mankind.

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Cezanne—_a modern 


OLD MASTER | 


One of the most extensive showings 
of the art of Paul Cézanne closed on 
March 16, at the Chicago Art Institute. 
It is now on view at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, New York City. Over 
one hundred of Cezanne’s most im- 
portant works have been borrowed 
from museums and collectors of four 
continents for this tour. Some of the 
highlights of Cézanne’s career are 
recorded in the following paragraphs. 

Paul Cézanne was born in Aix-en- 


near Paris, Cézanne began to clarify 
his color, painting still lifes and land- 
scapes which he started to exhibit with 
the Impressionists. His strong, origi- 
nal style, however, was disliked and de- 
precated by the critics and, after 1877 
when he showed sixteen 'works only 
to receive one favorable notice, he de- 
cided to retire to Aix and “work in 
silence.” 

For almost fifteen years, Cézanne 
painted in lonely isolation in the

Provence in 1839. His father was a 

« wealthy, stingy banker, strongly op- 
posed to his son’s desire to become a 
painter. As a boy, Cézanne’s friend 
and schoolmate, Emile Zola, who was 
to become a famous novelist, encour- 
aged him in his art, and later, as a 
young man, Cézanne joined Zola in 
Paris. Here he studied in various 
studios, but was never accepted at the 
Official Salon. Cézanne’s_ earliest 
paintings show his strong, powerful, 
dark style in which his turbulent and 
dramatic imagination allowed itself 
full play. 

Early in the 1870’s Cézanne met the 
Impressionist painter Pissarro, who 
brought him a more intense study of 
nature. Working in Auvers, a town 





South of France, exhibiting only an 
occasional work in Paris. He was 
evolving his own style based on the 
powerful movements and moods of 
nature. He painted the same subjects 
over and over again, most often, the 
gray wall of Mont Sainte-Victoire, 
the mountain which dominates the 
Aix Valley. ‘ 

He turned his back on the Impres- 
sionists and said that he wanted “‘to 
make something solid” out of the 
fleeting, colorful surfaces of light 
which Monet and Renoir had per- 
fected. At the same time, Cézanne 
became a profound colorist, building 
up his color touch-by-touch to an 
amazing richness and solidity. Only 
the great Venetians like Titian and

Veronese have ever rivaled him in his 


use of color. 
Before he died in 1906, Cézanne had 
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become famous. In 1895 a young Paris fir 


dealer, Vollard, .secured over 
hundred-fifty works by him 
staged a series of exhibitions whith 
startled Paris. The most noted paint- 
ers of the day — Degas, Renoir, Mon- 
et and Gauguin—rallied to Cézanne’s 
side, buying his pictures and urging 
others to do so. Two of Cézanne’s 
canvasses entered the Luxumbourg 
Museum through the famous Caille- 
botte bequest, though another ten by 
Cézanne in this collection were re- 
fused. Cézanne meanwhile stayed in 
Southern France, where young artists 
flocked to see him. His last works 
are among the most amazing in the 
principal means of expression, and 
his landscapes and figure pieces 
blaze with a strange, haunting palette. 

During the last thirty years of his 
life Cézanne was almost a recluse 
and many anecdotes are related re- 
garding his eccentricities. At times, 
furious with what he considered his 
failures, he would abandon a canvas 
in the fields or he would permit his 
small son Paul to snip doors and win- 
dows out of his paintings of homes. 
People who sat for their portraits 
found it an ordeal. Once, after i15 
sittings, he remarked, “The shirt- 
front isn’t bad,” but advised his sitver 
to remain “still as an apple; an apple 
never moves.” So slowly did he werk 
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n still life that he gave up real fruit 
or wax, and replaced actual flowers 
ith artificial bouquets. 
A special gallery in the exhibition, 
onceived by Katharine Kuh, was de- 
ted to an explanation and interpre- 
ation of Cézanne’s work. Three out- 
tanding paintings by Cézanne were 
ontrasted with equally important 
prxamples of his contemporaries, Van 
ogh and Renoir. By means of var- 
ous visual experiments, comparative 
yhotographs, color charts and other 
ngenious analytical devices, the out- 
standing characteristics of Cézanne’s 
art, ‘ike monumentality and serenity, 
sre penetratingly clarified. His tech- 
nical innovations in color, line, form 
d composition are distinctly defined, 
s cre his more elusive emotional 
pubtl ties. 
Ar entire gallery of Cézanne’s 
atercolors and two intimate sketch- 
book; never before displayed, filled 
but this memorable retrospective ex- 
hibit:on. As a watercolorist, Cézanne 
s approached only by Turner and the 
parly Chinese, and in this medium, 
Mmvhic': permits no mistakes, Cézanne’s 
mastery reduced the technique to its 
very essence.

One hundred years ago, Clem. Stude. 
baker, South Bend, Ind., making 
harness and carriages, laid the foun. 
dation for an institution which car. 
ries a name that has stood through 
the years for the highest achieve. 
ments in manufacturing, and repre- 
sents millions of dollars and millions 
of friends in every country. 


An early model stands in a car 
riage shed on U. S. 41, near Marietta, 
Georgia. This carriage once belonged 
to Joseph Emerson Brown, war Gov- 
ernor of Georgia, elected for four 
terms. He was born in Pickens Dis- 
trict, South Carolina, April 15, 1821, 
of Scotch-Irish parents from London- 
derry, Ireland. On May 4, 1864 when 
Sherman began his devastating march 
from Chattanooga, Gov. Brown was 
in Milledgeville, Georgia, and a hu. 
ry-up call was sent for buggies, wag- 
ons, carriages, and any vehicle which 
could carry the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives home. This is also the 
parade vehicle of Atlanta, having 
been used in the premier of Gone 
With The Wind, and various other 
celebrations. 


In 1908 the Studebaker Electric 
arrived. It had a battery that was 
durable and would run 40 miles on 
one charge, four speeds allowing 2 
smooth start, and was equipped with 
two brakes. 


In 1905 the Double Grand Prize 
was awarded Studebaker vehicles at 
St. Louis. This honor showed the 
popularity of every type of convey- 
ance for pleasure and utility, traps, 
station wagons, surreys, brakes, phae- 
tons and Stanhopes. 


In 1906 I had a ride around Toledo, 
Ohio, in a Cape Top Tonneau, Model 
22-A runabout, an electric which sold 
for $1110. This year also brought the 
Top Delivery Wagon, 2500 lb. capaci- 
ty, the Stanhope with top model 22-B, 
the Tonneau Model G, the Omnibus 
model 2006-E, which carried 14 pas-

gengers, the Top Delivery Wagon 
model 2007-A, capacity 1000 lbs., and 
the Victoria Phaeton with top model 
16-A, which sold for $1750. 

The High Speed Stanhope 13-A 
was $1650, the Surrey, 20, was $2800, 
the Panel Side Wagon $2300, the 
Piano Wagon $2500, the Stable Truck 
$2400, $3500 and $4750, and the Am- 
pulance $2800. 

The Station Wagon was made in a 
variety of styles and finishes, pro- 
duced in natural wood or color, with 
upholstering and trimmings to match. 
There were those with curtains, cur- 
tains and glass, and glass alone, and 
the interior finishes were natural 
hard wood, mahogany and cloth, or 
mahogany and morocco.

The Model G, 30-85 H. P. Stude- 
baker of 1906 was said to be the auto- 
movile with the reputation behind it. 
The price 'was $3700 up, and it had 
a inake and break system ignition, 
Simms-Bosch low tension magneto, 
and float feed type carbureter, re- 
quiring no adjustment. So much for 
the electrics. 

The fifty H. P. Six at $1050, was 
said to be one of the handsomest cars 
of the season, with Goodrich Safety 
Tread 34x4 tires. 

The 40 H. P. Four, at $885, was one 
of the handsomest cars Studebaker 
ever built. It was longer and roomier, 
the doors opened wider, the cushions 
were deeper and softer and it was 
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built on longer, wider, coil springs. 
The driver’s seat was divided, and in 
the tonneau were two extra seats 
that folded down into the floor, thus 
making a 7-passenger car. 

In 1914 Elbert Hubbard is quoted 
as saying, “When I ride in a Stude- 
baker, I always know that I will get 
there and also get back.” 

Colliers Weekly of March 20, 1915 
announced that order books were 
closed, there was not an extra car. 
The Six at $1385 turned out to be 
the fastest selling six on the market, 
and the first car to sell at less than 
$2000. 

The Roadster of this year sold at 
$985, the Four at the same, the 7- 
passenger Six at $1450 f.o.b. Detroit. 
The Four had full floating rear axle, 
triple-life double-shackle springs, 
never failing battery ignition, over- 
size brakes and 13 Timken bearings, 
together with a finish that took 20 
operations and 60 days to complete. 

By 1919 came the Big Six with 
full 6 H. P. motor, 126 inch ‘wheel 
base, leather upholstery, gypsy top 
with oval plate glass windows, glove 
compartment, and extension light in 
the tonneau. There was also a silver- 
faced jeweled clock and magnetic 
speedometer and the car was equipped 
with cord tires. This sold for $1985. 
The Light-Four sold at $1225. 

The 1920 model, 50 H. P. Six had 
detachable-head motor, 119 inch wheel 
base, cord tire equipment, outside and 
inside door handles, improved wind- 
shield with bullet-shaped cowl lamps, 
storm curtains opening with the doors 
and extension tonneau lamp. 

The Big Six of 1923 was distinctly 
a 7-passenger car, not a 7-passenger 
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body on a 5 passenger chassis. This 
sold for $1750. 

The Big Six Sedan of 1925 was a 
long-lined stylish model, lavishly 
equipped, with every blend of color 
fittings and upholstery. This was 
$2785 f.o.b. factory. 

The 1926 Sport Cabriolet (body by 
LeBaron) was a display of distinetive 
custom coachwork mounted on a paw- 
erful Studebaker chassis. This was 
displayed in the Rose Room of the 
Hotel Plaza in New York. 

In 1927 the President 8, a convert- 
ible cabriolet for four, with six wire 
wheels and a trunk rack, sold for 
$1895. 

In 1929, the President Eight 
Brougham, with six wire wheels, 
trunk rack, bumpers, and spare tires, 
sold for $2195 at the factory. 
Bumpers and tires were extra. 

The President Eight, four-door 
Sedan was $1735, The Commander 
Eight, 4-door Sedan $1475, and the 
Dictator Eight, 4-door sedan $1235 
f.o.b. factory. 

In 1930 free-wheeling arrived. The 
President Eight, 122 H. P., 130-136 
wheel base, sold from $1850 to $2600; 
the Commander Eight, with 124 inch 
wheel base, 101 H. P., from $1585 to 
$1785. 

This same year Studebaker made 
a 6-cylinder, 70 H. P. 1% ton truck, 
with 130-160 wheel base, with Tim- 
ken axles for $695. 

Also, Studebaker put out a 4-door 
cooling, full power muffler, engine 
driven gas pump, 70 H. P. engine, 
three window sedan with 114 inch 
wheel base, thermostatic control of 
starter button on the dash, hand brake 
on four wheels. This was $895.

they suggest the charm and variety 
of the colors. To a modern visitor, 
the most interesting are those of the 
artist Jean-Baptiste Huet, delicate 
pastorals which have been reproduced 
and imitated in fabrics and wall pa- 
pers today. Though Huet’s creations 
formed only a small part of the out- 
put of Jouy, they gave the factory a 
definite character. With the excel- 
lent quality of the goods, they brought 
Oberkampf’s works such fame that 
now all French printed cloths of that 
type, whether made in Rouen, Angers, 
Orange or elsewhere, have come to be 
carelessly classed under the generic 
name of toiles de Jouy. 

In the early days of the factory, 
Marie Antoinette and her ladies, 
thoughtless of brewing revolution in 
Paris, pretended to be milkmaids and 
shepherdesses in their model village 
at Versailles. The community at 
Jouy seemed to them the perfect ex- 
ample of what they tried to imitate, 
and the queen and court ladies came 
often to exclaim over the lovely cloths 
spread in the meadows and to select 
the latest patterns. Then the gay 
court was swept away, but with the 
establishment of the Empire, Napo- 
leon and Josephine set the fashion 
for the continued popularity of the 
toiles. Napoleon made two visits to 


the factory, and thought so highly of 
the goods, the excellent management 
and contentment of the workers that 
he decorated the good Christophe- 
Philippe with his own cross of the 
Legion of Honor. 

The great factory fell in the gen- 
eral chaos that marked the end of 
the Empire. In 1815, there were Cos- 
sacks in the streets of Jouy. A year 
later Prussians were quartered in the 
town, and the factory buildings were 
used only as a refuge for terrified 
women and children. Oberkampf was 
disheartened by the spectacle of a 
life’s work destroyed, and with him 
passed the art of toile de Jouy. 

In the walled garden behind the 
Mayor’s office stands a fine bust of 
the great man of Jouy—a noble head, 
like that of a statesman. Looking at 
it, we wondered whether, if Ober- 
kampf could return today, he would 
find compensation in the modern re- 
vival of his toiles after an obscurity 
over 100 years. Their ragged frag- 
ments are preserved in museums and 
collections, the designs reproduced on 
wall paper and fabrics, and there are 
few homes today where we do not 
see papers or draperies which derive 
from the toiles that were made in 
Jouy en Josas.

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ENGRAVERS 
IN 
COLOR 


By ISOBEL GORDON 


Jean Baptiste Le Prince, who was 
born at Metz in 1734, was one of the 
first engravers of the eighteenth cen- 
tury to employ color. After taking 
lessons in painting in Metz he de- 
termined to go to Paris in order to 
study under some great artist of his 
day. Since Le Prince had not the 
funds necessary for this he persuaded 
the Marechal de Belle Isle, Governor 
of Metz, to take him there and place 
him in the atelier of Boucher. Like 
most young men Le Prince was ro- 
mantic and extravagant and when 
only eighteen married a wealthy wo- 
man of forty. It was not long before 
he was spending money recklessly, 
and pressed by creditors, he left his 
wife and weht to Italy where he 
worked resolutely for a time. But it 
was not long before he returned to 
Paris, and being again pursued by 
creditors, he next journeyed to Russia 
to join his brothers in Moscow where 
they were following musical careers. 
After busy years in Russia, Le Prince 
traveled again to Paris and in 1765 
his “Bapteme Russe” gained him ad- 
mission into the Academy. After 
many experiments he invented, about 
three years Jater, the process of la 
gravure au lavis, from which could 
be produced excellent facsimiles. 
Many of the subjects of these works 
he had sketched during his visit in 
Russia. Worn by hard work, dissipa- 
tion and worry over his affairs he 
died when only forty-seven, but he 
left the secret of his invention to his 
niece. To assist this niece the Acad- 
emy bought the invention and before 
long the process was public property 
which several other engravers adopted 
and improved upon, 

Jean Francois Janinet (1752-1813) 
was one of those engravers and he 
applied color instead of the wash 





which Le Prince had brushed over his 
varnished and etched plate, and there- 
fore he claimed to be the only en- 
graver who had discovered the secret 
of that type of production. Actually 
he did attain great ability in the com- 
position of the opalescent tones and 
blending of different tints. Two 
prints of his which are much sought 
after by collectors are _ beautiful 
ovals which he engraved after Fra- 
gonard, and some exquisite color 
prints which he rendered of the work 
of Lavreince who produced so many 
boudoir subjects which were in de- 
mand by the pleasure-loving Parisians 
before the Revolution. 

It was not until Jacob Christoph Le 
Blon invented his three-color process, 


however, that the art of pictorial 
printing in colors appears to have be 
come known in England and America. 
Many important inventions connected 
with printing originated in Germany 
so it is not surprising to learn that 
Le Blon, though of French extraction, 
was born at Frankfort-on-the-Main 
in 1670, and for many years in his 
early manhood he led the wandering 
life which was so often followed by 
German art students of his time. His 
earliest training in the arts was with 
C. Meyer at Zurich, and later he went 
to Rome. However, a friend who felt 
Le Blon was not advancing as he 
should in Rome, insisted that he re 
turn with him to Amsterdam where 
Le Blon at the beginning of the eight: 
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eenth century established himself as 
a portrait and miniature painter. 
Later he went to London where he 
hoped to use his process of color 
printing in the reproduction of pic- 
tures, and in 1730 he published a 
works which explained the process and 
was printed in French and English. 
That process consisted in superposing 
three plates, red, yellow, and blue, at 
least one of them being mezzotinted. 
Afterwards these were increased to 
four or five. As this method was 
quite expensive and not a commer- 
cial success he left England for 
France in 1732 where he succeeded 
in interesting Louis XV in his color- 
engraving. But his endeavors con- 
tinned to lack financial returns and 
he died a poor man at the age of 
seventy-one, 

Another Frenchman who hoped to 
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tist’s direction, that only the prac- 
ticed eye could detect the difference. 
His facsimiles in red chalk were in 
great demand by his wealthy clients. 

Another engraver who copied the 
crayon designs of Boucher, and at 
times surpassed the work of Demar- 
teau, was Louis M. Bonnet (1743- 
1793), who invented what is called 
“Pastel Engraving.” He worked con- 
sistently and is believed to have en- 
graved at least a thousand prints. He 
also was a dealer and in 1761 pub- 
lished a catalogue which is now a col- 
lector’s item. 

A true master of engraving was 
Philibert Louis Debucourt who was 
born in Paris in 1755. By a super- 
position of plates he produced a form 
of color-print which was very dif- 
ferent from the ordinary ones and 
showed great distinction in delicacy 





make his fortune by his method of 
engraving, using only the four colors 
of blue, black, yellow, and red in his 
work, and who was at one time an 
assistant to Le Blon, was Jacques 
Gauthier Dagoty of Marseilles, an an- 
atomist by profession. He was not 
particularly successful as his prints 
were faulty in design and the color- 
ing often confused and faint. How- 
ever, he published a number of colored 
illustrations of anatomy and natural 
history besides some portraits which 
included Louis XV and Cardinal 
Fleury. 

Gilles Demarteau, who was born at 
Liege about 1729, was a more success- 
ful engraver who imitated Boucher’s 
drawings so perfectly, under the ar- 


of touch, and in his best work he 
achieved a perfection which could not 
be imitated. His prints are so char- 
acteristic of the life of the Parisian 
of the 1780’s and 90’s that they make 
an excellent artistic record of that 
age, though with the beginning of the 
nineteenth century his work deteri- 
orated. He died in 1832. 

An engraver in color especially fa- 
mous for his portraits of the persons 
connected with the French Revolution 
was Louis Boilly (1761-1845), whose 
fine draughtsmanship did not lessen 
in quality after the Revolution. He 
is said to have painted over five thou- 
sand portraits and during a two year 
stay in Arras he painted more than 
three hundred small portraits.

Prints and Framing 


Picture framing should be carefully 
considered for different types of 
prints require complementary frames 
and mats. Color schemes can be ef- 
fectively carried out in matting,, 
while either matching or contrasting 
woods are best used in framing. 
Frames should be of the simplest 
type generally, since prints lack the 
body of a painting which calls for a 
heavy and ornate frame, although 
some modern prints approach the 
heavier tones of oils and require a 
heavier molding. Mellowed and ornate 
antique prints can often be matted 
with materials which accent their 
fineness, such as velvet in various 
colors, while others have a blank ex- 
panse around them and can be most 
effectively framed in gold leaf dis- 


pensing with the mat entirely. All 
pictures created on paper require 
glass as they cannot be cleaned. 


Etchings can be made interesting if 
framed in black with a slight rubbing 
of white or gray. Shops specializing 
in picture framing can be found in 
most any city and framing can be 
done to specifications.

Mrs. John P. Taylor, Illinois, will 
not be around one hundred years 
from. now to study the inventions of 
rockets and space ships that ap- 
parently are on the present horizon 
of American business antiques. But 
if she were, she would undoubtedly 
be as eager to find out all about them 
as she is of such items as the first 
cotton gin or the first recording 
machine. 

Mrs. Taylor, of course, cannot col- 
lect the original models of those items 
that played such a gigantic part in the 
development of the great American 
business of today. She does the pos- 
sible, however, and assembles photo- 
graphs, drawings, and other illustra- 
tive data relating to them. She has a 
collection of encyclopaedias with 
sketches of important inventors who 
helped create the industrial renais- 
sance in this country. Wherever 
possible she has linked her historical 
material on the inventors with pic- 
tures of their works. 

She obtains her material here and 
there. When she is unable to get 
certain books with desired data, she 
will settle for pictures from certain 
sections of the books. She has had 
the co-operation of some of the busi- 
ness firms in her quest for historical 
material. 

Deere and Company gave her 
photos of John Deere and his first 
steel plow; the International Har- 
vester Company supplied her with

pictures of Cyrus McCormick and the 
first reaper. 

Earliest of her special quests is 
Eli Whitney who invented the cotton 
gin, during the presidency of George 
Washington. She ‘will remind you 
that the device made cotton cloth 
cheap, as low as three cents per yard 
in 1913, and 1914. It did one other 
thing — fastened slavery upon the 
south, as more Negroes were needed 
to grow cotton after the demand be- 
came so great, due to the cheaper 
methods of removing the seeds. 

Another of her business inspira- 
tions is Samuel Colt, 'who “used things 
he saw on earth, in the sea and on 
land” to devise the Colt revolver, 
which had its part in dealing with 
enemies, and made it easier to pro- 
cure a meat supply from among the 
wild animals. 

Elias Howe invented the sewing 
machine after watching his wife 
stitch by hand to earn a living for 
the family while he was sick. After 
turning the needle up and down in- 
stead of horizontally as he first did, 
and using a lock stitch, his machine 
became a success, both laborically and 
financially speaking. 

Edison lighted the world with his 
incandescent electric light, and pre- 
served music through his phonograph. 

Fulton invented the first success- 
ful steamboat which had a speed of 
six miles per hour. The steamboat 
revolutionized transportation, and 
made the opening of the west possible 
by a cheaper method of transporting 
goods to the pioneers. 

Henry Ford invented the first popu- 
lar automobile which was later sup- 
planted by the famous model T’s. 

William Conrad Rontgen discovered 
the X-ray and invented the machine 
with which to use it. Charles Good-

The 
photos of Edison’s electric light and 
his talking machine, with one of 
the inventor himself, illustrated a 
biography in a book put out by a 
midwest publishing house. 

Mrs. Taylor owns the negatives for 
most of her photos. Lately she has 
been compiling and organizing her 
material in her “Album of Fame.° 
Most of the entries deal with person- 
ages who have had a part in the de- 
velopment of the great American 
business scene.

hobhy but a _ strapping six-footer, 
Col. Maurice K. Schiffman of the 
Fifth Army, found it so engrossing 
and diverting that he decided to try 
his hand at it. The result is apparent 
magnificent collection 


displayed in Chicago 
Lib:ary during the month of March. 
It all began when the wartime bat- 
talin commander in the 63rd _ In- 
fantry Division was sent from 
Eur pe to Japan with the Army of 
Oce:pation. Shortly after he arrived 
he ‘vas told by a man who knew the 
Far East well that the best way to 
full. appreciate that part of the 
wor.d ‘was to occupy one’s leisure 
time with a hobby of Oriental flavor. 
Col. Schiffman, who was born and 
raiscd in Montana, had never had a 
coll-cting hobby, much less one that 


he could pursue in Japan, but he was + 


intr.gued with the suggestion. Some 
weexs later he read a magazine 
article titled, “Uchiwa — The Round 
Fan” written by Helen Wells, an 
American woman who had taught in 
Japan for many years. An interview 
followed and from that time on Col. 
Schiffman became an ardent collector 
and student of the Japanese fan. 


Col. Schiffman learned that while 
fans are used almost universally they 
are of much greater importance and 
have a wider range of utility in 
Japan. The Japanese are not only the 
greatest fan makers in the ‘world but 
the originators of two of the most 
attractive and convenient forms. With 
them, the fan is not a mere appendage 
to feminine costume, as with us; but 
in its more serious adaptations it be-

longs to the province of the male and 
has been put to a number of unusual 
uses. Furthermore, through the cen- 
turies its surface has been adorned 
by great painters, calligraphers, and 
poets. 


In Japan fans are divided into two 
general classifications, the round fan 
(uchiwa) and the closing fan (ogi or 
sensu). The round fan was intro- 
duced into Japan from China by way 
of Korea. Many legends are told 
about the origin of the fan but one 


of the most charming is that of the 


Chinese mandarin’s daughter, who at 
a festival removed her mask, which 
was worn by Chinese ladies of the 
upper class 2000 years ago, and began 
to fan herself. She looked so charm- 
ing that other members of her court 
followed her example and so the fan 
was born. 


Dpring a period of evolution a 


‘handle was added to the chin, of the 


mask and finally it was made flat 
with eye slits, and given the name of 
“benmen.” From. this the Japanese 
developed a heavy wooden fan car- 
ried by umpires at Sumo wrestling 
and the round battle fan made of 
metal and sometimes covered with 
leather. This type of battle fan 
reached the height of its popularity 
in the 16th century. Col. Schiffman 
has several of these fans in his col- 
lection. 


The closing or folding fan was in- 
vented by the Japanese and some say 
it ‘was inspired by the mechanism of 
a bat’s wing. The use of this type 
of fan spread from Japan to China 
and thence to Italy. In the 16th cen- 
tury Catherine de Medici carried a 
folding fan on her journey from Italy 
to France and soon afterward fans of 
this style began to appear in other 
parts of Europe. 


The different kinds of fans used in 
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ARMY COLONEL COLLECTS FANS 


Japan at one time or another run intu 
an almost unbelievable variety. There 
are seasonable, ceremonial, wedding, 
war, court, kitchen, dancing, singer’s, 
tea ceremony, roof raising ceremony, 
map, advertising fans, and others too 
numerous to mention. Examples of 
these are included in Col. Schiffman’s 
collection. 


During the three years Col. and 
Mrs. Schiffman were in the Orient 
they made many Japanese friends. 


Because of their sincere interest in 
Japanese life and culture they had 
access to source materials and often 
were presented with gifts of fans. 
Mrs. Schiffman leughingly tells of 
being given fans for her personal use 
only to have them appropriated by 
her collector husband because of their 
beauty or rarity. On one occasion 
when she appeared at a social gather- 
ing her American hostess said to her, 
“Why you own 500 fans and you’re 
the only person here not carrying 
one! 


The oldest fan displayed in the 
Chicago Public Library was a war 
fan made about 700 years ago; one of 
the most beautiful, a court fan, given 
by former Prince Kuninaga Kayo to 
Col. Schiffman, and once the proper- 
ty of the Prince’s mother, a member 
of the Imperial court.

METALWORK AT AUCTION | 


A group of metalwork pieces 
auctioned at the Parke-Bernet Gal- 
leries, New York, N. Y., recently re- 
flected interest in old metalwork of 
the past. 

In the illustration, (right), left 
to right, the first shows one of two 
Tibetan copper ceremonial teapots of 
the 18th century. The two similar 
pieces, heights 12% inches and 13% 
inches brought $35 for the lot. The 
next two pieces in the same row are 
described as “two Tibetan wrought 
copper and steatite ceremonial tea- 
pots of the 18th century.” One piece 
has a steatite body, the other is cop- 
per washed with silver. Both have 
copper and brass mounted with 
dragons and other animal forms; 
heights are 10 and 11% inches re-

One of the finest displays of 
historic silver is that owned by Yale 
University at New Haven, Conn. 
One of the first industries of the 
Massachusetts Bay colony was that 
of the silversmith. 

Some indication of the interest in 
this particular work is shown by the 
fact that by 1800 more than 150 
names of smiths had been recorded 
as working in Boston. 


The Yale collection, comprised 


largely of early silversmiths of the 
East, is one of the most noted silver 
collections of the country. Its nucleus 
stemmed from the assembly made by 
Mabel Brady Garvan. 


Yale Silver Display 


Pieces by 64 artisans represented 
in this collection were recently placed 
on display in the University’s art gal- 
lery. A _ release from the gallery 
states that John Marshall Philips, 
director of the gallery and curator of 
Garvan collection of American decor- 
ative arts, has assembled those pieces 
that best tell the story of the silver- 
smith in this country. Numbers were 
recalled from various museums and 
other cultural institutions, where, ac- 
cording to Yale practice, they are cir- 
culated to acquaint other Ameri- 
cans with their heritage. 

As background for the handsome, 
gleaming silver, Philips has arranged 
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spectively. These two pieces brought 
a total of $70. 

The illustration (left) to the left, 
is that of a Tibetan Ajoure brass 
and steatite ceremonial teapot of the 
16th century. Its height is 17% 
inches. It has a steatite body, copper 
neck, foot and dome cover sheathed 
in brass with endless knots. The 
handle and silver-tipped spout are 
wrought as monsters with turquoise 
eyes. This piece brought $150 in the 
Parke-Bernet Auction. 

The teapot to the right is described 
as a Tibetan repousse brass ceremon- 
ial example of the 16th to 17th cen- 
tury. It is 14% inches high. It 
brought $40 in the same sale. 

These pieces were included in the 
recent antique Oriental rug sale of 
the collection of Quill Jones, New 
York connoisseur.

A loving cup that held about three 
quarts of caudle, a kind of warm 
drink, tells by its inscription that it 
was presented in June, 1744, to Com- 
modore Edward Tyng, master of the 
vessel Snow Prince of Orange, built 
by the bay colony to protect the fish- 
erles against the French, for taking 
a privateer off the coast of 
oston. 


Each period from the early days, 


and grace of form, through the ex- 
travagant rococo and_ neo-classical 
designs, is represented. One of the 
fairly early pieces is an octagonal 
teapot, made about 1727 by Peter Van 
Dyck of New York, the only one 
known. 

A pierced dish ring by Myer Myers 
of New York, famous maker of pieces 
for the synagogue at Newport and for 
church use, is also the only piece of 
its kind known here. 

Among the most valuable is a 


notched edge, which got its name 
from the scalloped cloak worn by a 
“Monsieur Monteith.” 

The bowl, 11 inches in diameter, 
was fashioned by John Coney. The 
notches served to hold the punch 
glasses while they chilled. The piece 
was purchased at auction in 1937 
for $30,000 and later presented to 
Yale by Francis P. Garvan, collector, 
and late husband of Mabel Brady 
Garvan.

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MORE ABOUT GOOFIES 


Since I first gave these buttons their name, about 
fifteen years ago, something not wholly unforeseen has 
happened: they have gained steadily in favor until to- 
day they are “very much sought after,” like Old Man 
Kangaroo. Where they were once barely tolerated, or 
regarded with a superior smile as something too silly 
to interest even a Button Collector, they are now widely 
collected, as singles and in sets. Moreover, they have 
been tentatively recognized, as a class, by a prominent 
button organization, and there is even talk of cata- 
loguing them. How are the lowly risen! 

In the light of this increased popularity and prestige, 
I thought it would be timely to show another* represen- 
tative group of these colorful and amusing buttons. Un- 
less otherwise specified, the following examples are 
made of Modern Plastics: 


No. 1 — “Peter Rabbit,” wearing a yellow jacket. 
One of a set. 

No. 2 — Hat, made of wood, stained blue and rough- 
ly carved. 

No. 3 —Bug, beneath a dome of clear, colorless 


plastic. The bug (genus unknown) is scarlet with black 
spots, against a black background and green grass stalks. 
This is an example of a “plastic paperweight,” and oc- 
curs in several sizes and color schemes. 

No. 4 — Cauliflower, made of china in natural col- 
ors. The original set consists of Cauliflower, Asparagus, 
Green Pepper, Sweet Corn, Tomatoes, Peas, Beets and 
Carrots. (A similar Vegetable Set, made of plastic, has 
six buttons: Celery, Asparagus, Beets, Carrots, Tomatoes 
and Onions.) 

No. 5 — 
of a set. 

No. 6 —Persimmon Seed, painted in brilliant colors, 
with hole drilled to form a self-shank. 

No. 7 — Pear, in semi-transparent plastic. One of 
a set. This particular button came from Germany, but 
it may have been made here, since buttons do travel, 
even before they fall into the hands of collectors. 


“Donald Duck,” wearing a blue jacket. One 


No. 8 — Pencil, very realistic and found in several 
colors. One of a set. 
No. 9 — Guitar, made of sole- leather, painted and 


incised. One of a set. 

No. 10 — Fly, made of glass, with touches of color 
on the back. These buttons came from Czechoslovakia, 
(c.1935), and were sold in sets of six, each fly in the 
set being a different color. 

No. 11 — No one is sure what this is supposed to 
represent — if anything! (It always’reminds me of a set 
of teeth!) It is made of cork, with plastic “decoration” 
and shank. 

No. 12 — This large, white, concave button has a 
self-shank, but the white cord with acorn ends passes 
through holes in the button before being tied. 

No. 18 — This is a Goofy among Goofies, and 
should qualify for some kind of prize, both as regards 
appearance and material. The base and shank are green 
plastic; the “ornament” consists of peas and beans—real 
ones — painted green and resting on green plastic 
foliage. It is not.a home-made affair, but ons to 


have been made commercially, c. 1934. 
No. 14 -— Bright rd Mitten, probably one of a set.

No. 15 — Another button for which the nane 
“Goofy” seems the only possible appellation. It is mace 
of wood, convex, with raised pattern in white against a 
blue background. 

No. 16 — A_ bead-shaped wooden button, with 
strands of colored raffia drawn through and projecting 
at the ends. Similar buttons have pieces of bright 
colored wool instead of the raffia. Cir. 1934. 

No. 17 — A few Goofies have been made of Vege- 
table Ivory, but they are no credit to their material, 
esthetically. This is the sliced-off end of a Corozo nut, 
with pieces scooped out to form the “design.” 

No. 18 — White Clothespin, with self-shank. 
Clothespins are found in various shapes and colors. 

No. 19 —Black and white “abstract” type of Goofy, 
made (I think) of Vegetable Ivory. 

No. 20 — Fish. This button is made “in the round,” 
like a real miniature, 'with metal shank and fins of con- 
trasting colors, which are formed by a rod thrust through 
the body. Found in several sizes and colors, in both 
opaque and transparent plastic. 

No. 21— Another “abstract” type, with a spiral of 
light metal applied to a convex back of clear plastic. 


Several of these buttons were included in order to 
show a few of the different materials of which Goofies 
are sometimes made: wood, china, glass, leather, metal, 
cork, nuts, seeds and other unlikely substances. But by 
far the greatest number of Goofies are made of Modern 
Plastics**, that comprehensive name which covers a multi- 
tude of materiais, many of them synthetic. 


Although the word seems rather ridiculous when ap- 
plied to such frivolous and light-hearted members of the 
Button Family, considerable research has been and is 
being done, on their account. And since Goofies were 
not made much before 1935, details of their history and 
production should be comparatively easy to trace. In ac- 
cordance with my policy never to take buttons seriously 
— (as if anyone could take Goofies seriously!) — I have 
not attempted any research or specialization. But others 
have, and doubtiess much data about these buttons will 
be forthcoming, eventually. 

In the meantime, they remain as fascinating as ever, 
in their own individual ways. Many of them are extreme- 
ly attractive and some are rather expensive; others are 
grotesque and uncomely — but still interesting! They 
cannot, of course, be compared to older buttons, in the 
matter of design and workmanship. Such a comparison 
would brand them as crude and superficial. But such 
comparison is neither necessary nor fair, — one would 
not compare the latest model Buick with a Roman char- 
iot! And whatever their shortcomings, artistic or practi- 
eal, Goofies have one outstanding virtue; they make us 
laugh. And anything, even a button, that can contribute 
a bit of cheer to the world, in this day and age, should 
surely be appreciated!

The Idea 


This is a museum of the plain 
people of yesterday who, in doing 
their daily work, built a great nation 
where there had been only a great 
forest. But those men and women 
did not think in terms of empire: they 
were concerned, as are we today, with 
getting food enough for their children, 
with housing them snugly and cioth- 
ing them warmly; they wanted to see 
them literate and godly. They needed 
sturdy chairs to sit on and a solid 
yoke fer the oxen that cleared their 
fields, a true axe for the woods and 
a tight churn to bring the butter 
quickly. Some of them were dreamers 
and idealists but more of them were 
whittlers and putterers, firm fingered 
and tough handed. 

Here, for those who follow after 
them, walking the same good earth 
and lifting their eyes to the same rich 
hills, are gathered the tools and im- 
plements they used. Gradually there 
is expanding here in Cooperstown a 
key to the world they lived in—the 
things they held in their hands, the 
tools with which they carved out their 
world, the school to which they sent 
their young ones, the country store 
where they bought their spices, their 
calicoes, their molasses, the smithy 
where they turned for shoes for their 
horses and oxen. 

As you read, remember the men 
and women to whom these objects 
had the meaning of everyday things. 
Their homes were simple cottages, 
their barns had room for only a few 
beasts, the shops where they carried 
on their crafts were little shops. For 
the most part they were short on 
worldly goods. Their lives were 
shadow and _ sunshine: when they 
danced in a newly raised barn and 
kissed the prettiest girl at a corn 
husking, they said, “This, no one can 
take from us,” and when crops failed 
and the strange fevers came out of 
the swamplands, they said, “This, too, 
will pass away.” Like you and me, 
they lived in confusing times, hard 
times, when conflict was the temper 
of the day. The ones who survived

had courage and a faith in the tomor- 
row which is ours today, 


The Growth 


Many men and women have had a 
finger in the growing pattern of this 
Museum, but three especially have 
left their imprint. It was Stephen C. 
Clark who conceived the idea of estab- 
lishing this Museum and who first 
called it The Farmers’ Museum. Thru- 
out its expanding history his hand 
and vision have guided the develop- 
ment. 

Dixon Ryan Fox, a scholar and 
philosopher of history, was President 
of the New York State Historical 
Association in the early days of the 
Museum. His deep knowledge of 
pioneer life and conditions was of 
abiding value. 

Jared vanWagenen, Jr., the wise 
old farmer whose researches into 
what he has called the “golden age of 
homespun” have proved our most im- 
portant single source of information 
and instruction, has kept the pattern 
true and the threads untangled. 

In 1942 the Farmer’s Museum was 
dedicated and the doors opened. 


The Plan 


The various phases of life in the 
past reflected in the Museum fall in- 
to a few simple categories. One sec- 
tion recreates the women’s world of 
our grandmothers and great-grand- 
mothers. Here are the implements of 
kitchen and buttery, exhibits and de- 
monstrations which tell the whole 
story of spinning and weaving, begin- 
ning with the flax as it comes from 
the field and the wool as it comes 
from the sheep and ending with the 
woven cloth, 


The farmer’s own tools are dis- 
played together in a great room where 
the visitor begins with the plows of 
spring and moves logically thru the 
seasons, ending with the forerunners 
of modern harvesting machinery. In 
another room, in carefully arranged 
displays, are the tools of the men on 
whose craft the farm family leaned: 
the cooper, the carpenter, the cobbler, 
the harness maker, the tinsmith, and 
such. Behind the main building and 
against the hillside are the old wagon 
sheds from Stone Arabia and Sharon 
which house the sturdy, simple carts, 
wagons, sleighs, and, just for contrast, 
ene elegant gentleman’s coach. Across 
the green and to tiie south lies the 
corners—neither a reproduction nor a

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HOOKED RUGS 





hale and hearty homespuns! 


Rug hooking has taken the nation 
by storm. Every state in the union 
is interested, judging from our cor- 
respondence. The revival of this 
worthwhile craft began about fifteen 
years ago and interest has been in- 
creasing steadily. It is definitely not 
a fad. The results of this handiwork 
may become prized heirlooms. 

Many rugs that were made a 


hundred or more years ago are being 
resurrected, repaired and treasured. 
Some are finding their way into mu- 
seums as Early Americana examples, 
and others into private collections. 
The old designs are being copied 
and many new ones are appearing. 
Today hooked rugs are adapted not 
only to Early American interiors but 
to practically any decorative scheme. 
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By MRS. ROYAL MANSON 


A hooked rug of proper design and 
coloring is appropriate for any period 
of decoration. 

To make a rug involves so much 
time and thought that the first re- 
quisite is a sound design. Your rug 
can be no better than the design, 
Good proportion, balance and possi- 
bility for color distribution is «s- 
sential. Because the design is old 








HOOKED RUGS 
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does not necessarily make it good. 
More of the old rugs were of bad 
design than good because the ordi- 
nary housewife, who may have had 
no eye for color or form, drew her 
own pattern, used the scraps of cloth 
at nand and thus created a rug, main- 
ly for a floor covering. ; 

Some of the beautiful old rugs 
have a charm and appeal that is 
hard to reproduce. They somehow 
have the characteristics of the maker 
hooked into their delicately shaded 
scrolls and flowers. 

in this day and age with best ma- 
terials available, why use inferior 
ones? Securing the best designs on 
the best quality burlap and using 
good wool pieces for hooking is not 
to. expensive, considering the product 
that may be developed. 

4 good sturdy easel frame facili- 
taies good workmanship. To keep the 
burlap taut on the frame at all times 
mikes for easier and more uniform 
hooking. A rug hook, about the size 
of a No. 3 crochet hook, with a wood 
handle that fits comfortably in the 
palm of the hand is correct. 

A conservative width of strips for 
hooking is one-eighth inch. Like any 
handwork, the finer the strip and the 
hook, the finer the product. In dif- 
ferent parts of the country the width 
of the strip varies. In some sections 
a quarter inch and even wider is 
used. This cutting can be done by 
hand but a stripper is available which 
cuts four or five strips at once, ac- 
cording to the width. Thus progress 
on the rug is much faster. 

The technique of hooking is very 
simple, consisting of only one stitch. 
When that is mastered, only color 
sense and common sense are neces- 


sary.

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THE STORY of 
FLAX, 


the linen fiber 


Flax, in the early days, was raised 
by every farmer, for he needed the 
linen fiber. It was spun into thread 
and woven cloth from which were 
made clothes, table linen and _ bed 
coverings. 


All summer long the children went 
barefooted into the fields to weed the 
flax crop. Fiber flax had blue flowers 
and was ready to pick when the stem 
leaves fell off. Seed flax had white 
flowers and was used for linseed oil 
and food for calves. 

When ready to harvest in the fall, 
the fiber flax was hand picked. The 
entire stalk was pulled out by the 
roots to save all the fiber length. The 
finest fiber was near the roots. It was 
laid in swaths, or rows, and remained 
in the field for eight or ten days for 
the seed to fill out and the straw to 
ripen. Then it was gathered in bun- 
dles and taken home, the seed pods re- 
moved by rippling or pulling through 
a spiked comb made of nails driven 
through a board, 


The flax was tied in good sized bun- 
dles and laid in a creek, for about 
three weeks, weighted by stones. This 
soaking strengthened the fiber and 
rotted, or retted, the hard shell or 
husk. Then the bundle was removed 
from the water and spread out thinly 


to dry. Tied again in bundles it was 
stored in the attic to keep until 
needed. When the farmer’s wife 
needed some flax for spinning, some 


of the bundles were brought down to 
the back shed and handfuls of flax 
were broken on a wooden hand tool 
which split and sifted out the woody 
inside stem and the outside husk. 
Then the flax went to the swingling 
board which scutched or further 
cleaned the fiber and polished it. 

The next step was hetcheling, which 
means drawing through a series of 
spiked combs smaller and smaller in 
size. This smoothed, cleaned and 
straightened the fiber and removed 
any short pieces. By now, it looked 
like a blond head of hair, or towhead, 
if the retting had been done in a clear, 
running stream. 


About one fourth of the handful of 
flax finished up as fine spinning fiber 
for cloth. The rest had fallen off as 
chaff, or remained in the hetchels as 
tow. Tow was used for gun wadding, 
bed ticking stuffing, or for spinning 
into coarse twine or for making 
twisted rope. 


All through the nineteenth century 
flax moved westward as new lands 
were opened. The fatal wilt disease 
that traveled with it has been con- 
quered and flax is now a good com- 
merical crop in our country.

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CABINETMAKING IN AMERICA 
DURING THE SEVENTEENTH & EIGHTEENTH CENTURIES 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


The Seventeenth Century in New England 


When the Mayflower dropped anchor in Plymouth 
Harbor, December 21, 1620, twenty men went ashore to 
begin the construction of temporary shelters. Among 
these men was the first furniture maker in the New 
England colonies — John Alden. Listed on the ship’s 
passenger roll as a carpenter and kept busy in the con- 
struction of cottages, a storehouse and a common house, 
very soon he must have turned his attention to the 
making of furniture. The Mayflower was a small boat 
ninety feet long and twenty-four feet wide. It carried 
102 passengers in addition to the necessary crew. Ob- 
viously, there could have been very few pieces of furni- 
ture brought over on this trip. Then, too, most of these 
pioneers were simple people and many had spent long 
years in Holland so that in all likelihood their possessions 
would not have been on the ample side — only the bare 
necessities. , 

It is a matter of record that certain pieces of furni- 
ture arrived in Plymouth on the Mayflower, and without 
doubt these included a number of chests. Chests were 
almost certain to have been of the greatest importance 
in these early days. They were used for transporting 
clothing and bedding and in the new home filled a real 
need as a piece of furniture — table, seat or for storage. 
Undoubtedly, the majority of these chests were of plain 
boards. However, in the early inventories we find men- 
tion of “joyned” chests. This would refer to those made 
by a craftsman who joined his furniture by means of 
mortise and tenon and who used the method of dove- 
tailing, pinning and glue rather than the board and all 
construction requiring much less skill. Whether one or 
more of these “joyned” oaken chests arrived on the May- 
flower in 1620 is problematical. 

Next in importance to the chest was the cupboard — 
court, livery and press. These were of the Elizabethan 
type then popular in England. The few brought to this 
new country by the early settlers were soon being copied 
with a distinctly local touch added which distinguishes 
them today from. those made in England. By the early 
years of the 18th century, these cupboards were no longer 
fashionable, their place taken by the space-saving built- 
in type. 

At this time chairs were far from common even in 
the homes of the great in England. Forms (narrow 
benches) and stools were the common seats. The wainscot 


chair, a survival from the Elizabethan period, was _ s0 
called because of its paneled back. At times the sides 
‘were paneled as well as below the seat rail to the feet. 
One of the finest chairs of this type, still in existence, 
was made by Thomas Dennis who was working in Ips- 
wich, Massachusetts, in the third quarter of the 17th 
century. Like much of the furniture of this period, it is 
made of oak. The stiles and rails are richly carved with 
guilloches and strapwork, the panels with flower and 
leaf. Pieces of furniture known to have been made by 
Dennis indicate that his work was much richer in carving 
than any cabinetmaker of his time in New Engiand. Al- 
though the majority of these wainscot chairs made in 


this country were of oak, walnut was also popular -for§ } 


their construction. 

Governor Carver of Plymouth owned a chair which, 
it is assumed, came ‘with him on the Mayflower and this 
became the model for the so-called Carver chair, an 
elaborately turned example, sometimes with arms, some- 
times without. It usually had a rush seat. Not unlike 
the Carver chair is the Brewster; more elaborate, often 
with a wooden seat, and with spindles below the seat. 
Other chairs of this 17th century in New England were 
the Cromwellian with seat and back upholstered in 
leather, turkey work or fabric; and curved slat backs 
of various kinds. 

The earliest tables in New England were trestle 
tables with removable tops — large and small. Soon, 
however, tables of various sizes, both square and oblong, 
made their appearance, as did the »ate-leg which origi- 
nated in England during this Jacobean period. The rather 
ingenious settle-table also appeared in this seventeenth 
century. 

In the early days of the colonies, the bed was simply 
a wooden frame of several kinds and when the word 
“bed” is used in old inventories or wills, it refers to the 
bed pallet, draperies and coverlets, not to the wooden 
frame. 

Although the Pilgrims who settled Plymouth were 
simple people with few possessions, the Puritans who 
established the colonies around Boston were generally 
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New World — particularly “clapbords” and furs — for 
many household furnishings and comforts from both Eng- 
land and Holland. 

Any furniture brought from England by the early 
colonists was of oak in the Jacobean style still showing 
the influence of the earlier Elizabethan. Soon, however, 
the colonists were constructing furniture of native woods 
— including oak — copying the English pieces in the 
colony or building various pieces from memory. Ash, 
hickory, maple, cherry, chestnut, pine and other woods 
are found in the earlier examples of furniture made in 
the New World. 

In 1629 a second Mayflower arrived in Plymouth and 
among its passengers was Kenelm Winslow, listed as 
“ecffin maker”, a term synonymous in those days with 
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joiner. Cabinetmaking in 17th century England was a 
very specialized job and most craftsmen were called car- 
penters or joiners. It is probable that Winslow and 
Alden worked together in the construction of cupboards 
and other pieces of furniture. Some of their work is to- 
day in various museums; some identified, and some still 
awaiting verification. 
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In the Wadsworth Atheneum in Hartford, Connecti- 
cut, there is the so-called Prince-Howes Plymouth cup- 
board, made sometime between 1660-1670. It is thought 
that this was made by Kenelm Winslow assisted by John 
Alden. The Metropolitan Museum of Fine Arts in New 
York City also has a Plymouth Court Cupboard of the 
same period and without doubt made by the same work- 
men as the Prince-Howes. Both Alden and Winslow lived 
until 1672 and doubtless, working together, constructed 
many pieces of furniture still in existence. Another fur- 
niture maker, the maker of the wainscot chair described 
above, who carried on the tradition of Winslow and Alden 
was Thomas Dennis of Ipswich, Massachusetts. Since he 
was working as late as 1700, more existing pieces have 
been definitely attributed to him. 

Other men known to have been working at this time 
in Massachusetts (and naturally there were many whose 
names will never be identified) were: 

John Davis who came to Boston on_ the ship ‘‘Increase”’ 
Samuel Dix who arrived in Boston, 1637 

Roger Mason who was working in Boston in 1635 
Henry Messenger listed as a Boston chairmaker and who died 


in 1685 


in 1681 

Phineas Pratt who was working in Weymouth in the very 
earliest days of this colony 

Thomas Stapleford listed as a Boston chairmaker in 1681 

William Storey who came to Boston as an apprentice with 
Samuel Dix in 1637 

Edward Titcomb who was working in Newbury about 1690 to 
1710. Several pieces of furniture have been attributed to 
him, one of which bears his name. 
Added to the above, of course, are John Alden, 


Kenelm Winslow and Thomas Dennis whose work we have 
discussed in more detail. 

In another section of New England, a group of 
cabinetmakers were producing much good work during 
the last quarter of the 17th century, a group that con- 
tinued working well through the first half of the 18th 
century. This was the so-called Connecticut Valley furni- 
ture makers in the towns of Hadley, Hatfield and Deer- 
field, Massachusetts, and Enfield and Hartford, Connecti- 
cut. These men were the makers of the so-cailed Hadley 
chests (as well as other furniture), of which 117 have 
been located to date and doubtless, also, of the sunflower 
and tulip chests found in this same part of the country. 
Foremost among these men were: 

Captain John Allis of Hatfield, working around 1700 

Ichabod Allis of Hatfield, working in the first quarter of the 
18th century but identified as the maker of three Hadley 
chests ; 

Belding, a partner of a son of Captain John Allis of Hatfield, 
listed as a joiner 

Nich. Disbrowe of Hartford, Connecticut (1612-1683). His label 

“Cutte and joyned by Nich. Disbrowe’’ has been found on 

one of this so-called Hadley chests. He is the most cele- 

brated of this group of cabinetmakers. 
John Hawkes of Hatfield at first, later of Deerfield 
John Taylor of Hadley 
Thomas Spencer of Hartford (1639-1687). 


The story of these chests and of the various cup- 
boards is of so much interest and importance, that we 
shall devote our entire article next month to them.

ancient houses and know that it would 
not be complete without one. 

It is natural that Mr. Hosmer 
should have been particularly inter- 
ested in the life and work of his an- 
cestor John Greene Chandler. John 
Greene Chandler was born in 1815 in 
the village of Petersham, Massa- 
chusetts, studied in Boston, and in 
1840 published The Remarkable His- 
tory of Chicken Little with his own 
wood engravings. In due time the 
Chandler issues of paper dolls became 
famous and as much a byword in 
households as the Godey’s Lady’s 
Book. 

Over the years, Mr. Hosmer has 
patiently collected original manu-. 
scripts and the work of John Greene 
Chandler and rescued these fragile 
souvenirs of childhood from forget- 
fulness. In 1940 Mr. Hosmer brought 
cut a commemorative edition of John 
Greene Chandler’s Chicken Little, 
with a valuable study of the work of 
John Greene Chandler. He has also 
re-issued many sets of the Chandler 
paper dolls. 


Ten years ago, Mr. Hosmer estab- 
lished The Toy Cupboard Theatre in 
an outbuilding at his home in South 
Lancaster, Massachusetts. Designer, 
workman, "actor, he produces his mari- 
onette shows for audiences of children 
and other groups. 

Encouraged by public interest, Mr. 
Hosmer opened the house recently, 
making it and its collections available 
to the public, and established the John 
Greene Chandler Memorial—with all 
museum facilities. 

Here is a wide variety of delight 
from Jenny Lind paper dolls to La 
Grande Pandore—six-feet tall with 
her costumes of the French Court in 
the day of Madame de Pompadour 


and Marie Antoinette. There are 
Valentines and Kate Greenaway 
books. There are canopied beds and 


hand-carved highboys. 

The John Greene Chandler Mem- 
orial inspires no comment more ap- 
propriate than the words printed on 
each envelope that contained issues of 
Chandler paper dolls: Hurrah for 
The Little Folks.

There’s an old Spanish saying that 
“a kiss without a mustache is like an 
egg without salt.” This is a dated 
bit of feminine sentiment from the 
days when a nose nestling on a bed 
of bristles was considered a sign of 
manliness and the twirl of a mustache 
had the same stimulating effect on 
the ladies as a two-note whistle has 
today. 

Irving Goldwyn of Kings Point, 
Long Island, N. Y., has captured for- 
ever the delightful flavor of the 
whiskered era with a brilliant and 
priceless collection of mustache cups. 
Every kind of china ever made is 
represented in the display in specially 
constructed show cases in the Gold- 
wyn’s pine-panelled basement. It 
should be noted that there is only 
one other comparable collection of 
mustache cups in the world. 

Mr. Goldwyn’s inspiration for his 
unusual hobby came to him when he 
was only seven years old. He was 
watching a scene in a silent movie 
starring Chester Conklin when the 
words of the well-remembered co- 
median flashed across the screen, 
“bring me my mustache cup!” Young 
Goldwyn was so impressed with this 
practical drinking vessel that he made 
an immediate momentous decision. 
Some day he too would sport a mus- 
tache and own a whole shelf of mus- 
tache cups. Nine years later he made 
his first purchase for 25 cents at a 
Vermont farm auction. It wasn’t 
long before he became an ardent col- 
lector, choosing only those cups no- 
table for their rare beauty, interesting 
shapes, patterns and histories. To 
date he has accumulated over six 
hundred selected cups and two hun- 
dred miscellaneous ones. For some 

he has paid as high as $150 apiece 
and none are for sale. He considers 
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The story of Irving Goldwyn’s unusual hobby which 
nas sent him hunting to the far corners of the globe.

Does Mr. Goldwyn sport a mus- 
tache? Naturally, although it is not 
so formidable as Chester Conklin’s, 
but rather a well-disciplined, neatly 
clipped affair. 

The greatest source for his treas- 
ures is from antique dealers from 


key cities all over the world who are 
aware of his avocation, and send him 
rare cups on approval. “Dealers en- 
joy doing business with collectors,” 
Goldwyn asserts, “because they 
constant in their purchases and 
most appreciative.”

When you gaze on these exquisite 
protective cups which used to cater 
to royalty and high society, you 
wonder how they came into fashion 
and about the people 'who used them. 
The history of the mustache cup is 
particularly fascinating because it is 
linked with the history of china and 
the glamorous age of the mustache. 

Throughout the centuries, the mon- 
archs of Europe were for the most 
part bearded or whiskered. The Eng- 
lish wore their mustaches long and 
drooping while the French curied 
theirs pointing to the sky. In 
France, members of the royal court 
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had their own personal mustache 
harbers who spent hours primping 
and pruning these upper lip garni- 
ures. They were waxed, perfumed, 
wrled with irons, and sometimes 
dyed, according to the taste of the 
owner. It’s easy to understand why, 
after such painstaking care, the 
wearer was not eager to dampen, or 
jn any way alter the appearance of 
his pride and joy, while drinking 
liquids from a cup. Hence, the mus- 
tache cup. 

In those romantic nineteenth cen- 
tury days, each gentleman had his 
own china maker, whose identity he 
arded zealously. A dinner set was 
not complete without a mustache cup 
for the master of the house. The lip, 
or guard across the top, ‘was designed 
fron: a mold specifying the exact 
shaye and size of the mustache. In 
fact Mr. Goldwyn informs us, there 
was one resourceful young French 
‘Count, who ordered his silversmith to 
make a personal mustache guard for 
him. which fitted into an elaborate 
case, resembling a snuff box, and 
which he could carry around with him 
in his pocket. It had springs at both 
ends so that it could be pushed to- 
gether, inserted into the cup and re- 
leased to lock tight at either side. 
This chap was not going to run the 
risk of dining at a dinner party 
where the hostess neglected to pro- 
vide the necessary cups for her 
whiskered guests. 

In England, in the Waterloo year, 
most young cavalry officers were 
mustached. That was when _ the 
phrase “old mustache” originated in 
referring to a soldier. During the 
Volunteer movement, when every 
man was a soldier, the dominant 
fashion was the long and drooping 
whiskers, otherwise known as “Picca- 
dilly weepers.” 

In our own country, the “handle- 
bar” was the rage in the gay nine- 
ties. In fact, Stephen Foster and 
George Cooper satirized it in their 
humorous song, “If You’ve Only Got 
a Mustache”. Some of the lyrics are 
recorded here for those who would 
speak disparagingly of your father’s 
mustache.

When the Goldwyns are _ invited 
out for dinner, the lucky hostess is 
>. usually presented with a memento of 
ON-F the collection. It makes a_ lovely 
flower container should the host have 
a naked lip, and also assures Mr. 
Goldwyn of enjoying his coffee that 
“ied evening. 

Now let’s return to Mr. Goldwyn’s 
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fabulous display and view the cups 
with a more appreciative eye since 
we have touched on a few pertinent 
facts concerning them. It is a pity 
that only verbal descriptions and a 
few photographs are available to the 
public because Mr. Goldwyn does not 
intend to exhibit his collection. The 
risk of packing and carting them to 
a suitable exhibition center is too 
great. 

His outstanding prize was made 
by Napoleon’s own china maker. It 
has a picture of Napoleon together 
with the signature. On the back of 
the cup and saucer is the official seal 
of Napoleon with his mark, the large 
capital N. Also gracing the shelves 
are a complete set of twelve mustache 
cups which were part of a beautiful 
dinner set belonging to Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor of Newport, R. I. 

Among the many special or odd 
cups, is one with portraits of a group 
of famous New England literati, all 
with mustaches, of course. ‘they are 
Holmes, Whittier, Longfellow, Lowell 
and k.uwerson. 

At coronation ceremonies of Kings 
of England, cups were made in honor 
of the King and Queen. Mr. Goldwyn 
has a number of commemorative 
cups, one of which is_ inscribed 
“Crowned 26th of June 1902 King 
Edward VIL and Queen Alexandra,” 
with portraits of their royal majesties. 
There’s an interesting side-light here. 
The actual date of coronation was 
August 9th, 1902 but two days before 
the fixed date of June 26th, the King 
fell ill and an operation was neces- 
sary and so the coronation service 
did not take place before August 9th. 
‘he cups, however, ‘were already out 
and it was too late to do anything 
about it. 

Another notable cup is a coin silver 
Paul Revere, crudely made by hand. 

‘then there are the scenics, por- 
traits, localities and mottoes, some of 
which say “A Present”, “Think of 
Me”, “Remember Me”, “Forget Me 
Not”, and one which was sent anono- 
mously to Mr. Goldwyn, with the 
tender words, “Love the Giver.” 

The sizes range from super quart- 
sized cups to diminutive demi-tasse 
cups. But perhaps the most intrigu- 
ing novelty of all is the invalid mus- 
tache cup. The saucer is made with 
a protective gate in the center, into 
which the cup just fits. This makes 
it possible for the invalid to lift the 
cup and saucer to his mouth with 
trembling hand, knowing that no 
matter how menacingly the cup rat- 
tles around within the gate, it cannot 
bounce off the saucer. 

One cup is inscribed “may this 
peculiar shape ne’r let — thy beauti- 
ful mustache get wet.” Another, a 
jumbo with a picture of a fat smiling 
man reads, “I am not greedy but I 
like a lot.” 

Peculiar to this hobby, the most 
sought after treasures are the ieft- 
handed mustache cups. Professor M. 
Foster of Middletown, Conn., travels 
the width and breath of the North 
American Continent in search of 
these left-handed cups. He has six- 
teen in his collection which will 
eventually be deeded to a museum. 
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Mr. Goldwyn has five, including one 
silver one, and a Capo di Monte. 
He will never forget the feeling of 
frustration when a friend told him 
about the beautiful cup she was about 
to purchase for him when she dis- 





covered, just in time, that it 
defective. It was left-handed! 

The last time mustache cups were 
advertised in this country for practi- 
cal use was in the year 1904 in the 
Sears Roebuck catalogue. Mr. Gold- 
wyn says that it is becoming more 
and more difficult to add to his col- 
lection. He doesn’t add more than 
five or ten at the most during one 
year. But you can still buy novelty 
ones sold at Gimbels or Macy’s de- 
partment stores, intended as cigarette 
holders and ash trays. Sometimes a 
card is enclosed which read’s “why 
not use for ashes what Grandfather 
used tor mustaches.” 

Mr. Goldwyn’s friends, like antique 
dealers, are always on the lookout for 
cups to add to his assortment. When 
he learned of a mustache spoon which 
was part of a fabulous collection of 
antique spoons belonging to Dr. A. 
Levy ot Brooklyn, he immediately 
made an appointment to see him and 
asked him to name his own price for 
it. Dr. Levy couldn’t bear to part 
with it but promised to give him the 
spoon as a present, s aver 
tind nailer eiciieaiaiiiiaies 

This enthusiastic hobbyist enjoys 
nothing better than tracking down a 
potential treasure made known to 
him. He tells a story of an exhausted 
Search to locate a mustache saucer 
in Hyacinth, Mass. 

“A friend had seen it about two 
years ago while vacationing there 
and when he told me about it,” Mr. 
Goldwyn says, “{ was so excited, be- 
cause | know they do exist, that I 
took the next plane to Boston and 
the pursuit was on. Every antique 
dealer was approached — and 
didn’t remember it. Then I started a 
mail order campaign. I enlisted the 
help of Rotary, Lions, Kiwanis and 
other clubs, local newspapers, and 
the Chamber of Commerce and fin- 
ally assembled a master list of all 
dealers within one hundred miles of 
Hyacinth. I had mimeographed let- 
ters sent to all, but to no avail,” he 
concludes sadly. Does anyone own a 
mustache saucer? A mustache spoon? 
Mr. Goldwyn will pay a handsome 
price for them. 

Once in the town of Boonville,

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WEDGWOOD 


Ten fine pieces of Wedgwood ware 
have just been given to the Cleve- 
land Museum of Art by Mrs. John 
Sherwin, Cleveland society woman 
and collector. Seven of them date in 
the 1700’s following the opening of 
the pottery, “Etruria” which Josiah 
Wedgwood and his partner, Thomas 
Fentley, started in 1769. The Cleve- 
land Museum has owned, since 1919, 
in its Huntington Collection, Benja- 
min West’s romantic painting of his 
conception of Wedgwood’s Etruria, 
painted in 1791. The pottery was to 
rave been a sort of Olympus of the 
crafts. In the foreground is the famous 
‘Portland Vase”, a rare classical 
work which the Duchess of Portland 
bought from the Barbarini family. 
Josiah Wedgwood reproduced it. This 
Benjamin West oil was featured in 
our Old Paintings department, April 
issue. 

In this style an urn-shaped vase

Among the great new miracle drugs 
discovered or invented by science we 
nominate for first place discovery of 
the write-in ballot to replace the old 
type of “eye wash.” We predict this 
new cure for blind voting at elec- 
tions may prove more potent than 
penicillin or aureomycin, and as an 
invention in the field of communica- 
tions it may outrank those of Morse 
and Bell. 

What if the new method was first 
tried out in the laboratory of a clique 
more interested in putting their man 
across than they were in political 
improvements? The public saw it 
work, and they want it. They are 
going to keep it handy in their medi- 
cine cabinet hereafter. Mr. Truman, 
who has seemed concerned about his 
place in history, can now rest assured 
of his place in history as author of 
the label ‘eye wash” to describe the 
old smoke-filled-room system of vot- 
ing the voters blind. 

A re-examination of the whole field 
of primary election methods is now 
before the people. It can not be 
hushed up or overcome by adroit 
political fixers. The pot is in the 
fire. Improvements in primary 
methods are on the march. The 
people are out to get back their right 
to vote from start to finish. 

That part of our tricky or corrupt 
two-party system that feeds up candi- 
date puppets from the back room is 
in for a bath and a good scrubbing 
with a stiff brush. 





An insurance expert among our col- 
lectors tells us that many of our 
smaller dealers and limited collectors 
should inform themselves on _ the 
provisions of the federal insurance law 
that was passed in 1950 and became 
operative in 1951. He says that there 
is nothing “colossal” or ‘‘stupendous” 
about the modest benefits to be re- 
ceived, but that it is at last a good 
sound investment the government is 
offering for people to buy with their 
own money if they are “self-em- 


ployed” and earning rather than mere- 
ly cashing dividend or rental checks. 

Modest trading or dealing in col- 
lector’s items has become not only a 


hobby but a source of gradual retire- 
ment income among some of our most 
intelligent people. It is distinctly on 
the increase, whether they own shops 
or deal more modestly. Some of 
these people are always coming to 
grief by running into periods of ill- 
ness or no profit and sacrificing some 
of their collections at prices that are 
far too low. This, says our expert, is 
where the Old Age and Survivers in- 
surance steps in to tide them over in a 
modest way or continued forever af- 
ter 65 if they are unable to return to 
much profitable employment. They 
do not go on “relief” or any govern- 
ment bread line. They simply collect 
on the insurance they have bought 
and paid for — regardless of how 
poor or how wealthy they may be. 
Those nearing sixty actually today 
get a bit better bargain than do 
younger people. 

You pay your Self Employment 
Tax of 24% percent on any net earn- 
ings up to $3600 when you pay your 
income tax — made out on Schedule 
C of the Internal Revenue Service 
(get a copy). For your own use or 
advice to others ask your Federal Se- 
curity Agency office for the small 
booklets, “Your New Social Security” 
and, “47 Questions and Answers.” 

The benefits will never make you 
rich. Depending on average amount 
and continuity of earnings, they may 
be $20, $30, $50 or as high as $80 
per month after the age of 65, but it 
is likely to equal the interest or divi- 
dends:on a substantial investment. It 
should not be overlooked ‘without a 
thought. 


Mechanical power is a germ or seed 
that grows and grows, and reproduces 
new seeds of power to extend them- 
selves to other fields in different 
soils, as the growth of power extends 
itself by spontaneous action about the 
world. 

The plodding ox team and the 
stumbling pack mule of early Amer- 
icana dragged and carried their 
weary load of paddle wheels and 
gearing down to the stream, and left 
a water mill that would continue to 
free countless generations of oxen 







and mules for other work to be dene, 
Instead of staying to furnish power 
for a sweep mill, they lumbered and 
struggled over the hills to carry fire. 
wood for Fulton’s steamboat and the 
Tom Thumb engine, and thus free fu- 
ture generations of oxen and mules 
from the job of carrying fuel about 
the country. They did not add their 
power to America. They multiplied 
their power for future America. 

As they grew up the little steam- 
boats and locomotives huffed and 
puffed their way about to find and 
bring back coal that would multiply 
the power they had expanded on it, 
and set more engines to huffing and 
puffing to multiply more lines o 
power. They carried the crane and 
hoist and donkey engine with more 
coal to the bank of the large stream 
and left them to build a dam. over 
which falling waters would go on and 
on forever multiplying the power of 
the oxen and the pack mule. 

A growing surplus of power not 
essential for mere subsistence probed 
deep in the earth and pumped out and 
released a flood of oil and gas to 
multiply itself suddenly a thousand 
fold, and made powev so cheap that 
a ton or more of metal goes down 
the road with the hundred and fifty 
pound man, just to make him more 
comfortable. 

You and I have been living through 
a growth and expansion of power 
such as the world before never 
dreamed. Much of it is based on the 
rapid greedy exploitation of the best 
of irreplaceable oil and coal. Have 
we been, are we now, living in the 
one great golden age of the ‘world? 
Do we now see the greatest flower- 
ing and fruition of the plant of 
power? Do we pass on to posterity 
a power plant that is to wither slowly 
on its stem, as its fertility fades 
awav from under it? 

We are personally inclined to 
stand without shame alongside the 
man who complained about “usin’ all 
them good field oxen to haul that 
passel of crazy stuff around,” and the 
grizzled old head, looking down on 
powerful excavations in Chicago mut- 
tering, ‘‘Tain’t natural.” 


But we were glad to listen, wide-

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Saints of St, Augustine 


Being a brief report of the comings, goings, and happenings 
at the Lightner Museum of Hobbies, St. Augustine, Florida 


A valuable gift of illuminated 
manuscript and early printed leaves 
has been received by the museum 
from Harold J. Maker of Irvington, 
New Jersey. When framed, these 
will indeed be treasures to give last- 
ing beauty and knowledge to all who 
will pass inside the museum’s doors 
in the years to come. 

All of the leaves are old and rare; 
each is a symbol of artistic achieve- 
ment belonging to a dead age. In- 
cluded in the group is a page from 
the Imitation of Christ by Thomas A. 
Kempis, printed by Caspar Hochfeder 
at Nuremberg in 1494. Little is 
known of Hochfeder but that this 
beautiful edition was one of his 
earliest books and naturally the 
scarcest. The Latin text type used 
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on the page sent to the museum by 
Mr. Maker is a modified gothic, and 
was doubtless a concession to scholars 
in other countries who were quickly 
acquiring a preference for books 
printed in a plain roman. The initial 
and other decorative effects, of course, 
were added by hand. ’ 

The year 1486 is given for the 
Chronicarum Supplementum of Jaco- 
bus Philippus Bergomensis (Foresti), 
an Augustinian friar, and printed by 
Bernadinus de Benaliis at Venice. 
This is a rare example of incunabula, 
supplementing all previous works of 
the kind and anticipating the well- 
known Nuremburg Chronicle. As its 
name implies, the Chronicarum Sup- 
plementum describes the world’s not- 
able cities, and records the major 
alleged events in the history of the 
earth since creation. 


Perhaps the outstanding example in 
the collection is a 13875 A. D. double 
vellum leaf from a Carthusian Missal 
of the fourteenth century. The ivory 
colored vellum, brilliant red and blue 
illuminated initial letters, and un- 
faded text in brown, mark this as a 
superior and handsome piece. 


From Les Augustes Representations 
De Tous Les Roys De France, there is 
a page with a copper engraved por- 
trait of Francois Il. The entire Les 
Augustes series includes portraits of 
the king of France from Pharamond 
to Louis XV, and the title page 
gives F. Hurand as the publish- 
er, (Paris, 1714), although some of 
the engravings bear a different name. 
N. de L’Armessin, the elder, was the 
engraver. The text beneath the por- 
trait has alJso been engraved, the 
whole forming one plate. 

Another of the museum’s leaves is 
from Historia De Gentibus Septen- 
trionalibus by Olaus Magnus, Arch- 
bishop of Upsala, a noted Swedish 
authority on the chroniclés and topo- 
graphy of Scandinavia. For many 
years this “Historia” was recognized 
as the leading work in its field, and 
it still is a valuable reference book 
for information on the folk-lore of 
the northern peoples. The numerous 
woodcuts are thought to have been im- 
ported into Italy, and their profusion 
throughout the edition adds charm 
and gaiety to the textual page. The 
work was first printed at Rome by 
Johannes Maria de Viottis. It was 
frequently reprinted and translated 
into many European languages, but 
our leaf is from the original Latin 
edition, published at Rome in 1555. 


Of considerable literary interest is 
the leaf from the Cornucopia of 
Nicholas Perottus, the learned Bishop 
of Sipontum: a commentary on the 
Epigrams of Martial, together with a 
miscellany of other ancient authors. 
This work boasts the added distinction 
of coming from the great Aldine press 
two years before the death of its 
founder, Aldus Manutius, the most 
gifted, versatile and prolific printer 
of his day. Aldus, as it is well known, 
originated the italic type, and no- 
where is its adaptability to a closely 
printed work better exemplified than 
on the immaculate paper page which 
will shortly be hung in the Lightner 
Museum. That the work of Manutius 
received wide recognition is shown by 
the official “privilege” granted to this 
volume by three successive Popes. 
This leaf was printed at Venice in 
the year 1513. 


From the so-called Liber Sextus of 
Pope Boniface VIII, one of the most 
important mediaeval compendiums of 
ecclesiastical law, we have a double 


leaf employing interesting spacings of 
various width columns, forming a de. 
sign in itself. Prepared in 1298 bya 
committee of canonists, the ‘Liber 
Sextus” included the constitutions 
subsequent to 1234, the decrees of 
the oecumenical councils of 
Lyons, and many legal maxims bor. 
rowed from Roman law. Our leaf is 
from the edition printed at Venice 
in 1572. 


As one more example of this im. 
portant group, we should like to men. 
tion a typical specimen of the Eng. 
lish black-letter which was commonly 
employed in the printing of legal and 
devotional books up to the nineteenth 
century. It is a page from Pariia- 
mentary Acts passed during the reign 
of William III of England, and 
printed by Charles Bill and the Ex. 
ecutrix of Thomas Newcomb, printers 
to His Majesty, at London, 1695-1698, 
Hardly a period can be found in 
English history fraught with more 
significance for the freedom of the 
press than the decade to which this 
page belongs. Printing itself was not 
flourishing, but even though the art 
was dormant, the right to practice it 
was more firmly established at thatfi 
time than ever before. For it wag in 
1695, just half a century after Milton 
challenged the British Parliament 
with his Areopagitica, that state 
censorship of the press was finally 
and for all time abolished, 


With this brief verbal glimpse at 
this precious group of pages, we know 
many will be encouraged to view them 
personally at the Museum. 

Mr. Maker—again, our 
thanks! 


Through the cooperation of the

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The Men’s Garden Club of St.

scheduled for the Lightner Museum 


‘of Hobbies grounds. This is but the 


beginning of quite an elaborate plan 
they will ultimately design on the 
property. 

The planting already accomplished 
represents no small endeavor. There 
has been set fifty “Elegans” azaleas, 
fourteen “Phoenix Roebelini” palms 
in urns, and six “Cocos Plumosa” 
palm trees. 

The organization has adopted this 
as its major project-in St. Augustine 
and in this, their first activity, they 
were aided financially by the Feder- 
ated Gardens Clubs of St. Augustine 
as well as several interested individu- 
als. City forces gave cooperation in 
this civic endeavor, as did Cooksey’s 
Florists of St. Augustine. 





Dr. Emma G. Jaeck of Omro, Wis- 
consin, internationally known scholar, 
educator, writer, lecturer and world 
traveler, spent several days at the

Rumor has it that giant windmills 
are being erected at the cost of much 
power on the Steppes of Russia as an 
experiment in multiplying future 
power forever by replacing bearings 
now and then. We hear that nega- 
tive electrons only have been furnish- 
ing all of our billions of kilowatt 
hours, and the positive electrons up 
to date have been going scot free 
from any useful work. 


It will take vast amounts of power 
to open the door to any of these or 
other greater amounts of power for 
the future. New power plants do not 
spring full panoplied from the brow 
of the thinker, even if we do great 
honor to our inventors. It is folly, 
and high treason against the future, 
to wastefully exploit our known

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SOMETHING ON WOOD 


EDAN WRIGHT in the Chicago Daily News 


A Botanical slant on period furni- 
ture, in terms of the wood employed 
in its construction, is not the usual 
approach; but since ordinary an- 
tiques, out of the museum and collec- 
tor’s bracket, are winning new friends 
on the virtue of their fine old wood, a 
cursory glance in this direction might 
be expedient. 

The principal woods of English 
and French antiques, at least so far 
as the majority of imports are con- 
cerned, hewed to cycles of popular- 
ity, in ages of oak, of walnut, of 
mahogany, and mahogany and satin- 
wood with rare exotic inlays almost 
as rigid as the period identification. 
In America there was more overlapp- 
ing, more of a mixture, necessity 
dictating the use of what was closest 
at hand, time being a factor in the 
arrival of new fashions from abroad 
and the early colonists themselves 
exercising choices suggested by a 
variety of cultural heritages. These 
were the figurative timbers which 
supplied the first planks. 

English colonists along the Alan- 
tic Coast line followed contemporary 
modes as soon as they had something 
less serious to be concerned with than 
disease, starvation and hostile In- 
dians. They fashioned after the Jacob- 
ean, using oak sometimes combined 
with pine, the latter being available 
in tremendous widths, and other local 
woods, birch, maple, ash, hickory, 
chestnut, acacia, red cedar, beech, elm 
and cherry; in the William and Mary 
phase, walnut, maple, fruit and nut 
woods, and in the Queen Anne and 
early Georgian, walnut and some 
mahogany for the finer furniture, nut 
and fruit woods, ash, oak, maple, 
cherry, gum, pine and hickory for the 
simple types. 

The Dutch in the Hudson Valley 
up to Albany Were carving and paint- 
ing furniture in an unpretentious 
simplification of the blustering bar- 
oque, turning out such distinctive 
pieces as their kas in walnut, pine, 
cherry or maple. In eastern Penn- 
sylvania, settled by Germans and 
Swiss, the Pennsylvania “Deutsch” 
were reproducing their own tradi- 
tions adapted to their needs and the 
materials of their new surroundings 
from native pine, maple, walnut, cher- 
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ry and other fruit trees with a few 
unique types, such as their bride’s 
chests. 

The later colonial period catered to 
mahogany and walnut, plain or curly 
maple, but while lowboys of maple or 
pine were found in the less vreten- 
tious homes, their distinguished proto- 
types were executed in walnut and 
mahogany. This era, too, saw the in- 
troduction of the Windsor cottage 
styles with saddle seats of pine 
or soft birch and the turned parts 
of maple, ash, birch, oak or beech, 
painted so that they would weather 
or left in the raw wood. 


Not only England but France, 
Spain and Italy had gone definitely 
mahogany-conscious in the 18th cen- 
tury, an importance which mahogany 
was likewise to assume as the chief 
hymadryad of the Federal period in 
American work. The Philadelphian 
and Rhode Island schools of cabinet- 
makers with the Salemites were pav- 
ing the way. Goddard of Newport 
was to gain a reputation in his match- 
ing of mahogany and to leave a will 
bequeathing his stock to his wife as 
an indication of its value; Savery of 
Philadelphia was to become famous 
for his mahogany lowboys and Dun- 
can Phyfe was to retire in the middle 
of the next century still carving and 
polishing bits of his cherished speci- 
mens, 

In the wealthy South, composed of 
English cavaliers, Scotch, Irish dis- 
senters, Swiss, German Moravians 
and French Huguenots, the baronial 
system was provoking a constant hue 
and cry for cabinetmakers to satisfy 
their demands for luxury, the extrav- 
agances which brought the criticism 
that they were throwing away their 
substance for the work of the devil. 

Be that as it was, they continued 
to number joiners among their re- 
tainers, indentured and slaves; they 
received shipments of furniture 
through funds left to the disposal of 
their agents abroad from their sales 
of tobacco, cotton and rice, more from 
Salem and Rhode Island and from the 
skilled craftsmen of the North who 
found it profitable to set up shop in 
Southern towns and still they adver- 
tised for the journeymen carpenters 
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who passed from plantation to plania- 
tion doing their stint. 

The best wood, native and foreign, 
was supplied. For the matter of that 
the ships clearing for abroad carried 
walnut plank for London and oak 
boards for Bristol. The quality of 
walnut was superior to that in Erg. 
land and in abundance with the cher- 
ry pine used by their own cabinet- 
makers until mahogany took prece- 
dence. Oak, too, was plentiful yet, 
but little employed later except for 
framework, and cherry was popular 
up to the Victorian period, particular- 
ly with the Moravians. Mahogany, 
the best of the West Indies and Santo 
Domingo, was part of the trade in the 
return cargo. 

The Federal period in the North as 
well as the South ushered the swing 
to classicism fostered by the Louis 
XVI vogue in France and that of 
Adam in England through the de- 
signs of Sheraton, Hepplewhite and 
Shearer. Mahogany, then, was un- 
disputed queen. Empire _ styles 
created a taste for light-colored 
woods, light finished mahogany with 
blond wood inlays, curly maple being 





substituted for satinwood. Fine, 
maple and hickory were used locally 
and with the beginning of mass pre- 
duction came the overdecorated ma- 
hogany and rosewood Phyfe called 
“butcher” furniture and such expres- 
sions of Yankee ingenuity as Hitch- 
cock’s fancy chairs painted to simv- 
late rosewood. 

The Victorian era fostered black 
walnut and rosewood and the Mis- 
sion oak which stemmed from the 
fumed-oak craze of the Arts and 
Crafts movement. It remained for 
modernistic furniture to mark a new 
era in style and a new movement in 
taste in wood.

Hamilton has written more than 800 ‘ 
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letters to hotels, large and small, in 
each state as well as Canada and 
Mexico asking for plates. He has 
been rewarded by having 50 percent 
comply promptly. 

Each plate in his collection is in- 
dividual and some bear the picture of 
the hotel, or at least the name of the 
hotel that they represent. Three 
hundred men answered his request 
and apologized that they had no 
service or name plates in their hotel.

The plates, incidentally, include the 
world’s finest china — Minton, Wedg- 
wood, Royal Worcester, Doultonware 
and many others.

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MAHOGANY—King of Woods 


The basic skill of wood veneering, 
a process now considered indispen- 
sable in construction of fine furniture 
for American homes, is 35 centuries 
old 

Wood veneers were used by the 
ancient Egyptians. Perfectly pre- 
served specimens of wood veneer fur- 
niture have been found in the tombs 
of Egyptian Pharaohs. 

The technique of veneering was ad- 
vanced by early Babylonians and As- 
syrians. Roman craftsmen continued 
the work and were the first to use 
wood veneers extensively for doors 
and wall panels. 

Until the 18th century, veneer fur- 
niture was a luxury that could be af- 
forded only by the richest persons. 
Wood veneers were expensive and 
few craftsmen were _ sufficiently 
skilled to use them. Veneering was 
considered one of the fine arts. 

Today as in historic times, veneers 
are prized for their combination of 
beauty and strength. 

More attractively figured woods 
often can be obtained if a log is cut 
into thin sheets of veneer instead of 
being sawed into thick lumber. A 
veneer log can be opened in any one 
of a number of ways, depending upon 
the visual effect desired.

ae has proved itself as a 
cabinet wood. There is a great quanti- 
ty of authentic 18th Century ma- 
hogany still in existence. This early 
furniture is still beautiful and in ex- 
cellent condition, while much of the 
furniture made of other woods of 
the same period has lost whatever 
beauty it had and is riddled with 
worm holes. ‘ 

The good antiques have long since 
passed into the hands of collectors 
and museums, or are zealously guarded 
family heirlooms. If authentic, they 
sell for high prices, especially so if 
the pieces have interesting historical 
backgrounds. 

The antique lure is so strong and 
the gullibility of the public seeking 
bargains in “antiques” so boundless, 
that the market thoughtfully provides 
an unfailing supply of manufactured 
“antiques” for the uninformed collec- 
tor. World War II has increased 
the supply of furniture, good and bad.

Ma- 
hogany is the most popular wood 
used in veneering. It is used by many 
piano manufacturers for strength and 
cheapness of construction. 

Thomas Chippendale was the first 
to term mahogany, “King of the 
Cabinet Woods.” Mahogany for more 
than two centuries has been the pre- 
ferred wood of the most noted furni- 
ture designers and cabinetmakers and 
many of the pieces reproduced 
today are copies of the great Georgian 


Besides the distinguished history 
of mahogany, there are other charac- 
teristics such as where it grows, how 
it is harvested, its distinguishing 
features and similar facts, which are 
worthy of consideration. 

True mahogany bears the scien- 
tific name SWIETENIA and grows: 
in the West Indies, Mexico, Central 
and South America. Two species are 
now commercially important, the 
West Indian SWIETENIA MAHOG- 
ANI and the mainland SWIENTENIA 
MACROPHYLLA. The former is 
found mostly in Cuba limited in 
quantity and from comparatively 
small and short bodied trees; the 
mainland species, variously known as

Mexican, Tabasco, Honduras, Nicay- 
aguan, Peruvian and Amazon, is much 
more plentiful. The average trees are 
much larger in size, are free from de- 
fects and are of somewhat milder tex- 
ture than West Indian mahogany. 
This species also: grows in southern 
Florida, but is not available in su‘- 
ficient quantities for commercial pur- 
poses. 

African mahogany is used in cabi- 
net-making. It was originally classi- 
fied as SWIETENIA, but some years 
after its discovery the botanists found 
a difference in the wing of the seeds, 
on which basis a new genus of 
KHAYA was split off, so that now 
African mahogany is_botanically 
known as KHAYA IVORENSIS. It 
is highly figured wood and therefore 
is commonly used for veneers. 

Before its Golden Age, mahogany 
was playing a romantic role. In the 
cathedral at Ciudad Trujillo, formerly 
Santo Domingo, is a rough hewn ma- 
hogany cross inscribed: “This is the 
first sign planted in the center of 
this field to mark the beginning of 
this magnificent temple in the year 
1514.” This inscription is our earliest 
record of the use of mahogany. The 
cathedral was completed in 1540 and 
is richly embellished with carved ma- 
hogany, which is considered the finest 
in the world and still is in splendid 
condition after four centuries. 

The first known European use of 
mahogany was for the chanting desk, 
choir stalls, doors and for cases, 
shelves and desks in the great library 
of the Excorial, begun by Phillip II 
of Spain in 1563 and completed in 
1584. 

The oldest known mahogany wood- 
work now in the United States are 
choir stalls taken from the Cathedral 
in Lima, Peru. These are now in the 
halls of the Hispanic Society in New 
York and were made in 1650. 

Samuel J. Record, Professor of 
Forest Products at Yale University, 
states in his book, “The Trees and 
Their Woods,” “Swietenia, with five 
known species is the only source of 
true mahogany, the premier cabinet 
wood of the world.” The five species 
and the dates when they were 
established are: SWIETENIA MA- 
HOGANI, (1760); S. HUMILIS, ZICC 
(about 1836); S. MACROPHYLLA, 
King (1886) S. CANDOLLEI, PIT- 
TIER (1920); S. CIRRHATA, Blake 
(1920). 

Mahogany was first introduced into 
England by Sir Walter Raleigh when 
he, brought some of this reddish 
brown wood to show Queen Elizabeth. 
The Spanish explorers were quick to 
appreciate its splendid properties and 
its early importation and use in 


cabinetwork is attested by the 16th 
century date of some fine Spanish 
In England it 


Renaissance remains. 
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made very little headway due to the 
abundance of walnut and oak and to 
protect the home industry, a heavy 
tariff was imposed on mahogany. In 
1733 the heavy tariff was modified 
and it rapidly supplanted other wood 
in fine work, retaining its ascendancy 
for many years. 

The Cuban and San Domingan var- 
ieties were preferred, as these had a 
hard firm texture which neverthe- 
less carved well. Its original light 
color changed gradually to a deep 
rich lustrous tone, and the various 
figures, as crotch, rope mottle, fiddle- 
back, et cetera, stimulated the design- 
evs’ imaginations. Later, Mexican and 
South American mahoganies came in- 
t. the market, each with special 
characteristics. The African varieties 
were accepted as true mahogany in 
the later 19th century. They are 
lighter in weight and softer in tex- 
ture, with rarer appearances of the 
beautiful eccentric figures, but they 
have distinct features such as fine 
stripings and cross-fire markings 
which recommend them. Philippine 
trees as the tanguile and lauaan are 
not recognized as true mahogany al- 
though referred to as Philippine Ma- 
hogany. 

Mahogany is a wood of scattered 
growth rarely averaging more than 
a tree to an acre and in many pro- 
ducing districts not more than one 
tree to every two or three acres. Thus 
the term “Mahogany forest” applies 
tc a timber tract not completely com- 
posed of mahogany trees but con- 
taining an average of one or two 
trees to the acre. The establishment 
of a camp is one of the major con- 
siderations of the logger. He must 
ascertain. whether or not the tract is 
near a navigable river; whether the 
character of the terrain permits 
economical hauling which is still done 
by oxen; whether the banks of the 
river are high enough to contain its 
waters during flood periods and 
whether the distance down the river 
to the sea is short enough for the 
completion of the log drive before 
the dry season empties the stream. 

Whether in Mexico, Honduras, 
Nicaragua, South America or along 
the gold and ivory coasts in West 
Africa, the work of harvesting ma- 
hogany still depends upon individual 
initiative and hardihood of its har- 
vesters. There is still the difficult 
penetration of the jungle and navi- 
gation of torrential tropical streams; 
the need of adroit negotiation with 
local concessionaires; the necessity of 
shrewd barter with land owners, 
government agents and tribal chiefs 
and above all, the inexperienced man- 
agement of native labor. These ele- 
ments in the exploitation of mahog- 
any change but little from generation 
to generation. 

The identification of a piece of 
mahogany from a substitute after it 
is finished is difficult. The pores in 
mahogany are plainly visible in the 
unfinished state as fine longitudinal 
grooves, fairly uniform in size and 
evenly distributed. In the natural 
wood, dark amber deposits can be 
seen in the pores as a common char- 
acteristic of many species of the ma- 
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hogany family; the observer will find 
the rays inconspicuous except in truly 
quarter-sawed surfaces, appearing 
lighter or darker than backgrounds, 
depending on the light angle. 

An important quality of these 
woods is that they are highly lustrous. 
This means that any irregularity in 
the direction of the fibers such as 
cross grain or curly grain, shows up 
to good advantage and adds to the 
figure and design of the wood. These 
woods are usually cross grained; 
hence quarter-sawed lumber has a 
stripe or ribbon figure. Other types 
of figure such as mottle, fiddle back, 
curly and blister, occur only sporadi- 
cally and may be seen in finished fur- 
niture with the aid of a magnifying 
glass. 

One will find in true mahogany a 
mellowness, a grain that is firm and 
an ease in tooling. The weight is gen- 
erally medium. and has the strength 
required for uses to which it is ap-

plied. Many of the most delicate 
table and chair legs and stretchers 
have stood up under generations of 
hard service. 

Aronson says, “The American ma- 
hoganies were the first known. Queen 
Elizabeth was interested in the ma- 
hogany brought to her by Sir Walter 
Raleigh but did nothing about it. As 
a result no headway was made against 
the domestic oak and walnut until the 
18th century.” 

Mahogany, is less susceptible to 
shrinking and swelling than any other 
cabinet wood, rarely being affected 
by the changes of atmosphere and the 
different temperatures in the house. 
Insects that have riddled many fine 


museum pieces in other woods have 
by-passed mahogany, because of the 
high tannin content of the wood. This 
fact provides an insurance against 
termite. destruction, which in late 
years appears to have become a na- 
tional menace. 
_ Mahogany takes a fine surface that 
is firm and smooth; it thus forms an 
ideal base for a beautiful finish. The 
surfaces are not spongy or fuzzy and 
control of finishing materials on ma- 
hogany, therefore, offers no problem 
to the manufacturer in the finishing 
room. Mahogany, due to its tropical 
growth, has a depth of lustre unsur- 
passed by other wood. Instead of

In God We Trust 


The religious motto “In God We 
Trust” first appeared on the bronze 
1864 two-cent piece (coined 1864- 
1873). The two-cent piece is one of 
the plainest, yet one of the most ar- 
tistic coins we have, and when coin- 
boarded makes a beautiful exhibit. It 
only takes ten coins, as to dates, all 
from one Mint (Philadelphia), none 
with a prohibitive price, to form a 
complete set. There are two types of 
the 1864 date, large motto and small 
motto, but the size-difference is so 
small it is almost indiscernible and it 
is not necessary to have them both in 
an average type set. It should be the 
favorite of the obsolete coins as it 
has the distinction of initiating re- 
ligion to our coinage. The history of 
the now famous motto, In God We 
Trust, on our coinage is best told by 
a government ‘publication, 1928, in 
which is stated; ‘‘The religious motto, 
In God We Trust, first appeared on 
the coins of the country in 1864, and 
owes its presence there largely to the 
increased religious sentiment in the 
dreaded crisis of the Civil War. Hon. 
S. P, Chase, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, received a number of ap- 
peals from devout persons through- 
out the country suggesting and urging 
that the Deity be recognized suitably 
on our coins in a manner similar to 
that commonly found on the coins of 
other nations. Accordingly, on Nov- 
ember 30, 1861, Secretary Chase ad- 
dressed a letter to the Director of the 
Mint at Philadelphia, and with the 
statement of his reason that ‘no 
nation can be strong except in the 
strength of God, or safe except in His 
defense. The trust of our people in 
God should be declared on our na- 
tional coins,’ ordered, ‘You-will cause 
a device to be prepared without un- 
necessary delay with a motto express- 
ing in the fewest words possible this 
national recognition.’ Several forms 
intention

were suggested. Patterns for the 
half-dollar and half-eagle prepared in 
1862 have ‘God Our Trust,’ and a pat- 
tern for a bronze two-cent piece made 
in 1863 has the bust of Washington 
on the obverse and the legend ‘God 
And Our Country’; but the familiar 
form of the motto was finally decided 
upon, and it first appeared on a new 
two-cent piece in 1864. 


“Tippecanoe and Tyler Too” 

William Henry Harrison only held 
the presidency a few months, too 
short a time to stamp his executive 
ability, but so familiar had his name 
become on account of the “Tippe- 
canoe and Tyler too” political cam- 
paign that his picture appears on the 
old, (now obsolete), state bank notes 
of 113 banks, representing 16 states. 
Tyler only appears on three bank 
notes, one bank from each of three 
states. One of the Harrison bank 
notes was issued by the Tippecanoe 
Bank of Winnemac, Indiana. He must 
have been quite a favorite of Massa- 
chusetts as 84 banks of the state 
honored him on their notes.

Remember the Forgottens 

Big children make so much noise 
that the little ones sometimes are not 
seen, let alone heard. Outside of reg- 
ular collections little fairy Silver 
Trey, the diminutive silver three-cent 
piece, is an unknown, yet it is about 
the daintiest and prettiest little elf 
imaginable, so small yet so facially 
perfect. 

Another almost forgotten coin is the 
two-cent piece. It proved more orna- 
mental than useful, and in its early 
youth was relegated circulatingly to 
limbo. The two-cent piece is an 
artistic beauty, its designs blending 


perfectly. The coins are of handy 
size, of few dates, make a beautiful 
card display, moderately priced, and 
it is a reflection on the collectors and 
not the coins that they are neglected. 

Old Pariah, the trade dollar, is our 
most colorful coin, yet about the most 
forgotten one. Demonetized because 
of its failure to perform when sent 
to the Orient to freeze out the Mexi- 
can peso, it has been unable to live 
down its defeat. This colorful coin, 
with some dates of less than a thou- 
sand mintage, sixty years old, in 
proof condition selling for around 
only $5.00, not as much as some 
Bryan dollars, which are not coins, 
medals, or tokens, simply political 
canards. 

Some claim their unpopularity is 
because they are obsolete, “out of 
sight, out of mind,” but this does not 
hold water, for the half-cent is very 
popular, and the large three-cent 
piece and the twenty-cents are not 
negligible. Just a matter of taste, 
and the unpopulars will have to be 
Burbanked from spinach into some- 
thing more savory. 


Blue Money 


Richard Barry in his Mr. Rutledge 
of South Carolina tells of the use of 
indigo cubes being used for money in 
that state. In 1780 Rutledge issued 
an order that indigo should become a 
medium of exchange, and should be 
accepted in payment for public and 
private debts in the amount of one 
shilling. It came in cubes about half 
an inch square, and was worth about 
$2 per pound. Bullets had been used 
as money, but as the indigo cubes 
were backed by the state they soon 
out-ranked the bullets. So popular 
had the indigo cubes become they 
were used as a medium of exchange 
in remote settlements for many years 
after the state had withdrawn its sup- 
port of them.

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Random Remarks on Gold of Interest to Collectors 


Gold has been recognized by men 
and nations from the beginnings of 

civilization as a standard of value. 
The quest for gold has always been 
world wide. Trade balances between 
nations continue to be settled in gold. 
However, except in cases of extreme 
political unrest, modern nations do 
not move gold physically in any great 
quantity from one country to another. 
Adverse trade balances are handled 
as mere bookkeeping entries. The 
nations attempt to maintain adequate 
treasury gold to back their currencies 
and promote international confidence 
in their fiscal managements. Much 
of the gold stored at Fort Knox can 
be, and is, earmarked for “foreign 
account.” 


Despite the fact that individual 
citizens of member nations of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund may not 
legally possess gold in any form (col- 
lectors excluded, and certain other 
limited exceptions) the yellow metal 
continues to play a dominant part in 
world economics and remains a basis 
for credit among nations. That the 
United States dollar is readily accept- 
zble throughout the world is due 
largely to the fact that it is still 
backed by large gold reserves. 


Unlike most other commodities, 
gold has never suffered from over- 
production. In fact, history proves 
that prosperity and economic expan- 
sion invariably follow important dis- 
coveries of new gold. History further 
shows throughout the ages gold has 
tended to steadily increase in value. 
In the year 1300 A. D. an ounce of 
gold was worth eighteen (18) shill- 
ings sterling; today the price is two 
hundred fifty (250) shillings. As a 
result of war and political upheavals 
(together with loose fiscal manage- 
ment) the nations of the world have 
persistently accumulated debts so 
large as to defy payment by ordinary 
means of national revenue. Thus, in 
order to maintain nominal solvency 
it becames necessary to cheapen the 
value of money in terms of gold. This 
is known as currency devaluation. 
When the gold price rises in terms of 
currency, it becomes more profitable 
to produce; a greater incentive for 
exploration and discovery is estab- 
lished and, as gold output rises, the 
world is furnished with a means of 
increasing trade, expanding industry, 
and adding to the general prosperity.

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The long term rising trend in the 
price of gold refiects the persistent 
increase in the international demand 
for the metal. 


Today most Governments have con- 
fiscated the gold holdings of the citi- 
zen and have issued a managed paper 
currency in exchange. This condition 
is a definite threat to the freedom of 
the individual since it brings the 
value of his assets under direct gov- 
ernment control. Individual citizens 
all over the worid have, during the 
past seventeen years, seen the value 
of their managed paper currencies 
and savings decline while the inter- 
national price of gold has advanced. 
Ability to own gold assures the citi- 
zen financial independence from his 
government. During periods of gov- 
ernment extravagance and _ inflation- 
ary spending, the individual can pro- 
tect his personal assets and savings 
by, converting them into gold. When 
the individual’s action is multiplied 
many times by similar transactions 
of a large number of equally alarmed 
citizens, the government’s credit be- 
comes impaired, the purse strings are 
tightened and the fiscal experimenting 
is halted. Thus under conditions of 


free gold, the citizen becomes an 
actual director of governmental 
policies, rather than _ subject to 


bureaucracy and political expediency. 
It is apparent to more and more 
United States citizens, especially 
those who have been brought up with 
a regard for economy, that a bad 
bargain resulted when they unwilling- 
ly exchanged their gold for paper 
money. 

That a definite change is in the off- 
ing is evident. We believe the fixed 
price of gold at $35.00 an ounce to be 
most unrealistic. In 1939, the world’s 
monetary gold reserves were 759 mil- 
lion ounces and the proportion of new 
gold production to existing reserves 
was 4.6%. In 1949 monetary gold re- 
serves amounted to 978 million ounces 
with the ratio of new gold production 
to existing reserves only 2.4%. In 
short, the ratio of new gold to money 
has declined almost one-half in that 
ten year period. And the gap has still 
widened further. We know that an 
abnormal amount of gold mined in 
1950 went into “arts’ industry, and 
professions.” Beyond doubt much of 
this has found its way into private 
hoards (confirmed by news releases 
coming from France, Algiers, Greece

and other foreign nations). Pick’s 
World Currency Report estmates pri- 
vate gold hoards at $11.2 billion ‘and 
rising. It is evident that this very 
significant factor is mounting in na- 
tional and international importance. 
It is of grave concern to the economic 
planners who must, of necessity, deal 
with the situation. Today, the citi- 
zen who saves his money measures 
with misgiving the 2 to 2.9% he can 
get on government bonds with the 
average 5% per year shrinkage in 
the purchasing power of the dollar. 
Professor Sumner Schlichter, Harv- 
ard economist, has said there is a 
limit of tolerance on dollar deprecia- 
tion of perhaps 3 to 4% per annum. 
At 3%% compounded, the price level 
would double every 20 years, and the 
dollar would lose one-half its value. 
In October 1951, in accordance with 
a report published by the National 
City Bank of New York, all of the 
nations of the world with the excep- 
tion of Switzerland have seen their 
currencies’ shrink in purchasing 
power by more than 40% since 4939. 
Switzerland’s shrinkage was 39% %— 
that of the United States was 47%— 
in only twelve years. 

In this respect, Switzerland’s re- 
cent action (December 1951) in abol- 
ishing the 35 dollar fixed gold price 
is of paramount importance. Switzer- 
land’s currency is often referred to in 
international monetary circles as be- 
ing the “soundest money in_ the 
world.” In devaluating their franc 
in terms of gold, this stable, con- 
servative and solvent nation has 
served notice on the United States 
and other countries that in her opin- 
ion the United States price of $35 an 
ounce is no longer valid. The Swiss 
have accepted the higher European 
free market price, and because they 
have also let their money float free, 
have intimated they are prepared to 
aceent still higher gold prices. 

World indications and particularly 
high mining and production costs in 
Canada and South Africa, point to- 
ward an upward adjustment in the 
price of gold which may take place 
earlier than many expect. Collectors 
who are permitted (with certain re- 
strictions) to hold gold coins of nu- 
mismatic value are presently afforded 
a rare opportunity to add to their 
collections on a basis that should 
prove profitable over a reasonable 
time.

On the next rainy day, I’d like for 
my readers to spend some time in 
their attics, or other places, where 
they keep old items, discards, old let- 
ters, or boxes with old coins. Why 
not go through that old jewel box of 
your grandmother’s or other boxes 
where some old coins may be.

After all of these years many 
people still think that the only coins 
that are valuable are old battered 
pieces that originally were saved for 
some sentimental or other reason. 
Actually some of the coins of later 
date may be more valuable from a 
numismatic standpoint. A brand new 
piece saved because it was the first 
of a new design, a coin saved be- 
cause it was one’s birth date. Per- 
haps a trip of someone to the mint 
might have encouraged the saving of 
a whole roll of brand new coins of 
that year. There are innumerable 
reasons why such coins would be put 
away. They may be black with

An uncirculated roll of quarters 
any year during World War I would 
be worth an unbelievable sum today! 
Watch those gold pieces that some- 
one might have kept as a keepsake 
for some sentimental reason. A 
dollar gold piece dated 1926 with a 
D for Denver Mint directly over the 
date will bring you hundred dollars 
or more. You can get the same price 
for the same date with an S for San 
Francisco Mint, or for the 1924 with 
an S. 

Many people kept as a souvenir 
the Teddy Roosevelt $20 gold piece 
with the date — 1907 — in Roman 
numerals. (The coin with high re- 
lief, first of the new St. Gauden’s 
designed Twenties), and it is worth 
$65, if in extremely fine condition, 
and possibly more if uncirculated. 
Those aren’t all the coins that bring 
money like that, so start looking! 
If they’re gold pieces you faintly re- 
member, search your safety deposit 
box. If you’re not sure, write the Quiz 
Corner, c/o HOBBIES, and you'll 
know very quickly. 

Think of those first Mercury dimes. 
Then turn your eyes to the city of 
Denver and its environs. It is the 
year 1915. Someone must have gotten 
a few, or a roll perhaps, in uncircu- 
lated condition. Do you know 
what those 1916 Denver mint dimes 
in uncirculated condition bring today 
for one?

jpeaking to the Assay Commission 
at the United States Mint at Phila- 
de'phia on February 138th, Mrs. Ross 
po.nted out that they represented 


| one of the oldest and most dignified 
' institutions of the government. 


The 
Assay Commission was provided for, 
at the suggestion of Alexander Ham- 


 ilton, in the same statute that estab- 


lisaed the Mint on April 2, 1792. A 
conmission has assembled each year 
since that time. Its function is to 
mike tests of new coins, taken at 
random from the three coinage mints 
during the preceding year, to de- 
termine whether they conform in 
weight and fineness to legal require- 
ments. 

it took the Commission two days 
to complete its work. The members 
examined and tested the coins which 
were placed, through the year, in a 
“pyx box” — one silver coin from 
every delivery of 10,000 made at all 
the mints. The “pyx” or coin chest 
is so styled because a réceptacle for 
sample British coins was once kept 


| in the Chapel of the Pyx in West- 


minster Abbey, London. 

Under the 1792 law setting up the

fading and becoming flat with the 
passing years it takes on a richness 
and beauty of tone that has never 
been surpassed in any of the other 
woods. 

With all of its manufacturing’ and 
endurance qualities, mahogany offers, 
too, a wide range of grain and figure 
effects extending from plain wood to 
mottles, swirls and crotches. Many 
standard figures are available in 
quantity and the variety of unusual 
figures seems to be endless. 

All of these characteristics are 
responsible for making mahogany 
ideal for cabinet work. History has 
given us ample evidence of its use as 
the finest in structural and decorative 
woods for the wood-working trades. 
As previously stated it was exploited 
as early as the middle of the 17th 
century in England and America. It 
was a favorite wood in France dur- 
ing the Empire and Directoire per- 
iods and continued foremost in Eng- 
land throughout the 19th century. 

For a short time mahogany was 
superseded in popularity by the 
“Black Walnut Era” which extended 
from 1860 to 1880. However, cabinet- 
inakers continued to supply furniture 
of mahogany. 

As an example of the endurance of 
this wood, near Bridgetown, Barba- 
dos, British West Indies, at Black 
Hole, stands the all mahogany house, 
bleached by the elements for over 300 
years until it looks like pine from a 
distance.

cally hospitable, sent specially hand 
painted plates to represent their 
hotels. These plates are originals. 

Some of the hotels send plates of 
an historical significance which in- 
clude a separate “Head” collection 
of prominent men in our country: 
Mark Twain, Benjamin Franklin, 
Walt Whitman, Stonewall Jackson, 
George Washington, and Lord Balti- 
more are shown in this collection. 

Next year Mr. Hamilton expects to 
enlargé his collection by including 
all railroads, steamship lines, centen- 
nial church plates and plates from 
each college in the U. S. 

Some of the plates are valuable 
from an antique standpoint and 
definitely collectors’ items — plates 
from the old Red Lion Inn in Stock- 
bridge, Mass., date back nearly a half 
century. The one from the old Neil 
House in Columbus, Ohio, had been 
used in that hotel for a quarter of a 
century. 
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This celebrated literary book-club 
was instituted in Edinburgh in the 
year 1823, its object being the selec- 
tion and printing of rare and valu- 
able historical and literarv documents 
and works relating to Scottish affairs 
and antiquities. Many curious liter- 
ary gems, consisting of unique manu- 
scripts, chartularies of monastic and 
religious houses, early records, old 
Scottish poetry, memoirs, histories, 
diaries, letters, etc., together with 
other scarce literature relating to 
Scottish matters, were known to be 
hidden away in Scottish family 
charter-chests, private repositories, 
and libraries, ahich, if printed, would 
afford important and profitable in- 
formation on historical and other 
subjects, but, as then existing, were 
practically unattainable. 

Some years previously, the Rox- 
burghe Club had been formed in 
London, having the same objects in 
view, but its attention had been en- 
tirely confined to the printing of 
scarce old tracts or ballads relating 
to England; and a desire was fre- 
quently expressed by literary men 
for the formation of a similar club 
in Scotland. The prime mover. in 
originating this proposed club was 
Sir Walter Scott, who, at the period 
referred to, was the center of a cele- 
brated literary circle in Edinburgh. 
The leading members of this circle 
were well-known bibliophiles, who had 
devoted much time and attention to 
literary matters and book collecting. 


There were Thomas Thompson, 


advocate, the learned and constitu- 
tional antiquary; David Laing, the 
eminent Scottish archaeologist, who 
from the formation of the club to 
its close discharged the 


arduous

duties of honorary secretary; Robert 
Pitcairn, Henry Cockburn, John Clerk, 
Dr. John Lee, James Maidment, advo- 
cate, Robert Dundas of Arniston, 
Archibald Constable, Patrick Fraser 
Tyler, and many other bibliographers 
and scholars who rendered service in 
starting and promoting the new club. 

Considerable difficulty was at first 
experienced in the choice of a name 
for the club, and amongst those at 
first suggested was that of the Ab- 
botsford; but Sir Walter “most point- 
edly declined such a distinction.” In 
a letter written to Dr. Dibdin by Sir 
Walter Scott, two days previous to 
the inauguration of the club, the fol- 
lowing passage occurs: “It will not 
be uninteresting to you to know that 
a fraternity is about to be established 
here something on the plan of the 
Roxburghe Club, but having Scottish 
antiquities chiefly in view. It is to be 
called the Bannatyne Club, from the 
celebrated George Bannatyne, who 
compiled by far the greatest manu- 
script record of old Scottish poetry.” 

George Bannatyne, whose name 
was chosen for this the first literary 
book-club in Scotland, was born in 
the year 1545, his father being a 
writer in Edinburgh. George was en- 
gaged in mercantile business, and 
seems to have been an ardent admirer 
of old Scottish poetry. He even wrote 
verses himself; but his celebrated 
collection of ancient poetry is the 
work on which his fame rests, and 
for the inheritance of which his pos- 
terity ought ever to feel grateful. 
The circumstances under which the 
work was completed were somewhat 
remarkable. In September, 1568, the 
plague, which then occasionally vis- 
ited Scotland, broke out in Edinburgh, 
causing terror and alarm, and sweep- 
ing away large numbers of the popu- 
lation. Bannatyne, at this time only 
23 years of age, in order if possible 
to shun the plague, retired into se- 
clusion to await its departure, but 
whether in Edinburgh or elsewhere 


has not been ascertained. To utilize

The Evergreen, published in 1724; 
and Lord Hailes, also published a 


small volume containing some of its} 
treasures in 1770. Two years later} 


by the liberality of the third Lord 
Hyndford, it was finally deposited 
in the Advocates’ Library. The vol- 
umes have since been used by 
numerous compilers for the purpose 
of making extracts, and the whole 
has lately been carefully transcribed 
and printed for the members of the 
Hunterian Club, an institution formed 
in Glasgow several years ago. 

The Bannatyne Club was formed 
on February 15, 1823. Sir Walter 
Scott was its first president, and con- 
tinued to occupy that office till his 
death in 1832. Following the plan 
of the Roxburghe Club, the member. 
ship was limited to 31, with an annv- 
al subscription of four guineas. In 
course of time, however, applications 
for admission became so numerous 
that the number of members was 
gradually increased to 100, the sub- 
scription being raised to five guineas. 

It was arranged that the paper to 
be used for the books printed for the 
club should be made from _ private 
moulds, having an appropriate de- 
vise or water-mark, by which these 
works could be identified. 

The club pursued its labours till 
the year 1861, when it was brought

that little tractate of his, the Basi- 
likon Doron, not written for publica- 
tion (though surreptitiously laid hold 
of by the book-makers) but intended 
for the private guidance of his eldest 
son, Prince Henry, in that time heir 
to the throne.

Some forty odd competent men were 
set out from the universities and else- 
where for the work of the Bible re- 
vision. Yet they saw none of King 
James’ money, none from the royal 
exchequer; which indeed from the 
King’s disorderly extravagances, that 
helped nobody, was always lamentably 
low. The revisers got their rations, 
when they came together in con- 
ference, in Commons Hall, or where 
and when they could; and only at the 
last did some few of them who were 


engaged in the final work of proof- 
reading, get a stipend of some 30 
shillings a week from that fraternity 
of book-makers who were concerned 
with the printing and selling of the 
new Bible. 

When the business of revision actu- 
ally commenced it is hard to deter- 
mine accurately; but it was not till 
the year 1611, eight years after the 
Hampton Conference, that an edition 
was published by printer Barker 
(who, or whose company, was very 
zealous about the matter, it being a 
fat job for him) and so presently, 
under the name of King James’ ver- 
sion “appointed (by assemblage of 
Bishops) to be read in churches,” it 
came to be the great Bible of the 
English speaking world, then, and to 
the present time. 

And now, who were the forty men 
who dealt so wisely and sparingly

The author writes both .as literary 
biographer and social historian. Using 
Plutarch’s technique of comparison 
and interpretation, he gives a new 
importance to two of our most in- 
fluential authors, showing where they 
failed or succeeded, and sometimes 
why. He supplies a broad critical 


' foundation for the general reader who 





would not go through all of Mark 
Twain unless for exercise, and can- 
not read all of Henry James unless 
he is gifted with patience and the 
love of toil. 

For Mark Twain and Henry James 
are ideal representatives of the two 
great opposing forces in the Ameri- 
can character, and Mr. Canby is an 
ideal man to write about them. His 
comprehensive knowledge of Ameri- 
can literature has enabled him to 
grasp the broader pattern formed by 
the work of these two men, and in 
their parallel biography he has con- 
ceived a bold and original book. 

More than is generally realized, 
Clemens and James, though utterly 
different in background and outlook, 
were asking the same questions at 
the same time about the make-up of 
the American personality. One found 
his answers in the growing assurance 
and independence of the West; the 
other in an Eastern movement toward 
enrichment from older civilizations. 
Together they form a remarkable por- 
trait of the maturing American. 

The author rightly says that the 
focus of Huckleberry Finn is always 
the river, and its theme also is free- 
dom, but in a dramatic counterpoint, 
Huck, who runs away himself to be 
free, encounters a runaway slave for

whom freedom is a crime against the 
morals of Hannibal. “Tom Sawyer,” 
Dr. Canby states, “is a miniature, 
sharp and vivid; Huckleberry Finn 
is a mural with an epic rhythm.” 

It is weil pointed out that Pap 
Finn, Huck’s father, has never been 
sufficiently appreciated: “my favorite 
character next to the boys and 
Colonel Sellers in all of Mark Twain. 
He is as good as the best of Dickens, 
and, of the humorous kind, as the 
best of Shakespeare—a backwoods 
Pistol, a poor-white Falstaff.” 

And Dr. Canby shrewdly comments, 
“Mark’s art, such as it was, and at 
its best it is a great art, is essentially 
oral. He was not only a born story- 
teller and wise-cracker, but he early 
learned how to transfer to the writ- 
ten word the overtones, the color (to 
mix my figure) of conversation, how 
to select the words which lift narra- 
tive, no matter how rapid, above a 
mere record of events. Few novelists 
achieve this excessively difficult tran- 
substantiation.” And Henry James 
is quoted as agreeing with this in the 
preface to The Golden Bowl when he 
says that any literature whose high- 
est bid is addressed to the imagina- 
tion must lend itself to viva-voce 
treatment: “It then infallibly, and not 
less beautifully, most responds.” 


“Mark’s English is superb, his 
taste in diction impeccable,” the 
author tells us. “He boasted of it, 
and he was right. . . . He writes bet- 


ter English than Henry James, both 
by word and by rhythm, though with 
far less assistance from a flowing 
vocabulary. He would, I think, have 
been incapable of using aggravated 
where he means irritated, as James 
does' too often. His cello is a better 
instrument than James’ violin, though 
realms of expression were admittedly 
closed to it.” 

Pudd’nhead Wilson is described as 
an unjustly neglected book, for it con- 
tains the one real female character 
created by Mark Twain, the Negro 
slave woman, Roxana, “a bitter, frus- 
trated heroine who makes Uncle Tom 
seem the synthetic fiction of a senti- 
mental moralist that he is. She is 
the somber, foredoomed contrast to 
Huck’s childish, lovable Jim, whose 
racial loss of physical freedom is far 
less terrible than her racial fate. She 
is a great actress playing a great part 
in the enduring drama of the black 
and the white in America.” 

Mark Twain and Henry James con- 
not be ‘placed in such general cate- 
gories as the labored and the fluent: 
“If either man was fluent it was the 
infinitely plodding James, and_ if 
either man left rewritings and cor- 
rections of his works, it was the sup- 
posedly so spontaneous Mark Twain.” 

This scholarly, stimulating and ori- 
ginal book with its tolerant, discrimi- 
nating, yet enthusiastic approach 
shouid increase the followers of these 
two American classics.

The Ragman Rolls (a term of un- 
certain origin) are the rolls or records 
of homage done by the Scottish nobil- 
ity to King Edward I in 1296. This 
volume has been transcribed from the 
original records and documents pre- 
served in the chapter-house at West- 
minster and are in the Tower of 
London, and contains the largest and 
most authentic information of the 
nobility, barons, landholders’ and 
burgesses, as well as the clergy, 
prior to the 15th century. 

The Discoverie and Historie of the 
Gold Mynes in Scotland, 1619, a most 
singular work, furnishes a complete 
and instructive history of the mining 
schemes which agitated the whole 
of Scotland in the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies. 

The Black Book of Taymouth is a 
reproduction of a curious genealogical 
story compiled in 1598 by William 
Bowie, and dedicated to Sir Duncan 
together with bonds of inventories, 
extracts from courtbooks, muster 
rolls and original letters from the 
year 1570 to 1619. 

Pitcairn’s Criminal Trials, a_ re- 
markable work, was compiled from 
original and ancient records and man- 
uscripts, embracing an extraordinary 
variety of cases which engaged the 
attention of the Scottish tribunals 
from 1488 to 1624. These are illus- 
trated by valuable historical notes 
and reveal many curious pictures of 
the national customs, habits and 
superstitions of bygone times. 

The Darien Papers, being a selec- 
tion of original letters and official 
documents relating to the establish- 
ment of a colony at Darien by the 
Company of Scotland trading to 
Africa and the Indies 1695 — 1700. 
The work contains a plan of the har- 
bour at the Isthmus of Darien, and 
facsimile of signatures, etc. 

Collection of Ancient Scottish 
Prophecies, in alliterative verse, a 
remarkably curious work, was _ re- 
printed from the rare edition of 1603.

Lord Cockburn took a lively inter- 
est in the Bannatyne Club from its 
beginning; and in his_ interesting 
Memorials of His Time, under Date 
of December 1832, thus writes re- 
garding it: “It has now one hundred 
members paying five guineas yearly, 
many of them having besides con- 
tributed costly volumes; and there is 
as much canvassing for admission in- 
to it as for a return to parliament.” 

It may be mentioned that complete 
sets of the books are now almost 
unobtainable. Only small numbers of 
the earlier issues were printed to 
supply the then limited membership, 
and these seldom occur for sale ex- 
cept when some well known library 
is dispersed. Some of the public 
libraries, however, have managed to 
acquire sets more or less complete.

The only American ever honored 
by having his bust placed in the 
Poet’s Corner of Westminster Abbey, 
Longfellow was — and perhaps still 
is — the most beloved of the world’s 
poets. His simple, “heartfelt lays” 
have been translated into nearly 
every language and his popularity 
has waned little in the seventy years 
since his death. A man of unbounded 
generosity and good nature, Longfel- 
low never refused a request for his 
autograph. “If I didn’t send it,” he 
explained, “some little boy or girl 
might watch for the postman day 
after day and be disappointed.” 


The gentleness and warmth of 
Longfellow’s personality is reflected 
in his correspondence, the most 
abundant of any major American 
author. Although his early quarto 
letters are extremely scarce and 
rather costly ($380 up), the letters he 
penned during the last thirty years 
of his long life are easily available 
for a few dollars each. For as little 
as $10 or $15 one may have a three 
cr four page letter dated during the 
1860’s or ’70’s. Of course, if the con- 
tents are unusually interesting, the 
price may double or even treble, but 
such letters are a distinct exception. 


Living in a leisurely age when cor- 
respondence was still an art, Long- 
fellow was addicted to lengthy let- 
ters and most of his communications 
average three or four pages. One 
page letters of the poet are rare, for 
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he seemea unable to compress his 
message into a single page. His daily 
stint at the desk must have occupied 
several hours at least, and no letter 
to bim went unanswered. His calli- 
graphy was very distinctive, for he 
often broke the individual letters of 
a word into separate strokes, some- 
times such minute strokes that they 
appear as nothing more than a series 
of dots. In his later years he em- 
ployed ink of a washed-out brown 
color and thus his letters, even when 
perfectly preserved, seem. to have 
faded. 

Longfellow’s geniality is expressed 
in this letter of advice, obviously 
perned in reply to a request for

Edgar Allan 
Poe, the shadow-boxer of American 
critics, was forever harping on Long- 
fellow’s “plagiarism,” yet Long- 


‘fellow took Poe’s vilification calmly, 





almost dispassionately. Once when 
Poe declared that Longfellow had 
cribbed a poem direct from the Ger- 
man and published it as his own, 
Longfellow mildly answered (as was 
the case) that Mr. Poe’s conclusion 
was hasty. since the German poem 
was actually a translation from Long- 
fellow’s verses. Few authors would 
reply so temperately as did the kind- 
ly poet in this letter to a German 
critie who not onlv hinted at plagi- 
arism but was even unfamiliar with 
Longfellow’s famous prose works:

“As read your remarks I thonght 
you now and then perhaps a little hyper- 
critical in tracing out resemblances, or 
in emphasizing them too strongly; but 
the whole tone of the article is so sym- 
pathetic that I will not complain of this. 

“One trivial error I wish to point out. 
It is where you say, that I have written 
nothing in prose. This is a mistake: for 
there are three books of mine in prose: 
“Outre-Mer,’’ ‘‘Hyperion’’ and Kavanah.” 
This is not of much importance, but 
notice in passing.

Like his famous contemporaries, 
Longfellow was bombarded with re- 
quests for his “autograph and a senti- 
ment,” and he frequently obliged by 
quoting four or five lines from one 
of his famous poems. The first verse 
of “Excelsior,” to judge from the fre- 
quency with which it crops up in 
dealer’s catalogs, was a favorite for 
this purpose. Other quotations at his 
fingertips (for oddly enough Long- 
fellow could never learn from mem- 
ory his celebrated lines known to 
every schoolboy!) were brief ex- 
cerpts beginning, “The day is done 
and the darkness,” “Bear a lily in thy 
hand,” and “Lives of great men all 
remind us.” These signed excerpts 
in Longfellow’s hand, precious relics 
cf the famous poet, are frequently 
offered for $10 to $20 each and may 
be obtained without difficulty, for the 
poet wrote out hundreds of them dur- 
ing his long career. 

Despite the plenitude of such quota- 
tions, complete poems in Longfellow’s 
hand are very rare and usually fetch 
high prices. The first stanza of “Ex- 
celsior,” written out and signed by 
the poet, is valued at about $15, but 
three years ago a complete transcript 
of the poem was sold at auction for 
$310! 

Although Longfellow’s reputation 
as a poet has suffered several ups- 
and-downs during the past fifty 
years, it is now evident that his 
achievements are of permanent value. 
He is as firmly entrenched in the 
hearts of his countrymen as Lincoln. 
It is probable that his letters and 
manuscripts will continue to increase 
in value and interest, and collectors 
of literary autographs would do well 
to procure Longfellow items now, 
while the price is still very reason- 
able.

LETTERS AND MANUSCRIPTS 
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THE CHEROKEE NATION 


You may look through any history 
of America, and search its pages from 
cover to cover, and you will find no 
story more dramatic or pathetic than 
that of the Cherokees. 

The first of the primitive Indian 
nations to take the white man’s road, 
the Cherokees by sheer courage and 
intellect achieved an honored place 
among the civilized communities of 
America, and then were ruthlessly 
robbed of their possessions, evicted at 
bayonet-point from their homes, and 
started down the long “trail of tears” 
from Georgia to Oklahoma. There 
they rebuilt their civilization and suc- 
cessfully created a political organiza- 
tion modeled after that of the United 
States government. 

Long before De Soto cut a swath of 
pillage and cruelty through the South, 
leaving behind him thousands of dead 
and maimed Indians, the Cherokees 
were living in a well-developed though 
primitive culture in the lower Ap- 
palachian region. But it was not until 
shortly after the Revolution, in which 
many of them served with the British, 
that the Cherokees heeded the words 
of white missionaries. 

Once intreduced to the white man’s 
ways, their progress was almost un- 
believably rapid. They planted cotton, 
purchased slaves, raised live stock, 
sunk mines, built roads, constructed 
schools and churches, and even drew 
up a formal legal code for the guid- 
ance of their nation. From an un- 
published letter in my possession, 
written from Mayville by the early 
American missionary, Gideon Black- 
burn, it is clear that as early as 1809 
the Cherokees had achieved remark- 
able success in emulating the white 
man: 

“On the 10th instant I returned 
from a tour of 12 weeks partly 
through the Cherokee nation and 
partly through the frontiers of the 
white settlements. The first part of 
my tour laid through the nation in 
which I was called to examine a 
species of Cherokee improvement be- 
fore unknown—the laying out and ex- 
tending a waggon road through part 
of their nation for the distance of 60 
miles without the assistance of a

white man and crossing two consider- 
able mountains with incredible labour. 
While in the examination of the road 
I was accompanyed by two gentlemen 
of information and respectability and 
on passing one of the mountains one 
mile and three quarters across, it was 
asked how much this part of the road 
could have been undertaken for, sup- 
posing it had laid in the white settle- 
ments where provisions and hands 
were plenty. It was agreed that from 
2,000 to 2,500 dollars would have been 
as low as possible to have executed as 
well as they had done. The task 
would have been Herculean even 
amongst the whites. Part of the 
mountain was literally dug down and 
rocks from 10 to 30 tons removed, 
they not understanding the art of 
blowing. All this was done by the 
national ardor to increase the wealth 
of the nation by travellers from the 
State of Georgia to West Tennessee 
and gives an opportunity for them to 
erect stands on the way for the ac- 
comodation of the passengers. 

“The desire for wealth, the enlarge- 
ment of design, the knowledge and 
patience of labour are clearly viewed 
from this circumstance. From the 
surplus of their cattle in the year 
they have sold market upwards of 700 
beeves and of their hogs greatly ad- 
vanced of a thousand. Their well 
cultivated farms are numerous, their 
corn abundant, and other vegetables 
sufficient for family use. They have 
several good grist mills. Yet, my 
dear friend, notwithstanding all this 
improvement the government [of the 
United States] will still be proposing 
purchases of lands. Instead of this 


they ought to take them in their arms, 





give individual deeds for their lands, 
and thus open upon them the bless- 
ings of citizenship and eventually 
religious instruction.” 

In the same year that this letter 
was written, an obscure Cherokee 
named Sequoyah, who knew not a 
single word of English, began experi- 
menting with “talking leaves.” He 
hoped to devise a sort of alphabet by 
which the Cherokees could commun- 
icate on paper. It seemed a rather 
hopeless undertaking for an illiterate 
Indian, since missionaries had been 
trying for many years without success 


to work out an effective system forf 
writing Cherokee. After several false f 
in which he attempted tof 


starts, 
create a letter for every word in his 
native language, Sequoyah succeeded 
in devising a perfect syllabary con- 
sisting of 85 symbols by which it was 
possible to write every word known to 
the Cherokees. It is said that 
Sequoyah took the letters of his sy]- 
labary from an old English spelling 
book, but since he had no idea of what 
the letters meant, he used them side- 
ways, upside down, and even with ad- 
ditional curlicues. 

Sequoyah’s invention, perhaps the 
greatest intellectual feat ever per- 
formed by an Indian, made it possible 
for an illiterate Cherokee to learn to 
read and write in three days. Sup- 
pose, for example, that we were to 
translate the English spoken words, 
“T see you are a busy bee,” into 
an English syllabary similar to that 
devised in Cherokee by Sequoyah. 
It would be written thus: 

“TCURA BZ B:’ 
No written language could be simpler! 

In 1821, Sequoyah’s syllabary was 
officially approved by the Cherokees, 
and within the short space of a few 
years thousands had learned to read 
and write their language. In 1828, 
the first Indian newspaper, printed in 
English and Cherokee, was founded at 
New Echota, Georgia, under the bril- 
liant editorship of the young Cherokee, 
Elias Boudinott. No complete file of 
this famous newspaper, the Cherokee 
Phoenix is known to exist, but the 
Bristish Museum has the most nearly 
complete collection. 
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‘waits to the throne of grace. 
‘my dear Sir, that yourself and all 
ithe good people in Petersburg will 
‘still bear our calamities in mind, and 
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As the Cherokees increased in cul- 
ture and wealth, the people of Georgia 
grew more and more eager to seize 
the valuable Cherokee lands. By 
1833, the situation was critical, and it 
appeared fairly certain that the In- 
dians would be stripped of their pos- 
sessions, legally or not, peaceably if 
possible but by force if necessary. In 
October, 1833, in reply to a request 
for curios from a white friend, the 
Cherokee preacher and leader, Ste- 
phen Foreman, wrote from New 
Echota this pathetic letter, now in my 
coll-ction : 

“Your letter of August 26 was very 
glaily received. The marks of love 
anc good feelings towards myself and 
my much afflicted country men which 
all your communications breathe, al- 
wa:s gladens and affects my heart. 
We need the prayers and sympathies 


jof -he people of God to enable us to 


bea. with patience our many trials 


‘which we are at present called to en- 
dure. 


I know that God is able to 
pro-ect us, and to speak comfortably 


"to us in our deepest afflictions; and I 


am fully persuaded that he will do it, 


\anc will not suffer the enemy of souls, 


and the wicked to triumph over his 


‘cause and crush his people to the 
searth; but when I see and feel that 
‘we are remembered .by the people of 


Go in various parts of the United 
States, it is more than I can bear; 


‘like Joseph I wish for some secret 
‘spot to give vent to my feelings, to 


bless God that he has put it into the 
hearts of some to sympathise with us 
in our afflictions, and to convey our 
I hope, 


wil! constantly intercede in our be- 
half. For I can assure you that every 
indication of sympathy for us lightens 
our afflictions, and seems to drive back 


‘those dark clouds which hang over 


our land, ready to pour their con- 
tents upon our heads. 

“Your request that I should make 
a collection of some curiosities was 
very seasonable, and so far as I am 
able shall be attended to with the ut- 
most cheerfulness. It is not likely I 
shall be able to furnish you with all 
the things you specify, but I shall 
endeavour to supply you with as many 
as I can. I say your request was 
seasonable, because I was just think- 
ing of making such a collection for 
my own benefit. I have been very 
closely confined to my studies until 
very recently, when I was (all un- 
worthy as I am) licensed to preach 
the Gospel. I expect now if life and 


health be spared, to spend most of my 


time during the insuing winter in rid- 
ing through the nation.” 


Foreman’s hope that his people 
would be spared the horror of a re- 
moval was not to be realized. In 
1835, a small group of Cherokees led 
by Chief John Ridge and Elias 
Boudinott signed the Treaty of New 
Echota by which they committed the 
tribe to relinquish its lands in 
Georgia. Despite the fact that they 
had acted without the authority of 
their nation, and despite protests to 
the Federal Government from the 
great Cherokee chief John Ross, the 
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Indians were brutally driven from 
their homes, their property was con- 
fiscated, and they were started down 
the infamous trail of tears during 
which nearly one-third of the tribe 
perished from hunger or exposure. 
Four years later, Ridge and Boudinott, 
who had signed the Treaty of New 
Echota in the sincere hope of getting 
better terms for their people, were 
murdered by the followers of John 
Ross. 

The Cherokees in North Carolina, 
meanwhile, were being subjected to 
constant indignities from their white 
neighbors. In 1836, the North Car- 
olina legislature appointed a com- 
mittee to inquire into the Cherokee 
complaints, but like similar com- 
mittees, its action was dilatory. On 
April 8, 1837, the Cherokee chief, 
Tobias S. Ross, wrote to Elisha R. 





Potter this moving plea, published 
here for the first time: 

“Honoured Sir, We are under the 
necessity of informing your Honour, 
that we are quite impatient, waiting 
for the committee to meet and do 
something for us, as we have dis- 
asters and encroachments on every 
side, occasioned by both white and 
black, and we are at a loss what to 
do, as we are under the guardian care 
of the Honourable General Assembly, 
who appointed your Honours to come 
and make an investigation into our 
affairs last June session, which if it 
had been done to our wishes it would 
have saved us cost, trouble, and money 
to help seport our paupers with. But 
as it happened you have not met as 
yet, we flatter our selves that you will 
attend to it soon. We wish you to 
meet if it is possible next week with- 
out fail. If you do not meet we shall 
unavoidably suffer loss. Some is a 
trying to break leases, which is actu- 
ally contrary to the form of our laws 
and regulations, and also, some will 
take a lease of one persons land and 
go on another persons land and cut 
wood and timber and carry it off, and 
they destroy a deal of young stuff by 
so doing. We cannot prevent it with- 
out having a lawsuit, which wili im- 
barris us very much, and that we do 
not wish. We are’poor enough now. 
Do I pray your Honours to harken to 
the cries of the distressed, and if it is 
in your power, relieve us soon. Mr. 
Hazard will attend when you are 
ready. There is some of the white 
people that does not want the com- 
mittee to come at all. It is for fear 
they will be exposed.

I am unable to learn what action, if 
any, was taken by the committee; but 
unless they were markedly different 
from most white committees, they 
probably contributed little help to the 
distressed Indians. 

While the Cherokees in North Car- 
olina were struggling to preserve 
their property rights, the displaced 
Cherokees who had survived the trail 
of tears and reached Oklahoma cour- 
ageously set about rebuilding their 
civilization. Although divided mainly 
into two hostile factions—those who 
had favored and those who had op- 
posed the removal from Georgia—they 
were successful in retaining and even 
adding to their earlier culture. They 
devised a public schoo] system where 
English was taught, and in 1851, 
opened two seminaries to Cherokee 
students. 

When the Civil War broke out in 
1861, the slave-owning Cherokees sup- 
ported the Confederate cause, while 
the anti-slavery faction stayed with 
the Union. Elias P. Boudinott, son of 
the famous editor of the Cherokee 
Phoenix, was sent as Cherokee dele- 
gate to the Confederate Congress, and 
Chief Stand Watie was appointed 
brigadier general in the Confederate 
army. The evil fortune that had 
dogged the Cherokees did not abate. 
Oklahoma became a bloody battle 
ground and was overrun and ravaged 
by both Confederate and Union forces. 

Emerging from the Civil War a 
despoiled and prostrate nation, the 
Cherokees again bravely commenced 
reconstruction. Vast strides were 
made under the skilled leadership of 
John Ross, D, W. Bushyhead and 
other noted chiefs. By 1889, the 
Cherokee Nation was once more a 
thriving community, but the Indians 
were sharply split over the American 
plan of dividing their tribal lands “in 
severalty,” giving to each Cherokee a 
plot of land as his own permanent 
property. Eventually, and under 
pressure, the Cherokees agreed to the 
division of their communal lands. 

That this division did not proceed 
smoothly may be seen from Cherokee 
Senate Bill Number 14, dated De- 
cember 6, 1902, and signed by Princi- 
pal Chief T. M. Buffington and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, who as President of 
the United States approved or disap- 
proved all acts of the Cherokee Coun- 
cil. Senate Bill Number 14 called for 
an appropriation of $250.00 for the 
pay of two expert accountants—one 
American and one Cherokee— to in- 
vestigate the records and books of T. 
A. Chandler, town-site commissioner 
of the Cherokee Nation. Attached to 
this Act is a letter of Principal Chief 
W. C. Rogers, written from the Ex- 
ecutive Department, Tahlequah, and 
dated November 30, 1903: 

“To The Honorable, The National 
Council :— 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully call your attention 
by the Act of the National Council, 
approved December 6th, 1902, en-

titled, “An Act providing for the ap- 
pointment of an accountant to settle 
with the late Town-Site Commis- 
sioner, T. A. Chandler,” and the fact 
that the investigation provided for in 
the act has not been had for the rea- 
son of the insufficiency of the funds 
to do the work necessary to a thorough 
investigation of the subject. 


“That the investigation should be 
had I am convinced and recommend 
that such an additional appropriation 
that in your judgment, would meet 
the necessary expenses of a thorough 
and complete showing of the sales, 
receipts, disbursements, payments and 
other official acts of the Town-Site 
Commissioner; and such an investiga- 
tion, in my judgment, would relieve 
the Cherokees from years of costly 
litigation in the future. 


Respectfully, 
. C. Rogers 
Principal Chief.” 


The National Council apparently took 
action upon receipt of Chief Rogers’ 
letter, and the Act was amended to 
increase the appropriation from 
$250.00 to $500.00—a sufficient sum 
for the services of two expert ac- 
countants. 


In the spring of 1889, a section of 
the Oklahoma Territory which had 
been purchased from the Indians was 
thrown open to white settlement. On 
April 22, at the starting signal of a 
gun shot, thousands of white immi- 
grants—afoot, on horseback, in wag- 
ons—raced, scrambled, clawed, fought, 
struggled, and pushed across the 
border to stake out the best claims. 
It was a disgusting exhibition of the 
white man’s avarice, and a Shawnee 
who witnessed this spectacle said 
later: “It makes me wonder if 
civilized people could not learn some- 
thing from their Indian brothers— 
self-control.” 


The last sessions of the Cherokee 
National Council, officially dissolved 
by the Federal Government on March 
8, 1906, were occupied largely in set- 
tlement of land disputes. From the 
documents of this period, we can get 
a clear picture of the governmental 
organization of the Cherokees. The 
National Council consisted of two 
chambers, a Senate and a Council. 
There were two senators from each 
of nine districts, and the Council 
members, like our representatives, 
were chosen according to population 
from each district. The Coowees-

search for new additions for his 
personal and customers’ collections. 
Dealers as well as_ his private 
customers deluge him when he gets 
a new collection and hunters seek his 
assistance and council when they go 
to upper New York State during the 
hunting season. Most of his antique 
arms, for which he is noted, are long 
ones. But one will usually find many 
oddities in the short arms; yet in the 
modern line, he has both. 

Some years ago I decided to spend 
my week ends in upper New York 
and so my wife and I choose a place 
between Kingston and Woodstock;

In 
Dick’s personal collection are many 
items you’d give your thumb for, but 
they’re just not for sale. This is 
most unusual as most dealer-collec- 
tors can be tempted with money. 
Which reminds me of the remark 
made by Milton Berle, the comedian, 
when he said, “Meat is so expensive, 
I’m just going to eat money now” 
and that almost goes for guns, too.

one of the state’s most historical 
spots and it is one place that the 
tourist should not overlook. I have 
photographed it from one end to the 
other. 

The “Senate House” is so called 
because it is the place where the first 
Senate met under the leadership of 
its first Governor, George Clinton, 
who was elected to that office in 
777. The Senate House Museum was 
built in 1927. It is one hundred feet 
from the Senate House. It houses 
much historical material from Kings- 
ton and nearby towns. 

When I first went to the museum, 
I became particularly interested in

Senate of the State of New York met in 
1777 after the city of Kingston was burned 
by the British; a fiendish act performed by 
General Vaughan on October 16th, 1777. 
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the collection of arms, uniforms, 
powder horns, flasks and many other 
such items. I talked to Mrs. Hilton, 
who was then in charge, and made 
suggestions for re-arrangements of 
the displays. She listened intently and 
asked me to return soon to talk to 
her superior, Mrs. Terwilliger, who 
asked if I would write to Dr. Albert 
B. Corey and make suggestions re- 
garding this matter. I did and in my 
suggestions mentioned my _ friend 
Dick Short with the result that the 
appointment was made. Dick has 
been busy setting up the exhibits a- 
new so that they will be enjoyed by 
collector as well as tourist. 

Dick Short was born in Woodstock, 
ard so were his ancestors. A marker, 
a little distance down the road from 
Woodstock bears this inscription: 

Settlers captured 
June 18, 1780 , 
Near this spot, Peter Short and 
Peter Miller were captured by 
Tories disguised as Indians and 
taken to Canada. 
It is said that from all accounts both 
men got back OK. The Shorts first 
settled in what is now Woodstock in 
pre-revolutionary war days and the 
family has lived there ever since. 

Like most of us, Dick started col- 
lecting as a boy, when he found three 
long muskets in the attic of his home. 
Those three muskets started a search 
for others, and he collected every- 
thing and anything. Then one day he 
decided to confine his collection ‘to 
short arms only. Now it is American 
short arms exclusively, of the better 
type, both antique and modern. He 
started in dealing in arms in 1930 
and has been at it ever since. He is 


- known from California to New York 
' and from Mexico to Canada; he 


travels everywhere and I’m frankly 


| jealous; he spends his winters in Ari- 
zona and California. 
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We had recent occasion to visit the 
H. K. White Military Supply House, 
3 Water Street, (about two blocks 
from the Battery) New York City. 
Anyone who thinks he’s had trouble 
finding places in Manhattan should 
try this one which is an old building 
probably dating back to the Great Re- 
bellion. However since the street is 
but one block long, we found the build- 
ing without the inevitable “long and 
forced marches.” 


After opening a rickety door and 
climbing equally rickety stairs we 
found ourselves on the second floor 
of the old, dusty, but most certainly 
orderly store which was the out- 
growth of the business established by 
Henry Kirke White two years before 
Francis Bannerman started selling 
goods, shortly after the beginning of 
the Civil War. Mr. White, the son of 
Henry, greeted us and immediately 
began to give us assistance, in our 
quest for a Model 1864 Springfield 
Rifle in shooting condition. Once 
hundreds of thousands of these were 
available, but today few are for sale. 
Our purchase turned out as a satis- 
factory, but assembled piece. 


We learned from Mr. White that 
his father, Henry Kirke White, en- 
listed in the Union Army, was made 
a corporal, and took part in the first 
Battle of Manassas. Returning from 
this he attempted to raise a company

in order to gain a captaincy for him- 
self, but was unsuccessful despite 
help from friends in high places, in- 
cluding such as Brigadier General 
Hartley of MHartley-Graham fame. 
Transferring to the Quartermaster’s 
Corps he became discouraged, and 
feeling that he could be of more 
service to his country outside than in 
the service, left it and went to Eu- 
rope as a purchasing agent for the 
Union Forces. 

With the termination of the war 
he, like his good friend Francis Ban- 
nerman, became a dealer in used mil- 
itary goods with his first store on 
Broadway. In the years following he 
sold back to European countries many 
of the weapons purchased there dur- 
ing the Civil War. In 1866 he sold 
39,000 Springfield barrels in Prussia 
alone for use in making cheap sport- 
ing rifles and he made similar sales 
in other countries during their periods 
of differences. Later, because of 
mounting rents on Broadway he 
moved to the present Water Street 
address. 

As the elder White got on in 
he persuaded his son . join cher hes 
iness, though he did so with reser- 
vations and reluctance at the time. 
Henry Kirke White died 21 years 
ago and the business has been run ex- 
clusively by his son since. 

Three things struck us most signifi- 
cantly during our visit: the owner 
has enjoyed and is still enjoying his 
associations with old weapons and 
the people interested in them; he 
particularly knows Civil War mater- 
ial; despite the shortage of certain 
items such as specific models there 
is still a tremendous quantity of top 
grade, first-class condition material 
available for the collector and shoot- 
er. I think it will pay every gun col- 
lecting visitor to New York to stop 
in at this less well-known “counter- 
part” of Bannerman Sons. Stores 
such as these two will soon be a 
thing of the past and present-day col- 
lectors should take advantage of 
what will some day be a lost oppor- 
tunity.

Just for the record, an espaliered 
tree is one which has been trained to 
grow in only two dimensions, and has 
a formal shape and a given number 


espaliered apple 


of branches. During the late Middle 
Ages, espaliering was a popular and 
practical method of getting depend- 
able fruit harvests in chilly climates 
and limited areas. Such trees grew 
in many European monastaries— 
buildings much like The Cloisters, 
The Metropolitan Museum of Art’s 
uptown branch in Fort Tryon Park 
devoted to medieval art. 

Although espaliered trees may still 
be found in backyards throughout 
Europe, where the everyday problem 
of getting the best crop is the first 
consideration, espaliering has become 
largely decorative in America and is 
little used.

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THE RARE EARTHS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


The “rare earths” are not earths 
and some of them are not even rare. 
Cerium, for instance is more abundant 
than either silver or tungsten. Actu- 

ally they are a little understood group 
o! metals that contains one fifth of all 
tle known elements. The reason they 
hive been so neglected is the great 
difficulty of separating them from 
e:ch other because of their peculiar 
a‘omic structure. In each of these 
elements the outer electrons occupy 
eactly the same place so the chemi- 
c:| properties are practically identi- 
el. It is true that they vary from 
o.e to another in the total number 
o electrons present but the differ- 
eice is in the inner shells which take 
n> part in chemical action. 


These peculiar elements have now 
b come relatively abundant as fission 
p oducts of uranium and new methods 
— made it possible to separate them 
b. other than chemical means, so in- 
tc rest in their possible uses is in- 
c: easing. 


The commonest rare earth element 
is cerium, number 58, which was dis- 
covered in 1803 and has been used in 
iidustry for a long time. 


Cerium is a soft and ductile metal 
of a grayish color that melts at a 
little over 1,400 degrees F. Small 
particles catch fire readily and burn 
with a brilliant light, so the metal 
is used in so-called flints for lighting 
cigarettes and other fires. 


A peculiarity of cerium metal is 
the fact that it can exist in a number 
of forms. In one of these, which is 
formed when the metal is exposed to 
an extremely low temperature or is 
placed under high pressure, the 
metal shrinks 18 per cent, a truly re- 
narkable change in density. 


Cerium forms two groups of com- 
pounds. The salts of the ceric group 
are bright orange or orange red while 
those of the cerous are colorless. 
Members of the ceric group are used 
as drugs and as oxidizing agents. 
Cerium metal is a powerful reducing 
agent. When added to aluminum, it 
enables it to form sound.castings and 
it is also used in magnesium alloys. 


Monazite is one of the chief sources 
of the cerium group of rare earths. 
This is a reddish or yellowish brown 
mineral found in such rocks as 
granite, gneiss and pegmatite. Hard- 


ness 5 to 5.5. Specific gravity 4.9 to 
5.3. It is often disseminated as 


grains in the rocks and as they erode 
away, it collects in the form of sand 
which is often of commercial value. 


Another source of rare earths of 
the cerium group and some of the 
yitrium group is allanite. This is a 
brown to black mineral with a hard- 
ness of 5.5 to 6 and a specific gravity 
of 8.0 to 4.2. It is also to be looked 
for in granites and pegmatites. Both 
of these minerals should be tested for 
radio-activity as uranium or thorium 
may be present.

THE CHEROKEE NATION 


Horsefly, Lynch Sixkiller, Jesse Hog- 
shooter, Ed. Walkingstick, and Pheas- 
ant Tanner. 

When the Cherokee National Coun- 
cil was dissolved in 1906, the Cherokees 
were granted American citizenship. 
Since then, they have made significant 
contributions to the political and cul- 
tural development of America. 
Charles Curtis, Vice-President during 
Hoover’s administration, and Will 
Rogers, celebrated humorist, were 
both of Cherokee descent. 

Those who respect the ancient cul- 
ture of the Cherokees will be gratified 
to learn that the Cherokee Advocate, 
a famous Cherokee newspaper pub- 
lished intermittently from 1844 to 
1906, has recently been revived. Half 
in English, half in Cherokee, the New 
Cherokee Advocate is a _ bi-monthly 
publication which should do much to 
perpetuate the traditions of the 
Cherokees and to improve their lot in 
a white man’s world. 

The reason for the rebirth of the 
Cherokee Advocate was stated clearly 
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RAJA LENTIGINOSA 
An Animal Cactus 


Four fishes hitherto unknown to 
science have just been added to the 
collections of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. The largest, a member of the 
skate, or ray, family might be com- 
pared to an animal cactus. 

The fish were collected by the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service vessel 
Oregon while engaged in shrimp in- 
vestigations in 1950-51 in the Gulf 
of Mexico. Type specimens have been 
deposited both in the U. S. National 
Museum, which is administered by 
the Smithsonian, and in Harvard’s 
Museum of Comparative Zoology at 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

One of the skates, which has been 
given the scientific name Raja lenti- 
ginosa, is approximately a foot long. 
It was collected from a depth of about 
175 feet. Later other specimens, four 
males and three females, were obtained 
at depths ranging up to 1875 feet. 

The creature is remarkable for its 
covering of thorns around the eyes, 
on the head and shoulders, and on the 
tail. Most of the tail thorns, oc- 
curring in four or five rows of thirty 
or more to the row, have sharp points, 
directed backward. Its back is dense- 
ly freckled with very small, dark, 
light-brown, and whitish spots. 

The collection also includes two 
other hitherto unrecognized species of 
rays, both represented by immature 
males, and a new species belonging 
to the family Chamaeridae, which are 
related to the sharks.

in a recent speech by Chief W. W. 
Keeler: 

“The Government did not wish us 
to continue living with our own cul- 
ture but they failed to replace it. The 
result is that today many children of 
full blood do not speak English and 
therefore find a language problem in 
school. 

“This situation is common when 
free peoples are dislodged from their 
property and sent into alien lands.” 

There will be few Americans indeed 
who do not wish the Cherokees success 
in this latest effort to preserve their 
language and raise the level of 
literacy among their people. While 
it is not practical to return the lands 
that were stolen from the Indians or 
call back a way of life which was 
ruthlessly destroyed, the United States 
government should certainly support 
this laudable attempt of the Cherokees 
to perpetuate the fragments of a 
great culture that existed long before 
the time of Columbus.

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AN 8000 MILE MINERAL COLLECTING TRIP 


As a portion of our collecting tour, 
Betsy, my trusty Chevy, and I made 
a safari into old Mexico. Here’s how 
it came about. I was visiting Ell- 
worth Beach, a long time friend and 
mineral dealer in Los Angeles, when 
a caller dropped in. He was from 
down towards the border, and he had 
several specimens of rose quartz with 
him. His errand was to see if my 
friend Beach would buy some. We 
both pronounced the specimens, though 
mostly much fractured, interesting 
and with very small portions of clear 
gem quality. 

Our caller urged Beach to have a 
look at his “claim” and Beach turned 
to me a said, “How about it, want 
to go to Mexico tomorrow?” 

Well, Betsy and [I had no boss but 
our impulses so | said, “Sure.” So 
early the next morning we climbed in- 
to the stranger’s car and were off to 
look at a rose-quartz claim in Mexico. 
We followed Highway 101 down the 
coast through the towns of San Juan 
Capistrano, Oceanside, etc., and had 
some breakfast in San Diego. At 
9:00 A.M. we left that city and headed 
south for the border some eighteen 
miles away. 

At the “Bridge” which one crosses 
going into Tijuana, we knew we were 
in Old Mexico. The customs office 
asked us a couple of prefunctory ques- 
tions and that was all. We were only 
tourists. The difference in everything 
is apparent as soon as one crosses 
the border. The roads were humpy 
and rambling. There are few straight 
roads anywhere in western Mexico. In 
Ensenada modern communities are 
springing into being, largely as a 
result of our American capital and 
spending. 

After leaving Tijuana, we left all 
semblance of paving. Our route 
turned east and we paralleled the 
border for about an hour. This does 
not mean we went the usual travel 
hours as figured in the United States. 
I would estimate we went about 
eighteen miles in that first hour. Then 
we turned off the main highway to- 
wards the south on a road that we

would term a trail. There were just 
the two wheel tracks. We traveled 
on this for about an hour and a half 
through low, rolling, dried up hills. 
Only once in every mile or so was 
there any sign of habitation. What 
there was would hardly be called 
shacks, just boards put together to 
make a shelter. Yet families lived 
in them, probably through genera- 
tions. As for animals, there was an 
occasional burro, or mountain canary. 
Most places had a few chickens but 
one wondered what they found to eat. 


After an hour and a half there was 
a fork in our trail, and we took the 
lesser traveled one of these. The 
country became more barren, but the 
trail persisted. We continued wind- 
ing through a region of totally un- 
inhabited hills. Then off to our left 
our driver pointed out a low hum- 
mock of white stone. We turned off 
into the the sage brush and cactus 





and drove up right to it. It was the 
rose-quartz for which we were look- 
ing. The material being very hard 
as compared to most rock and re- 
sistant to erosion, stood out from the 
floor of the small valley. It was 
apparent our prospector-guide had 
done some blasting, as he had opened 
it up and what was bleached almost 
white quartz on the surface, was in- 


deed rose-colored eight to ten inches 
below the surface. In blasting he had 
also caused wide-spread fracturing. 
Around the blast hole, anything that 
might have once been gem-quality, 
was no more. The powder had frac- 
tured it from cracks, every fraction of 
an inch, to powdered quartz. 

We read the “riot act” to our guide 
on the use of powder in gem materials. 
With our picks and gads, we pried 
out chunks until we got to the best 
colored material, but it was still too 
pale in the main to be gem quality— 
and the cracks were prevalent. We 
worked until 2 o’clock, and did some 
nearby prospecting, but nothing else 
of interest was found. 

Our samples weighed less_ than 
twenty pounds, and we decided this 
particular rose-quartz deposit was for 
someone who had money to burn. A 
prospector would have to go down to 
considerable depth and take a chance 
on its being free of fractures and of 
good color. 

We returned to the border, and 
then turned east to Tecate where we 
re-crossed into the United States. Our 
return took us through Escondido 
where we had an opportunity to pay 
a short visit to Albert Everett, an old 
time collector and dealer (now de- 
ceased). He and Mr. Beach were old 
hands at scouting minerals, having 
made many trips together. He was 
not surprised at our rather fruitless 
trip, but admitted hearing of the 
particular rose-quartz we had _ sur- 
veyed. Everett’s stock of minerals 
was most interesting and his tour- 
maline case a joy to see. Being close 
to the Mesa Grande tourmaline de- 
posits, he. had plenty of opportunity 
to get some fine materials. (These we 
will touch on in another installment.) 


After leaving Escondido, we con- 
tinued to Vista, then to the coast, 
retracing our way into Los Angeles, 
arriving at 10:00 P.M. at Ellsworth’s 
home. [ had enjoyed the trip, but if 
one follows the will-of-the-wisp of 
the prospector’s, he must be prepared 
to run into the unusual, especially in 
Old Mexico. But it’s fun all the same.

KING JAMES’ BIBLE

with the old translators; who came to 
their offices of revision with so tender 
a reverence, and who put such nerv- 
ous masculine, clear-cut English into 
their own emendations of this book 
as to leave it a monument of Litera- 
ture? Their names are all of record: 
and yet if I were to print them, it is 
doubtful the average reader would 
recognize a single one out of the two- 
score. (Note among the more im- 
portant names were those of Bishop 
Andrewes of Winchester, friend of 
Herbert, and Dr. Donne, famous for 
his oriental knowledges; Bedwell (of 
Tottingham), a distinguished Arabic 
scholar; Sir Henry Savile, a very 
learned layman, and warden of Mer- 
ton Colleg.; Rainolds, representing 
the Puritan wing of the Church, and 
President of Corpus Christi, Oxford; 
and Chaderton, Master of Emmanuel, 
and representing the same wing of 
the Chureh from Cambridge. 

You would not find Bacon’s name, 
who, not far from this time was writ- 
ing (on the King’s suggestion) about 
preaching and Church management. 
You would not find the name of Wil- 
liam Camden, who was then at the 
mellow age of sixty, and of a rare 
reputation for learning and_ for 
dignity of character. You would not 
find the name of Lord Herbert of 
Cherbury, who through writing much 
of religious intention, was deistically 
included; nor of Robert Burton, 
churchman, and author of that fa- 
mous book The Anatomy of Melan- 
choly. 

This is a long aside; but it gives 
us good breath to go back to our 
translators, who if not known to the 
general reader, were educators or 
churchmen of rank. 

And will this old Bible of King 
James’ version continue to be held in 
highest reverence? Speaking from 
the literary point of view, which is 
our stand-point of today, there can 
be no doubt that it will; nor is there 
good reason to believe that on literary 
lines, any other will ever supplant it. 

The book, by reason of its strong, 
sweet literary quality, will keep its 
hold in most hearts and most minds. 

(Note): Dr. Shedd says, “Probably 
it was the prevailing custom of the 
Christians in the East from the be- 
ginning to pray the Lord’s Prayer, 
with the Doxology.” It certainly ap- 
pears in the earliest Syriac version 
(Peschito, so called, of second cen- 
tury). It does not appear in the 
Wyclif of 1380. It will be found, 
however, in the Tyndale of 1534— 


which I am led to believe is its first 
appearance in an accredited English 
translation. 

It must be understood, however, 
that the charms of the King James’ 
Version do not lie in Elizabethan 
beauties of phrase, or in Jacobean 
felicities, there are quaint archaisms 
in it which we are sure have brought 
their pleasant reverberations of lin- 
gual sound all the way down from the 
days of Coverdale, of Tyndale, and 
of Wyclif, 

A few facts about the printing and 
publishing of the early English Bibles 
may be well called to mind. In 
a previous chapter I spoke of the 
fatherly edicts against Bible-reading 
and Bible-owning in the time of 
Henry VIII; but the reign of his 
son Edward VI, was a golden epoch 
for the Bible printers. During the 
six years when this boy-king held 
the throne, fifty editions, principally 
Coverdale’s and Tyndale’s_ versions, 
were issued, and no less than fifty- 
seven printers were engaged in their 
manufacture. 

Elizabeth was coy, but she accepted 
the gift of a Bible on her first pass- 
ing through Cheapside, had pressed 
it to her bosom in sight of the street 
people, and said she should ‘often 
read that holy book”. 

In the early days of her reign the 
Genevan Bible, always a popular one 
in England, was completed, and 
printed mostly in Geneva; but a 
privilege for printing it in England 
was assigned to John Bodley, whose 
more eminent son, Sir Thomas, after- 
wards founded and endowed the well- 
known Bodleian Library at Oxford. 

In the early part of Elizabeth’s 
reign appeared too, the _ so-called 
Bishop’s Bible (now a rare book) 
under charge of Archbishop Parker, 
fifteen dignitaries of the Churck being 
joined with him in its supervision. 
There were engravings on copper and 
wood of Elizabeth on the title-page; 
of the Earl of Leicester at the head 
of the Book of Joshua; and of old, 
nodding Lord Burleigh in the Book of 
Psalms. But the Bishops’ Bibie was 
never so popular as the Geneva one. 
During the reign of Elizabeth there 
were no less than 130 distinct issues 
of Bibles and Testaments, an aver- 
age of three a year. 

It may interest our special parish 
to know further that the first Ameri- 
ean (English) Bible was printed at 
Philadelphia, by a Scotchman named 
Aitkin, in the year 1782; but the 
first Bible printed in America was 
in the German language issued by 
Christopher Sauer, at Germantown, in 
1743. ~ P iain

A vast variety of collectibles are 
available in the music realm, and 
general collections, expensive or in- 
expensive, are comparatively simple 
to assemble. Specialized collections 
progress a bit more slowly, however, 
but with patience and discrimination 
a collection of this type can grow to 
immense size.

When on trips 
he searches for interesting items and 
has added several to the collection. 

Music boxes are generally too large 
to fit gracefully into the group so 
Mrs. Resler has only ten of these 
representative pieces. A few of the 
pieces in the collection are figurines, 
but the Reslers prefer to collect 
pianos exclusively.

Douty, Washington, D. C., we learned 
a bit about the collection of Mrs. 
Nancy Poore Tufts, a _ professional 
musician of that city. Her collection 
of miniature pianos started eight 
years ago when one of her students 
sent her a tiny antique piano made 
of pot iron. Then another student 
saw a tiny piano carved of bone in 
an antique shop and thought it would 
be nice for her music teacher to 
have. That was all Nancy Tufts 
needed to develop collection fever. 
Now she has more than 100 miniature 
pianos.

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YESTERDAY’S NEWSPAPER IS NOT DEAD 


The old saying “nothing’s so dead 
as yesterday’s newspaper” may have 
to be revised. More and more people 
are coming to realize that back issues 
of newspapers ‘are an invaluable aid 
in establishing birth records; for use 
in legal proceedings; in tracing lost 
ancestors; for developing sales and 
marketing campaigns; for checking 
local government and political hap- 
penings; and for giving them a pic- 
ture of the past which can be found 
in few other sources, 

One of the largest collections of 
newspapers in the country is located 
in the library of the State Historical 
Society in Madison, Wisconsin. Here 
are millions of pages of newspapers. 
Some date back to colonial days. 
There’s the complete file of the Mil- 
waukee Sentinel that dates back to 
1844 and the Wisconsin State Journal 
from 1852. The whole collection of 
newspapers occupies the space of ten 
small houses in the Society’s library. 

Why does the Society keep all of 
these newspapers? Because they are 
one of the more important sources 
for reconstructing a picture of our 
historical past. They are an excel- 
lent community diary that records 
stories of deaths, marriages, social, 
political and economic events and the 
growth of a community. 

Newspapers fre also a unique rec- 
ord in both time and area. Historians 
have found them of great value in 
checking the effects and relationships 
of local communities, states, and re- 
gions on the national scene. The local

a national figure appeared to the 
people back home. 

People from all walks of life use 
the newspaper collection of the State 
Historical Society. People who need 
proof of birth can often find it by 
tracing an announcement in a local 
daily or weekly. Attorneys gather 
proof for legal arguments. Some 
people use the papers to trace lost 
heirs. Newspapermen use the collec- 
tion to secure past data that pertains 
to current events. University stu- 
dents and scholars use the collection 
for research. And, of course, there’s 
the small boy who visits the Society’s 
newspaper room every Saturday 
morning, for only in the bound 
volumes of newspapers can he read a 
comic strip- continously until he 
learns the outcome of his hero’s ad- 
venture. 

But reading habits may have to 
change. During the past 80 years 
newspapers. have been printed on 
sulphite paper which disintegrates 
quickly with time. To solve this 
problem, the Society now uses micro- 
film, estimated by the United States 
Bureau of Standards to last 100 to 
500 years. With the microfilm comes 
special equipment for the newspaper 
researcher. The film is inserted in a 
viewer as easily as it is in a home 
camera; attachments make it possible 
to enlarge stories for easy viewing. 

Many people first heard of micro- 
filming when they wrote V-mail let- 
ters during World War II. About 


the same time, the Society began mii- 
crofilming all newspapers currently 
published in the state that. were not 
being microfilmed by their publishers. 
As facilities and finances have permit- 
ted, the Society has gradually micro- 
filmed back issues by borrowing files 
of newspapers from their publishers. 

The public libraries in Milwaukee 
and LaCrosse have been and are car- 
rying on programs for preserving files 
of their city papers on film and have 
already microfilmed most of the signi- 
ficant files. 

To date, there are 9,450,000 pages 
of Wisconsin newspapers to be filmed; 
the list includes only known files so 
that the total could reach ten million. 
Approximately 2,000,000 pages have 
been microfilmed to date. 

Besides affording durability micro- 
filming saves valuable space. For ex- 
ample, bound volumes of the New York 
Times for a seventeen month period 
occupy a seven foot stack in the 
Society’s library. These same copies 
of the Times on microfilm would oc- 
cupy a single drawer or about the 
space of six loaves of bread. 

By microfilming and preserving all 
papers published in the state the 
Society performs a valuable service to 
publishers whose own files may be 
unrestorably destroyed. The Society 
offers other libraries of the state mi- 
crofilm copies of their local papers on 
a cost-plus basis. Libraries through- 
out the country are able to obtain mi- 
crofilm copies of valuable newspapers 
from the Society, and, in turn, the 
Society microfilms napers from other 
institutions.

New Orleans is a city which has 
been pictured on post cards since 
there have been post cards; its every 
landmark has been pictured, not once 
but many, many times; literally mil- 
lions of people have been there, have 
bought cards to take home, have sent 
cards to all their friends. Yet it has 
been hard for many to find people 
there who are interested in exchang- 
ng, and if there are many collectors 
here, they have remained quiet and 
mkown. Even the Chamber of Com- 
aerce will be surprised to learn of 
very worthwhile collections we shall 
mention. They ‘wrote, “We do not be- 
lieve that our schools or libraries 
make a practice of collecting cards.” 
(When will people realize that card- 
collecting is an adult, educational 
hobby, and that many treasures of 
history, archeology, literature, and 
art have been reproduced exquisitely 
on the humble post card? People 
should be as proud of their post cards 
as they are of their stamps or coins.) 
However everyone gave us such 
splendid cooperation that material 
comes in faster than we can write 
about it; and we shall just have to let 
this be our last on New Orleans, any- 
way, in order to be fair to other sec- 
tions of the country. 

The New Orleans Public Library 
has a valuable collection of over 
0,000 post cards, many showing New 
Orleans scenes. A large part of this 
collection was donated by Mrs. 
Joachim several years ago. Some of 
the cards are considered valuable 
enough to be given a place in their 
vault. The cards supplement their 


picture collection. 

The Loyola University Library has 
“a few old post cards picturing New 
Orleans scenes;” and the Howard-Til- 
ton Memorial Library of Tulane Uni-

versity has a collection of about 1400 
New Orleans and Louisiana views. 
All of these libraries will be glad to 
show the cards to serious students 
and collectors. (We use the words 
“serious collector” to distinguish 
them. from the idly curious. The ser- 
ious collector is one who can be 
trusted to treat the collections of 
others, as well as his own, with care 
and respect). 

The libraries gave us the names of 
several shops; the shops, however, 
did not see fit tc answer us, even 
though we sent stamped envelopes. 

Two very enthusiastic private col- 
lectors wrote us in reply to our in- 
quiry. William Holcombe Richardson 
is already known to HOBBIES read- 
ers. Mr. Richardson has 13,000 very 
select cards which include many old 
New Orleans scenes. One of his prize 
cards is a view of Canal Street in 
1885. It shows the street covered with 
snow, and the _ horse-drawn cars 
stalled in the middle of the street. 
Mr. Richardson has often exhibited 
his cards) at hobby and _ antique 
shows in and around New Orleans. 


Another coliector, a newcomer to 
New Orleans, who brought the major 
part of his fine collection with him 
from metropolitan Boston, is Charles 
Vernon Norton. Mr. Norton, just 
prior to his discharge from the army, 
lost a good collection by fire. By the 
summer of 1949, he ‘was collecting 
again more earnestly than ever. His 
present collection numbers 75,000 and 
is growing by leaps and bounds. He 
says of this collection, “The collection 
is quite general — I have the usual 
view cards from all .48 states, pius 
cur territories and ‘possessions, and 
several thousand foreign cards from 
all countries, including those which 
have been absorbed into other coun- 


il

tries (such as Poland, Latvia, and the 
like). — Due to my short stay here 
I have not as good a collection of 
New Orleans cards as I might wish, 
for, although I have copies of all 
present cards on the city, I do not 
have many old cards on the city.” 
(Further description of Mr. Norton’s 
collection is excellent, but does not 
concern our subject, however, a 
statement of his about buying cards 
is significant). 

“Neither have I been successful in 
developing sources of supply here. 
due to the prevailing attitude here 
that any postcard about which you 
ask in a shop is worth its weight in 
gold. And these prices are based on 
whim—one shop starts its prices at a 
quarter—and that for a 1915 comic!” 

Miss Nellie O’Connell of New Or- 
leans has some very fine old cards of 
New Orleans. She will sell them to 
anyone willing to take all and meet 
her price ($25.00 for 75 cards). She 
sent a long list, but we cannot de- 
scribe them adequately, for she 
cmitted names of the publishers and 
other data necessary to a clear under- 
standing of the cards. 

In New Orleans many artists make 
cards. Among them Miss Corinna 
Luria is outstanding. She writes: 
“My post cards are reproduced from 
original pen drawings and have been 
on the market for sometime. I de- 
signed these cards to make the his- 
tery and tradition of my native city 
better known.” She has several sets 


including eight Vieux Carré, eight 
interesting characters and twelve 
larger wood block style. 

Another artist, Mr. Morris Henry 


Hobbs, writes that his pencil sketches, 
similar to his etchings, have been 
published on place cards, post cards, 
and greeting cards.

Another series of artist 
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cards was copyrighted by G. F. 
Castleden who had a studio in the 
French Quarter in the twenties. We 
received twelve of these cards from 
a friend in New York. They were 
copyrighted 1923-1926. The subjects 
supplement those we have, giving a 
more complete picture of the histor- 
ical importance of New Orleans. 

A “Delgado Post Card,” the repro- 
duction of an oil painting in the Del- 
gado Museum, prompted us to write 
this fine museum situated in City 
Park. They, like the shop keepers, 
failed to answer. The letters must 
have been lost in the holiday rush. 

The Court of Two Sisters, men- 
tioned in the February article, wrote: 
“Since 1944, we have an entirely new 
line of postal cards which were 
created by the Bob Riley Studios of 
this city. Great care was taken in 
the selection of a coloring process on 
which I understand Mr. Riley has ap- 
plied for a patent.” These are black 
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and white ink sketches against a 
shaded card of aqua, mauve, orchid, 
and other soft tints. The sketches 
are signed J. Bohland. 

In New Orleans, even the hotels 
and restaurants, most of them his- 
toric, have cards that are worth col- 
lecting. The Hotel LaSalle and the 
Saenger Theater are pictured on an 
interesting photo card; The Roose-

Advertising post cards are much in 
demand lately. The author has in 
his possession, two theatrical adver- 
tising post cards depicting scenes 
from Gene Straton Porter’s play, 
Freckles. One showing two scenes on 
the card divided vertically. The other 
a full-stage-scene, pictures the play 
at the height of the climax—both 
cards are one-quarter inch, gold-bor- 
dered. Originally, these cards were a 
folding or double card, the upper card 
being the advertising half of the unit 
—the lower, the Mailing Card, with 
the title, Freckles, in large letters. 
The lower border has the following 
information: Every character and 
scene in the book faithfully repro- 
duced on the stage. From offices of 
A. G. Delamater, producer of Clean 
Plays, New York. Published by Kraus 
Mfg. Co., New York. Dramatized by 
Neil Towmey, author of the Angelus. 

Two Hupmobile advertising cards, 
show the “Guaranteed for Life” 4 cyl- 
inder, 20 horse-power, torpedo model, 
a light-blue color. Seated in the car 
are two young women, dressed in the 
fashion of that day (1911) anticipat- 
ing a spin in the vehicle. Brass- 
trimmed, priced at $850, F.O.B. 
Detroit. The other vehicle, a 3-pas- 
senger coupe, folding third seat, listed 
at $1,100. A pure white job, with the 
usual brass-trim.

This was published by Pacific Novelty 
Company, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles. 

In a lot of old cards, acquired re- 
cently, was found a most unusual 
Albertype card, showing a happy 
Mojave Indian family. The squaw, 
seated nursing her papoose, the In- 
dian brave, long, loose flowing hair 
and bare-footed, face the camera, 
very much unconcerned, yet somewhat 
pleased to pose for the picture. Pub- 
lished for the Needles Point Phar- 
macy, Needles, California. 

So-called “art” post cards are again 
enjoying a vogue at present. Among 
the minor novelties of an earlier day, 
may be counted the secret-code card. 
An ingenious conception: it consisted 
of a numbered card perforated at 
regular intervals. This was placed 
over an ordinary post card, and the 
blank spaces written in, the code card 
was then turned, leaving other spaces 
to be filled in. A post card written 
in this manner was practically in- 
decipherable except to the recipient, 
who has before-hand been supplied 
with the corresponding key-card. 

As in stamp collecting, certain post 
cards possess greater value for collec- 
tors than others. It is acknowledged 
that the complete unit of the Colum- 
bian Exposition set, World’s Fair, 
Chicago, 1898, is considered tops in 
the post card field. It is the author’s 
good fortune to be the owner of a 
complete unit of that Columbian Ex- 
position set.

The Wide and Narrow “Named” 
Pictorials, the “Unnamed” Pictorials 
and Bicycles of yesteryear are favor- 
ites of collectors, just as the lovely 
Congress cards of today are a favor- 
ite with those who play Bridge 
and Canasta and other games. These 
were only a few of the issues of the 
United States Playing Card Com- 
pany, of whom little has been said, 
but to whom we are indebted for 
most of the above cards. A review 
of the company from its beginning 
and the many issues and trade names 
will help to identify many a deck 
which otherwise seems elusive as to 
its history. When we have sufficient 
knowledge of the many names the 
Ace of Spades will tell much of the 
story, date and history of the deck. 

The U. S. Playing Card Company, 
known in its beginning as the Rus- 
sell & Morgan Company, issued its 
first playing cards in 1881 from its 
factory on Race Street, Cincinnati. 
The firm had formally printed pos- 
ters and advertising matter. They 
now installed machines for the mak- 
ing of playing cards. The business 
flourished so much in two years 
time that it was necessary to move 
into a larger factory on Lock Street. 
In 1891 the name was changed _ to 
United States Printing Company. The 
concern now manufactured colored 
posters, labels, and advertising as 
well as playing cards. In 1894, it 
was incorporated as the United States 
Playing Card Company, and in 1900 
it moved to its present location in 
Norwood, just out of downtown Cin- 
cinnati. 

The firm began making six grades 
of cards and named them all Ameri- 
can names, thus entirely breaking 
away from the English influence for 
the first time, as English titles had 
come to America, such as “Henry the 
VIII”, “English Moguls”, “Merry An- 
drews”, etc. The now U. S. Playing

Card Company named the various 
grades as follows:

The Ace of Spades of each of these 
series is interesting. The Tiger Ser- 
ies has the regular Congress emblem 
with heavily leafed spray framing it 
on both sides. A band arched over 
this reads “Playing Cards,’ and a 
wreath which rests on this band has 
“U. 8S.” in the center. Below the em- 
blem and sprays are designs of two 
eagle wings, drawn as though ready 
for flight. The one to the right has 
the U. S. shield slightly below and 
in front, with all resting on the 
draped U. S. flag. A black bar with 
the wording “Russell Morgan & Com- 
pany,” in white letters in front of the 
flag, design, and “Cincinnati” on a 
shorter bar below the trademark 
number to the left, in fine 
print, and “Pat’d” to the right in fine 
print. Small indices appear in the 
upper left and lower right. Nowhere 
is “Tiger” mentioned. The box has 
a large tiger head with long sharp 
tusks shown by his vicious snarl. 

The Sportsman’s Series is more 
apt to be known by collectors. At the 
top in typical rustic style, on one 
board appears “Sportsman’s” and on 
a slightly longer board below, ‘Play- 
ing Cards.” These boards are fastened 
onto crossed small logs or poles. 
There is the present Goddess of Liber- 
ty on the Ace of Spades (The Con- 
gress Card trademark), with a pic- 
ture of a man in a boat to the right 
and a man with a gun in his hands 
on the left. On a scroll is the name 
in black letters and “Cincinnati” in 
black letters on a white background 
below. Trademark and patent infor- 
mation appears on one line below. 

The “Army” is printed in decorated 
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letters on an arched ribbon with UP 
S. interlaced below and “Playingh 
Cards” on smooth bands of the rib-p 
bon to the left and right; the Con-P 
gress Spade Ace is in the center and 
the “Army” below two cannon car- 
riages with cannons and the mounted) 
Ofticer. The name “Russell Morganf 
& Company” is in dim lines below

The “Navy” substitutes the wordp

In 1885 the Bicycle Series was first 
released and with another style Ace 
of Spades. The ribbon with “Playing 
Cards” laces through “U. S.” with a 
branch that could be called “the olive 
branch,” or the “laurel branch.” 
Back of the Congress Spade Ace can 
be seen the tip of three wings and the 
many fine wires which set as spokes 
for a very large wheel. If there is 
a tire on this wheel it is a very fine 
one The word “Bicycle” in fancy 
outlined letters and scrolls spreads 
out as wide as the widest part of the 
wheel. The Russell & Morgan Print- 
ing Company is on one line, Cincinr- 
nati on a line below. There is no 
trademark or patent information on 
this Ace. There have been changes 
in this Ace but new designs are more 
graceful than the first Bicycle Ace. 

In 1881, the firm issued _ the 
“Japanese Lacquer” Series (IIOB- 
BIS, August, 1951). Those first is:

Number 202 Sportman’s Series in- 
cludes the deer head with hunting 
and fishing equipment in a reversible 
design. This comes in four colors 
and is one of the earlier designs. 
“Serpent” is a reversible, as are 
“Net”, and “Inlaid”. They all come 
in four colors. 

Number 303 and Number 505 are 
the same as Nos. 101 and 202 except 
the cards have heavy gold edges. 
This is the Army and Navy Series. 
They have the different Ace of 
Spades as previously described; 
“Army” back shows a tent in a circle; 
“Navy” back shows a battleship in a 
circle, and both are reversibles. The 
“Marine” has a pilot’s wheel in the 
circle in the center of the card with 
a beautiful scroll and leaves forming 
a wide frame. The “Nautic” card is 
the same as the Bicycle ‘“Nautic.” 
The “Mosaic” and “London Club” 
cards are so common collectors have 
a tendency to ignore them. 

Number 3032 “Army and Navy” 
(the reason for the fourth numeral is 
not explained) seems to be even a 
cheaper issue than the other, and this 
comes in a cheap pastebeard box, 
while the other comes in a slip cover 
box with gold printing. 

The 606 Series is the popular Pic- 
torial Series, issued first in the wide 
style and Jater in the narrow, and the 
beautiful multi-colored designs which 
followed the pictorials. The 707 Ser- 
ies was the wide Cabinet Series. 
Some of these were pictorials, some 
conventional designs, Ca vendish, 
Hoyle and Wheellock, all attractive, 
but not as plentiful in good condition 
as some of the other series. 

No. 808 is the Bicycle Series, which 
is still popular all over the world. 
The majority of sincere card collec- 
tors eventually turn to seeking 
scarcer items. These can be very 
elusive. Few collectors succeed in 
securing the 81 or 82 designs in all 
the colors in which they have been 
printed. Some of the cards were 
short lived, because for some reason, 
the designs did not meet with ap- 
proval of either the manufacturer or 
consumer. Others, though older, are 
very plentiful. This Series will be 
discussed fully at a later date. 

No. 892 has “Treasury Playing 
Cards” on the box. Below this, “U. 
S. Playing Cards Company,” next line 
below, “Cincinnati, U. S. A.” In low- 
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corner, “Russell & Morgan 
Factories.” Patterns or —— were 
Dragon, Laurel, (these two are in 
brown and green, as well as red and 
blue). Neptuna, Mona, Carlo and 
Eagle are found in red and blue. 
One of the early and popular is- 
sues was No. 999 Steamboat. The

Trophy cards are the size of our cur- 
rent bridge cards. The Whist size cards 
had been very popular in England for 
several years before the Trophy 
Whist issue by this company. They 
measure 214x1-5/32” for the inner 
frame. 

No. 93 Ivory Bridge size was nar- 
row like Whist cards but longer. They 
are 2%x3%”". These came in three 
main patterns, “Circle,” “Diamond” 
and “London Club,” in blue and red. 
No. 930 has the same back designs, 
but is “Ivory Pinochle and Double 
Skat” instead of Bridge. No. 600 is 
“Pinochle Double Skat,” but is wide 
as the Bicycle No. 808. Patterns are 
“Nautic,” (same as_ the 3icycle 
“Nautic”), ‘“Mosiac” (though very 
different frem the narrow Bicycle 
No. 88 by that name), and “London 
Club” same as appears on No. 95.

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LUSCOMBE Coat-of-Arms 


He Beareth for Arms: Argent on 
a pile azure a lion rampant guardant 
crowned or. Crest—A demi-lion ramp- 
ant. guardant crowned or. 

The above description of the Lus- 
combe Armorial Bearing is registered 
in Burke’s General Armory, and con- 
firmed in Fairbairn’s Book of Crests, 
for the family seated at one time in 
Comb Royal, Devonshire, England. 
There is another Coat-of-Arms for 
the name, having crosses and leop- 
ards; but not for this locality, and it 
was proven some time ago, by some 
one making a search through English 
records, that the one pictured here is 
the one for the ancestors of Robert 
Luscombe, who appears in Rehoboth, 
Massachusetts records as early as 
1689. Probably William of Salem in 
1680 was of the same line, as certain 
first names are common to both fami- 
lies. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield on which is 
charged a triangle, point downward, 
(pile), blue (azure) in color; and on 
this pile a gold (or) lion wearing a 
gold crown. The lion is standing on 
one foot pawing the air (rampant), 
and looking toward you (guardant). 
The crest is a demi-lion just like the 
lion in the shield. 

The pile is one of nine so-called 
“Honourable Ordinaries,” straight- 
lined figures one-third the width of 
the shield, first symbols used to iden- 
tify men encased in armour. If there 
is a symbol on, one of these Ordinaries, 
or beside it, its width may have to 
be varied a bit. The pile is emblemati- 
eal of a bridge-builder, representing 
the large pieces of wood the engineers 
used in the construction of bridges, 
or buildings in marshy lands. One 
must have had great ability in such 
construction to be granted the honor. 

The lion is the king of beasts. He 
is symbolical of service to his country 
and deathless courage. 

The crown indicates some definite 
service in or for the royal court. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Silver signifies sincer- 
ity and peace; blue, loyalty and truth; 
gold, generosity and elevation of mind. 
The color code as seen in the drawing 
—-silver, plain surface; blue, horizon- 
tal lines; gold, dots.

with LUSCOMBE. In England we 
find Luscom, Luscomb, Luccombe, Los- 
comb, Liscom, Lipscomb, Lipscom. In 
this country, Luscombe, Luscomb, Lis- 
com, Lipscombe, the last in New Eng- 
land probably a slip in spelling in the 
clerk’s office. But in Virginia and the 
Carolinas some of those bearing the 
name Lipscomb have proven it is the 
outgrowth of Luscombe, and that 
their forbears are of the Devonshire 
branch. 

Bardsley, in his “Dictionary of Eng- 
lish and Welsh Surnames” gives a 
good view of the name: 

“Luscombe, Luscomb — Local, ‘of 
Luscombe,’ (1), a locality in the par- 
ish of Illogan, co. Cornwall; (2) ‘of 
Loscombe,’ an estate near Dawlish, 
co. Devon, which belonged to the fam- 
ily, and was their residence temp. 
Henry V_ (1412-21); and probably 
much earlier, as the name Hugh de 
Luscombe occurs in that county, 9 
Edw. I (1281). No doubt the last 
(Devonshire) is the true home of nine 
tenths of the Luscombes or Luscombs 
of our directories.” Then he gives a 
few instances — Henry Luscombe co. 
Devon was registered at Oxford in 
1587; 1798, Robert Luscombe married 
Mary Ford; The “Modern Domesday 
Book,” 18738, showed 15 families in 
co. Devon; a Boston Directory in 
1886, six families of each spelling, 
Luscomb, and Luscombe.

All the references found in English 
books were for the Devonshire family,> 
and wherever the Coat-of-Arms wasf 
mentioned, it was the one we havef 
here. One place the name was spelledf dj 
Luccombe—Roberta. The name Robertf 
is very common in both English andf, 
American families. | 

In “Devon Parishes” by Worthy 
We read about John Luscombe 
(another first name common to thef 
family) who, in 1618, gave £10 tof 
Dartmouth Parish, and this consoli- 
dated with several other gifts was 
spent “providing shifts for poor wom- 
en of St. Saviour’s.” 

“Visitations” were much like our 
censuses—but the entire pedigree had 
to be filed, as far back as was known, 
and a sketch and description of the 
Coat-of-Arms. One of these Visita- 
tions, dated 1620, includes the pedi- 
gree of the family for three genera- 
tions back of Henry, age 27, who 
signed it, and who, with wife Alice, 
daughter of Nicholas Frye, had two 
children, John, age 4, and Jane 
Henry had sister Anne, 24, and broth- 
er Edward, 19. Their father was 
John who had married “Jane, daugh- 
ter of John Giles of Bowden, Esq.” f. 
His father Henry, who had married H 
Mary, daughter of John Fortescue of 2) C. 
Vallopit. The pedigree began with (2) ¢ 
his father, and reads “John Luscombf.

Luscombes in Early America 


Although there were two Luscombe 
families in Massachusetts in the late 
1600s, there seems to be very little 
in town or county histories about 
them — Vital Records— yes—Church 
records—yes—but the holding of of- 
fice, very little. They must have been 
a retiring and conservative people. 

William, the first of the name in 
Salm, Massachusetts, was a cooper 
and appears in county deeds in 1680. 
He made several trips to England, 
anc lived also in Lynn. Either he 
or/snd his sons owned property and 
lived in Rhode Island. His sons were 
William, Samuel, John, Henry and 
Thomas. 

Fumphrey Luscombe was in Bos- 


“Pton in 1678, and as we did not as- 
“Pceriain if he were related to William 


or ‘tobert, or had descendants, we are 
not ineluding him in these two fam- 
ilies. He helped to organize King’s 
‘Chapel—one of fourteen founders. He 
wa: a Boston merchant called Major, 
anc died in 1688. Probably Governor 
Anjros appointed him to his military 
office. 

I: is with the Robert Luscombe line 
‘we are mainly concerned at this time, 


ith being familiar with it due to friends 


anc relatives bearing the name and 
interested in its history. We will also 
‘pay tribute to some living now who 
are contributing to the build-up of 
our country. 

Itobert Luscombe and his youngest 
‘son Francis came from Ashburton 
‘Devonshire, England, arriving at Bos- 
‘ton in October 1699. They moved to 
Taunton in 1701, and there Robert 
diel, June 1708, at the age of 49 
years. Francis, born in England 1685, 
died in 1760, Taunton. He had mar- 
‘ried Elizabeth Crossman, whose line 


John Crossman. John was an original 
purchaser of Taunton. 

Robert Crossman Jr. was called the 
“famous miller,” and according to 
Taunton history, he “gave his grand- 
son Robert Luscombe leave to build a 
fulling mill on the flume above the 
grist mill opposite, which was the 
origin of those mills which remained 
over a hundred years there.” 

This Robert Luscombe, born 1709, 
to Bathsheba 


and Elizabeth Bucknam. Elizabeth’s 
father was the Rev. Nathan Bucknam 
of Medway, and was a Revolutionary 


. Bsoldier. 


Their son John followed in the 
footsteps of his father, and grand- 
father Bucknam, by becoming a min- 
ister, and by marrying four times! 
He married (1) Lucinda Macomber, 
(2) Cynthia Ward, (3) Lydia Fletch- 
er, and (4) Submit Belding. It is 
in this Rev. John Luscombe the Bap- 
tist minister, that the writer is most 
interested, as her cousins and friends 
— mentioned above, are descended 
from the first three of his wives! 


Submit Belding, fourth wife, was 
daughter of the famous Belding who 
founded the Belding silk mills, and 
named the town Belding, Michigan, 
where the mills are located. Rev. 





back was Robert Jr., Robert Sr., and - 
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John Luscombe resided there in his 
last years, and died there May 15, 
1851. We have a picture of his tomb- 
stone. He had been a wonderful man, 
exerting his influence with marked 
results. He was a graduate of Brown 
University in 1705, and established 
churches in Massachusetts, New York 
and Michigan. 

Perhaps some reader could help us 
to locate the parents of Lucinda Ma- 
comber and Lydia Fletcher, on whose 
lines considerable work has been done 
to no avail. No doubt of the immi- 
grant ancestor of Lucinda, but who 
were the intervening parents and 
grand parents? 

Cynthia Ward’s family is traced 
back easily in the William Ward Gen- 
ealogy. Her father Caleb was a Rev- 
olutionary soldier. Two of the sons 
of Rev. John Luscombe and Cynthia 
Ward, his second wife, were Samuel 
Dorr Luscombe, and Francis Ward 
Luscombe. 

Francis Ward, instead of going 
straight west from Massachusetts as 
did his father, and brothers Samuel 
and Robert, went to the southern part 
of Indiana where he married, then on 
to Tennessee. He died when Francis 
Ward Luscombe Jr. was a baby, but 
had established a lumber and saw mill 
business in Dyersburg. The son, how- 
ever, though an only child, was anx- 
ious to know about his forbears, and 
living relatives, and mainly through 
his Uncle Samuel Dorr Luscombe 
gleaned enough to write a good family 
story which he could hand down to 
his two daughters and one grand- 
child. Samuel Dorr Luscombe was 
the son of Rev. John and Lydia 
Fletcher, his third wife. 

Some of this early history we have 
already written but will quote from 
and paraphrase his story. Two of his 
uncles, John and Robert, went west, 
John to South Dakota where he took 
up a homestead and raised a fine 
family. Robert went to California 
during the gold rush — joined about 
50 families driving oxen hitched to 
their covered wagons — a sIx months’ 
trip. After he had been in California 
several months he wrote home that he 
was returning with about $2,500 in 
gold dust. His family never heard 
from him directly after that, but 
there was a note in a Memphis paper 
that a Robert Luscombe had died 
aboard the Falcon, a Mississippi river 
boat. 

“Anyone going to Madison, the 
capitol of Wisconsin, will notice a 
large oil painting of Samuel D. Lus- 
combe, as he enters the rotunda of 
the Capitol.”—He “left the old home 
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in Massachusetts when about 16 years 
old. His capital of $8.00, together 
with $5.00 borrowed from his older 
half-brother Frank (Francis). With 
this $13.00 he started West. Went 
through Chicago, but didn’t like the 
place, then less than 50,000 souls. He 
went on to Milwaukee and worked in 
saw mills and on a farm; later get- 
ting into the lumber business, from 
which he made a comfortable fortune 
and retired in 1870. Uncle Sam Lus- 
combe was one of the pioneers of 
Wisconsin.” 

Then he gives the children of 


Samuel and Ruth Lovland (Rice) 
Luscombe: Andrew, a lumber mill 
owner north of Milwaukee; Mary, 


who married George Wright, a drug- 
gist of Milwukee; Robert, lawyer, one- 
time city attorney, and attorney for 
Standard Oil, Pullman, Sperry Hutch- 
inson, and other large companies. 
Robert married a distant cousin in 
Centreville, Michigan; more about this 
family later. Samuel who died in 
1878; Nellie a wonderfully talented 
musician, who lived in California. 
This entire family of five have all 
died. 

The writer of this story went to 
Milwaukee to visit his Uncle Sam, 
who told him much of what has just 
been related. “Continuing our con- 
versation, Uncle Sam says: 

‘I never saw your father after that 
(when he left Massachusetts) to pay 
him back the $5.00 I borrowed. Now, 
look in that book on my desk and see 
what the compound interest would be.’ 
It had been just 40 years. The inter- 
est came to $28.65, this added to the 
original $5.00 made $33.65, which he 
then and there paid me.” 

“Uncle Sam” had also had the 
English Luscombe history and estate 
investigated by Mr. Payne — later 
Senator Payne of Ohio. His son Ro- 
bert was always interested in these 
findings. 


Luscombes of Today 


Francis Ward Luscombe Jr., who 
wrote the preceding, died in the home 
of one his daughters—Mary (Mrs. W. 
A.) Smith, in Leland, Mississippi at 
the age of 92 years. The other daugh- 
ter Ruth (Mrs. David W.) Moss, and 
Mrs. Smith, both widows of planta- 
tion owners, are very active in church 
and club life, belonging to several 
patriotic-lineal societies. Mrs. Moss 
lives in the old Luscombe home in 
Dyersburg, Tennessee. 

Her one child, Ruth Luscombe Moss, 
is on the staff of the Chicago Tribune, 
“general assignment reporter’ with 
the city editor who heads the news 
coverage for the Chicago area. After 
receiving her Bachelor of Science de- 
gree at. Northwestern with honors in 
economics, she was a research assist- 
ant on this staff, then editor of “The 
Trib,” the employees’ publication. But 
as reporter she is having the real 
thrills we hear about—interviewing— 
as for instance: widow of policeman 
“killed in gangland style”; parents of 
kidnaped child; visitors at the Art 
Institute during a modern painting 
exhibit, etc., etc.; also in Michigan, 
covering the Holland Tulip Festival 
and getting messages from the Korean 
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veterans in Percy Jones Hospital. 

You have noticed three Ruth Lus- 
combes—Samuel’s wife—Ruth (Rice) 
Luscombe, his nephew’s daughter and 
granddaughter Ruth (Luscombe) 
Moss, and Ruth Luscombe Moss. Now 
we will find two more Ruths; they 
will be in Samuel’s line, for his son 
Robert, the lawyer, who married Laura 
Gregory in Centreville, Michigan, 
named his son for his father and him- 
self, the son later dropping Samuel; 
and his daughter, after her two grand- 
mothers, Ruth Maria. 

Centreville, Michigan, always a 
beautiful little town, lawns and homes 
well kept, flowers in profusion, was 
inspired to make many improvements 
when Robert Luscombe took up resi- 
dence there and added a smal] engine 
for pumping water; electric lights; 
picture windows; screened porches; 
more varieties of flowers, etc., etc. 
This was about 1900 —the home 
the birthplace of his wife and her 
two sisters—the home of the writer’s 
Keech grandparents. 

These three sisters, maiden names 
Gregory, also had Luscombe _ blood. 
Their grandfather Gregory had mar- 
ried Eliza Luscombe, daughter of the 
Rev. John Luscombe by his first wife, 
Lucinda Macomber! So Robert Lus- 
combe was grandson of Rev. John by 
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Let us look at the accomplishments 
of these two families—children of 
Robert and Laura (Gregory) Lus- 
combe, and Clare and Abbie (Greg- 
ory) Mosher, remembering this Greg- 
ory generation also has Luscombe 
blood. 

Four of them are in the Detroit, 
Michigan area. Robert Luscombe, 
son of Robert, one of the Michigan 
State students, is often called back to 
his Alma Mater for recital or the 
chief role in cantata or oratorio, as 
‘well as appearing in other parts of 
the state, as the Bay View Assembly. 
His title at Mackenzie High School, 
Detroit, one of the largest in the 
country, is “Fine Arts Department 
Head,” and in this department are— 
by choice— 25% of the 4,300 students 
enrolled. There are two main pro- 
grams each year—Christmas and 
May Festival, about 700 participating 
—with many smaller groups appear- 
ing at civic functions, radio programs, 
etc. This picture shows the center 
one-fifth of the Christmas choirs and 
orchestra. Soloist in Christ [pisco- 
pal, and the last 22 years, Ist Church 
of Christ, Scientist; solo and quartet 
work on WJR for 20 years. His wife, 
besides raising her family, taught for 
30 years, sang in the Ford Sunday 
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State, is taking “Speech correction’ 
preparatory for teaching. 

Ruth Luscombe (Mrs, J. F.) Hop. 
kins, the fourth of the five Ruths and 
sister of Robert, is also a Detroit 
resident, also a Scientist Church solo- 
ist, and appearing on many club and 
radio programs. Mr. Hopkins owns 
and operates radio stations and _ is 
constantly furthering the use of his 
own pet — “Muzak.” The sons — Ko- 
bert—a marine on Saipan—now mat- 
ried and an _ insurance salesman; 
Wallace learning his father’s business 
—Muzak. (You hear this music in 
restaurants and other public places 
where they like to have music for 
customers. ) 

And now for the other four with 
Luscombe blood — cousins of the 
singers 'we have just talked about, 
Here they are — Edward D. Mosher, 
Mary (Mrs. J. L.) Van Loo, Frances 
(Mrs. Paul C.) Kingsley, and Clare 
Gregory Mosher (“Greg” for short), 
These are offspring of Abbie (Greg- 
ory) and the late Clare D. Mosher, 
all of them also musical. Mary mar- 
ried a dentist, Frances a doctor, both 
“tops” in their professions in Grand 
Rapids and Battle Creek vre- 
spectively. The Von Loos have two 
girls, the Kingsleys two boys — the

his third wife Lydia Fletcher, and 
his wife, Laura Gregory, great grand 
daughter by his first wife. 


After Robert Luscombe died, the 
mother took her two children—as 
soon as they were old enough, to

home for them, nieces and nephews, 
and other people’s young students, 
saw them through their course at the 
State Normal. From here, going was 
good for all of them. 

MUSIC—that was a first in all of 
these Centreville, Michigan related 


families — Luscombe, Keech, Gregory, 
Mosher; and the younger generations 
deserve the greatest credit for keep- 
ing this fire burning, and passing on 
to the thousands of young people and 
homes this cultural and joy-producing 
influence.

ing Cards,” in “Laurel,” red and blue. 

No. 45 Texan, evidently gets its 
name from the star in the center of 
“Paimetto,” or the fronds, which form 
an allover design on this card. Some 
have stated this is a Canadian made 
card. It is possible that it was manu- 
factured in the factory of the U. S. 
Playing Card Company, Ltd., as 
many of the plates are the same as 
printed in this country. This card 
was printed in four colors. The joker 
of this deck is a rather common one, 
showing a riding Cowboy whirling a 
lariat over his head. “Maltese” and 
“Swastika” are two conventional pat- 
terns in this series. 

The No. 48 Pinochle Playing Cards 
(48 cards) comes in “Scroll” and 
“Meld” designs. The No. 21 Petite, 
is-3144x2%"”. This is the size that is 
used for “Patience” in France and 
England. (Patience is a form of Soli- 
taire.) The designs on this card are 
called “Petite,” “Orchid,” “Mesh” 
and “Nautic.” (Again, the same as 
the Bicycle “Nautic’’.) These are all 
made in red and blue. 

No. 188 Capitol is a very familiar 
series. The designs seem to he re- 
versibles, some of which are “Dome” 
(Dome of the Capitol); “Stag,” (the 
same Stag as the 808 Bicycle): 
“Good Luck,” Horse Shoes, Four leaf 
Clovers and blossoms; “Music,” with 
the Cupids. “Eagle,” and “Panel 
Back.” No. 86 Bridge is the narrow 
card, 2144x3%4”, comes in “Mosaic,” 
“Doily” and “Battenberg.” No. 86 is 
Bicycle, Bridge size. The Joker is the 
regular Bicycle, in black and white, 
“Battenberg” is later called “Lace.” 
No. 888 Bicycle Bridge is the multi- 
colored series and has a colored bi- 
eycle rider Joker. 


No. 500 named “500 Playing 
Cards”, with 11 and 12 spots. The 
designs are “Full House” (called 


“Chrvsanthemum” in other series), 
“Griffin” and “Swatiska.” 

No. 88 Jumbo Bridge Playing Cards 
are the wide size. 244x314", with the 
jumbo indices. The court cards and 
center pips are in the small frame 
as are the trophy Whist. 

No. 54 Initial Playing Cards, copy- 
righted 1907. This is a rather at- 
tractive series, in assorted colors. 

No. 41 Vanity Fair Issue, a special, 
issued 1895. Uncle Sam and Miss 
America are reaching hands over the 
“Congress” Spade Ace. This is a 
comic deck in colorful characters. 

No. 47 Circus Playing Cards are 
unusual court cards, copyrighted in 
1896. : 

No. 65 The Stage Playing Cards, 
1908, with the shield and theater 
mask designs on pink and blue on a 
tan background. These are beautiful. 
Each suit has a panel on each side 
of the star pictured, with autograph, 
f different flowers in the same pas- 
tel colorings as the back design. An 
earlier stage playing card series was 
issued 1895, showing four stars on 
each court card only. 
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No. 1 Bijou, patented June 39, 1296, 
Bridge 500 with 11 and 12 spot; 
Mostly plaid back of the various 
Seottish clans, including, MacDonald 
Murray, Gordon and Stewart, Cainp. 
bell, Rob Roy, Macleod and Robertson, 
The designs are Autocrat and Baroni. 
al, each in the two colors. “The 
Awakening” and “The Storm” els) 
are in this series, though they ar 
classed as Wide Pictorials which 
mainly the wide No. 606 Series. 

No. 68 “The Nile Fortune Cards,’ 
copyrighted 1907. No. 62 “Witches 
Fortune Telling Cards.” This serie; 
has attractive, colorful illustration; 
in the centers, on the pip sides. 

No. 72 Astrological Fate Cards, 
copyright 1908. The back shows ar 
old professor sitting studying the 
globe map. On the face, in the 
corners opposite the pips are the zodi- 
ac signs. This card back comes ¢ls 
on regular playing cards. 

The U. S. Playing Card Company 
also printed cards for export, and 
occasionally they are found in this 
couniry, though they are not con: 
mon. No. 2, Skat, copyrighted 1908 
“Umeriranifche-Spiel Karten, ‘Fur 
export.” ‘The back design comes in 
red or blue, and is a combination of 
the Austrian and American (French 
style) pips, double heads. The design; 
reversible, shows the Austrian double 
head eagle in the center top with the 
American Flag just below. For ex. 
ample the club suit shows an acor 
just below the number and club. 

No. 3 Gaigel Playing Cards, ‘Fo 
Export’. The back is named “Butier’ 
fly” which is fluttering around som: 
Sweet Pea Blossoms. Both Skat an¢ 
Gaigel cards are longer than th 
standard cards. They are the size of 
No. 930. 

No. 71 Los Leonies and No. 8! 
Colombiano are made in _ Spanish 
style for export to Spain, and come in 
three different back designs, calle 
“Plaid,” “Wave” and “Tangle.” These 
are each printed in four colors. - 

The least in size, though not the 
least in importance are the series of 
small cards which include the follov- 
ing: No. 24, Little Duke Toy Cards, 
issued in 1908 comes in ‘Florentine,’ 
“Floret,’ “Blossom,” “Arabesque,’ 
and “Bar.” These are the smallest 0! 
the U. S. issues for use. 

No. 348 Cadets, issued in 1897, are 
generally found with the plaid back, 
same size as the Fauntleroy Series. 


The preceding cards were the ser 
ies and designs issued in the name of 
the U. S. Playing Card Company uw- 
til about 1915. This is quite a series 
for a company with only about 3) 
years in the field. All but a small 
percentage of the cards were issued 
or copyrighted within the first 2) 
years. During this period they issued 
many cards under other names, such 
as cheaper issues, seconds, etc. They 
absorbed several smaller companies) 
thereby getting the right to differen! 
names, but none could ever replacd 
the Congress card which is and has 
long been the favorite through the 
card playing world. The Bicyclé 
probably ranks a close second to the 
Congress series, only.
